The Livestock Feed Board of Canada is a Crown Corporation 
reporting to Parliament through the Minister of Agriculture. 
Established under the Livestock Feed Assistance Act in 1967, its 
objectives are to ensure: (a) the availability of feed grain in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia, (b) the availability of adequate 
storage space in Eastern Canada, and (c) the reasonable stability 
and fair equalization of feed grain prices in Eastern Canada and in 
British Columbia. The Board administers the Feed Freight 
Equalization Program under which a portion of the costs of 
transportation of feed grains is paid. The Act also stipulates that it is 
the duty of the Board to make a continuing study of feed grain 
requirements and availability in these areas, as well as to study and 
make recommendations to the Minister with respect to 
requirements for additional feed grain storage facilities in Eastern 
Canada. It is also the duty of the Board to advise the Government on 
all matters pertaining to the stabilization and fair equalization of 
feed grain prices to livestock feeders, and to the greatest extent 
possible, consistent with its objectives, to consult and co-operate 
with all departments, branches or other agencies of the 
Government of Canada or any Province having duties, aims or 
objects related to those of the Board.

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SUMMARY OF CROP YEAR 1979-1980 


DOMESTIC MARKET 


1. Feed grain requirements for livestock and 
poultry in Eastern Canada and British Columbia 
increased by more than 5 percent last year, 
reflecting in particular the continued expansion of 
hog numbers in these regions. The rate of 
expansion, however, slowed from the pace of 8 
percent experienced a year earlier. 


2. The Ontario corn crop in 1979 totalled 4.3 
million tonnes versus 3.5 million in 1978. This crop 
represented 55 percent of all feed grain produced 
in Eastern Canada and British Columbia. Prairie 
grain production totalled 24.5 million tonnes, a 
drop of almost 9 million tonnes from 1978 levels. 
This drop in Prairie production exceeded the total 
1979 output in the non-Prairie regions. 


3. After major increases throughout 1978-79, feed 
grain price trends were generally sideways 
throughout 1979-80, with a sharp increase late in 
the crop year. For the year as a whole, average 
prices in 1979-80 were significantly higher than 
year earlier averages and more closely matched 
the level experienced late in 1978-79. Protein 
ingredient prices did not match this trend and 
gradually averaged lower throughout the year. 


4. Shipments of eligible feed grains and feed 
products during 1979-80 was down by 1.8 percent 
to 2.2 million tonnes. Movements to higher rated 
areas were up, however, resulting in a 3.6 percent 
increase in Feed Freight Assistance to 
$15,041,368. 


5. The transportation system for domestic feed 
grains operated relatively smoothly again in crop 
year 1979-80 and maintained a steady flow of 
grains to all major points. Significant increases in 
freight rates were experienced for all modes of 
transportation, however, further increasing the 
cost of livestock production in the grain deficit 
regions of Canada. 


6. The storage development programs for feed 
grain deficit regions of Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia continued to progress in 1979-80. These 
programs remain very popular and results as to the 
impact on local supply security are most 
encouraging, more than meeting the intent of the 
programs. 


7. In research, the Board continued to fund 
studies on those areas of the domestic feed grain 
market not covered by other research programs. 
Current studies in progress concern the 
economics of forages, transportation needs in 
Eastern Canada, and, an ongoing inhouse review 
of the Canadian domestic feed grain major 
structure, flows, constraints and changes. 


8. Through its monitoring and _ information 
activities the Board continued to provide, to a 
growing clientele, a continued flow of current data 
on the domestic feed grain market situation. The 
principle means of dissemination of this 
information is by the Board’s “Weekly Feed Grain 
Market Report” and the by-weekly review entitled 
“Grain Facts”. 


WORLD MARKET 


9. Total world wheat, coarse grain, and milled rice 
production in 1979-80 reached 1,399 million 
tonnes. Grain utilization reached 1,425 million 
tonnes, thus resulting in a decline in year-end 
global stocks from 218 to 192 million tonnes. 


10. World exports of wheat and coarse grains 
continued to set new records, reaching 185 million 
tonnes in 1979-80, versus the previous records of 
161 million in 1978-79 and 156 million in 1977-78. 
This continued increase in global grain movement 
shows no sign of changing during the decade 
ahead. 


PART | 
ACTIVITIES OF THE BOARD 


The activities of the Livestock Feed Board of 
Canada relate to the objects, powers and duties of 
the Livestock Feed Assistance Act, which the 
Board administers, and to the domestic feed grain 
policy of the Government of Canada. Within this 
framework, the Board endeavors to coordinate 
various interests and find solutions to problems 
facing livestock feeders in Eastern Canada, British 
Columbia, and the Yukon and North-West 
Territories. 


The Board makes a continuing study of the 
needs for feed grains in Eastern Canada and B.C. 
and monitors the domestic feed grain market to 
ensure that those needs are being met at 
reasonably stable and equitable prices. The Board 
also administers the Feed Freight Assistance 
Program which subsidizes a portion of the 
transportation costs for movement of Western feed 
grains and Ontario wheat and corn for use by 
livestock feeders in some parts of Eastern Canada, 
British Columbia, and the Yukon and North-West 
Territories. 


The Board also administers, in collaboration 
with Agriculture Canada, the Local Feed Grain 
Security Program and the two Inland Elevator 
Programs. The first program is intended to 
encourage the expansion of feed grain storage at 
feed mills in grain deficit regions of Eastern 
Canada, British Columbia and the Yukon and 
North-West Territories, while the latter two 
programs are intended to help firms and 
individuals build new inland elevators and expand 
storage capacity at existing ones in the same 
region. 


The various activities of the Board during 
crop year 1979-80 are described in more detail 
below along with a summary of the developments 
in feed grain prices, supplies, transportation, 
storage, and utilization in Canada as they relate to 
the activities of the Board. Additional information 
on the feed grain situation, both domestic and 
international, may be found in part II of this report 
and in the Annual Review of the domestic feed 
grain market published as a supplement to the 
Board’s GRAIN FACTS publication. 


A. FEED GRAIN REQUIREMENTS 


The demand for feed grains in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia is influenced by 


changes in the number of livestock and poultry on 
farms, local feed production, and relative prices of 
feed grains, among other factors. The major 
developments in each of these factors in crop year 
1979-80 are outlined below. 


1. Livestock Numbers - |n order to measure 
aggregate feed requirements, livestock and 
poultry populations on farms are converted to a 
standard basis known as “grain consuming animal 
units” which reflect the annual grain requirements 
of each class of livestock and poultry. These data 
are shown in Table 1.

Grain consuming animal units in Eastern 
Canada increased by 5 percent white those in 
British Columbia increased by about 6 percent 
during the 1979-80 crop year. The increases in hog 
numbers that had been experienced in recent 
years continued in most provinces, although the 
rate of increase slowed. Additional details on 
livestock and poultry numbers on farms in Canada 
may be found in Appendix Table 1. 


2. Local Crop Production - Total feed grain 
production decreased marginally in the Maritimes 
in 1979 while increasing sharply in Quebec, 
Ontario, and British Columbia. The increase in 
Ontario reflected the better growing conditions 
than was experienced in 1978 plus a continuation 
of the long term trend of increased production. 


The Ontario corn crop of 4.3 million tonnes 
represented 70 percent of provincial feed grain 
production and 55 percent of all feed grain 
produced in Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia. 


In Quebec, total output of all feed grains 
exceeded one million tonnes for the second 
successive year. Although output increased by 
almost 150 thousand tonnes from 1978 levels, 
grain consuming animal units increased by 222 
thousand tonnes, thus increasing the demand for 
feed grains from non-Quebec sources. 


Feed grain production in the Maritime 
provinces almost equalled 1978 output, but 
increased demand necessitated larger grain 
movement into these provinces. British Columbia 
experienced a reversed trend, where feed grain 
production increased faster than the rise in grain 
consuming animal units.

3. Prices - After major increases during 1978-79, 
feed grain price trends were generally sideways 
throughout 1979-80 with a sharp price increase 
late in the crop year. Western feed grain prices 
were relatively stronger than U.S. corn, rising up to 
corn competitive levels early in the crop year, 
maintaining this parity throughout the middle half 
of the year and then rising to a premium in the 
latter part of the crop year. Ontario corn prices 
were also relatively stronger than U.S. corn, 
reflecting strong demand for the Ontario crop. For 
the year as a whole, average prices in 1979-80 were 
significantly higher than year-earlier averages and 
more closely matched those levels experienced 


late in 1978-79. 


Protein ingredient prices did not match the 
feed grain trend, and averaged lower throughout 
the crop year. As shown in figure 2, the price of 
soybean meal (49%) at Montreal started at a high of 
$315 per tonne in August 1979, dropped to $278 by 
April and then rose sharply in July 1980 reflecting 
the poor 1980 U.S. soybean crop outlook. The 
average price spread between Decatur and 
Montreal widened to $88 per tonne which was due 
in part to higher transfer costs and the lower value 
of the Canadian dollar. 


The impact of grain and protein price 
changes is reflected in the prices of formula feeds. 
As shown in Figure 3, the Canadian average prices 
of formula feeds were relatively steady throughout 
most of the 1979-80 crop year, but considerably 
above the levels in effect throughout most of the 
previous two years. 


The relatively high level of grain and feed 
prices in 1979-80 did not prevent the continued 
expansion of livestock production as livestock 
producers remained optimistic of the medium and 
long term outlook. Thus 1979-80 saw steady to 
higher feed grain prices coupled with increased 
demand. 


4. Feed Grain Utilization - As might be expected 
from the continued increase in animal numbers, 
the consumption of feed grains in Eastern Canada 
and British Columbia continued to increase in 
crop year 1979-80. The utilization of Prairie feed 
grains dropped from year-earlier levels in Eastern 
Canada, reflecting the relative price strength of 
Western feed grains vis a vis U.S. and Ontario corn. 


Total prairie feed grain imports into British 
Columbia continued to rise in 1979-80. Greater 
barley usage accounted for more than all of the 
total increase, as feed wheat and oats shipments 
into British Columbia both dropped marginally. 


Imports of U.S. corn increased for a second 
successive year, reflecting the relatively stronger 
market prices of Ontario corn. Increases during 
the first quarter of the crop year reflected the 
relatively tight market supplies prior to the 1979 
harvest. During the last half of the crop year, 
strong market demand for Ontario corn pulled 
Ontario corn prices above U.S. corn prices in 
Montreal thus further stimulating a switch into U.S. 
corn.

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B. FEED FREIGHT ASSISTANCE 


1. Change in the Program - On June 17, 1980 the 
Canadian Parliament amended the Livestock Feed 
Assistance Act to include the Yukon Territory and 
the North-West Territories. Rates of assistance to 
these regions were established on November 6, 
1980 and these rates along with adjustments in the 
rates to Newfoundland and British Columbia are 
published in Appendix Table V. 


2. Rates of Assistance and Expenditures - Rates of 
assistance continued unchanged during crop year 
1979-80 while rail rates on the movement of Prairie 
grains to Ontario increased 23 percent, to Quebec 
and the Atlantic Provinces by an average of 14 
percent, and to British Columbia by 11 percent. As 
a result, the benefits of Feed Freight Assistance 
continue to erode to a point where the program 


now covers an average of only 35 percent of the 
transportation costs to the eligible regions in 
Eastern Canada and approximately 45 percent to 
British Columbia. 


The total volume moved under the program 
during crop year 1979-80 was down by 1.8 percent 
to 2.2 million tonnes. Movements to higher rated 
areas of British Columbia and Newfoundland were 
up, thus resulting in an increase in expenditures of 
3.6 percent to a total of $15,041,638. (Table 3). 


3. Freight Assisted Shipments - Total shipments 
of Prairie grown wheat and oats decreased by 
100,000 tonnes in 1979-80 while total barley 
shipments increased by a like amount. Ontario 
corn shipments to Northern and Eastern regions of 
Quebec and to the Atlantic Provinces decreased 
by 46 thousand tonnes to 149 thousand tonnes.

While the number of claimants increased by 
seven percent to 562, the total number of claims 
processed during the crop year under review was 
down slightly to 11,118 from 11,568 a year earlier. 


C. FEED GRAIN STORAGE PROGRAMS 


In 1977, the Government announced three 
new programs to encourage expansion of feed 
grain storage in areas of Canada which do not 
produce sufficient feed grain for local use. These 
programs are administered by this Board in 
collaboration with Agriculture Canada. 


1. Local Feed Grain Security Program - The 
purpose of this program is to encourage the 
increase in total storage capacity and feed grain 
inventories of the feed manufacturing industry in 
grain deficient areas, and to provide supply 
security in the event of disruptions in the 
transportation and handling facilities. 


The program provides for payment of 
carrying charges on the increase in feed grain 
inventories over historical levels carried in new 
storage facilities of feed mills located in grain 
deficient areas of Eastern Canada and British 


Columbia. These payments are on a quarterly 
basis for up to five years. 


Applications for assistance, approved under 
this program up to the end of the crop year 1979- 
80, totalled 46 separate projects broken down by 
provinces as noted in Table 4.

2. Inland Elevator Programs - These two programs 
are intended to help firms and individuals build 
new inland elevators and expand storage capacity 
at existing ones, thus encouraging local grain 
production and supply security in feed grain 
deficient areas of Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia by providing additional cleaning, drying 
and marketing facilities. 


The program that applies to existing inland 
elevators provides for grants of up to 30 percent of 
eligible capital costs to a maximum of $150,000 for 
construction of increased storage, cleaning and 
drying capacities. These are outright grants that 
do not require reimbursements. 


The new inland elevator program provides 
assistance for the construction of new inland 
elevators started after April 1, 1977. Contributions 
cover up to 50% of eligible capital costs to a 
maximum of $500,000. Commencing in the fourth 
year of operation of the new facility, the operator 
shall begin repayments to the Board based on 
throughput. These repayments will cease after the 
tenth year or when 40 percent of the total 
contribution has been paid, whichever comes first. 


Applications approved under these two 
inland elevator programs to end of crop year 1979- 
80 totalled 13 separate projects broken down by 
province as noted in Table 5.

D. THE RESERVE STOCK PROGRAM 


This program was established by the federal 
government in 1974 as part of the new feed grain 
policy. Originally the stocks of up to ten million 
bushels were held in Thunder Bay. In 1977, the 
government announced the relocation of a portion 
of the stocks closer to feed grain deficient areas of 
Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


Under this program, the government 
undertook to pay carrying charges on amaximum 
of 220 thousand tonnes of feed grains held by the 
Canadian Wheat Board to guarantee delivery of 
feed grains purchased through commercial 
channels. In 1978-79, for reasons of budgetary 
constraints, the program was reduced by half. 
Carrying charges paid by the government to the 
Canadian Wheat Board during crop year 1979-80 
amounted to $2,199,844.76 versus $1,760,171.53 a 
year earlier. (Table 6). 


The program is administered by acommittee 
made up of representatives of this Board, the 
Canadian Wheat Board and the Canadian Grain 
Commission. The committee is chaired by G. 
Sonneveld, Vice-Chairman of this Board. 


While there was a serious work stoppage 
that took place at the port of Montreal from May 22, 
1979 to October 22, 1979, sufficient feed grains 
were made available from other supply sources to 
cover the needs of livestock feeders normally 
serviced through this port. This was done, 
however, at a higher cost to local livestock 
producers. 


During the year there was a release made 
from the reserve held in Vancouver of 750 tonnes 
of No. 1 feed barley to East Chilliwack Co-op. on 
December 12, 1979.

There were no Thunder Bay switches or 
loans made with domestic shippers during crop 
year 1979-80. 


E. TRANSPORTATION AND STORAGE 


During the crop year 1979-80 many labour 
contracts affecting the grain transportation and 
handling system were up for renewal. Aside from 
One short strike by the deck hands and officers 
employed by CP ferries out of Vancouver, the only 
serious problem was the work stoppage by the 
grain handlers at the port of Montreal. This strike 
began on May 22, 1979 and continued through to 
October 18, 1979. 


1. Shipments by Mode of Transport - Subsidized 
shipments of feed grain and grain products by 
mode of transport (Table 7) outlines the flow of 
feed grains from the Prairies and Peace River 
district to livestock producing areas in British 
Columbia and Eastern Canada. A small volume of 
millfeeds produced by the Prairie flour mills and 
moved directly to feed mills is also included in this 
table, which shows total freight assisted shipments 
of 2,246,500 tonnes. Similar data for 1978-79 crop 
year indicates total feed freight assisted shipments 
were 2,287,500 tonnes. The reduction in freight 
assisted grains of 41,000 tonnes is due to lower 
consumption of western feed grains in Eastern 
Canada, which were replaced by more competitive 
U.S. corn. 


The crop year 1979-80 movements to British 
Columbia of 470,300 tonnes represent an increase 
of 44,000 tonnes or 10.3 percent over freight 


assisted shipments of a year ago. The 470,300 
thousand tonne shipments are the highest 
recorded freight assisted shipments since the 
program was instituted in 1940. This increased 
consumption is accounted for by the continued 
rise in livestock and poultry production in British 
Columbia. 


Table 7 outlines the mode of movement and 
percentage of market share for British Columbia. It 
indicates a decline of 5.9 percent in truck 
shipments and a corresponding increase in rail 
shipments. Peace River truck movements declined 
1.4 thousand tonnes or down 6.8%. Movements 
from B.C. coastal terminals increased 3.2 
thousand tonnes with the truck share increasing 
from 54.5% to 79.6%. 


In the movement to Eastern Canada, total 
primary shipments from the Prairies and Thunder 
Bay this crop year declined 85 thousand tonnes 
from 1978-79. The decline was due to higher prices 
for western barley compared to Ontario corn and 
U.S. corn. The Canadian Wheat Board withdrew 
from Canadian domestic barley deliveries at 
Thunder Bay in May 1980 and the non-Board 
market rose to a substantial premium to the U.S. 
corn competitive formula price. There were no 
major shifts in mode of transport. A 1.6 percent 
decline in truck shipments and a 3.4 percent 
decline in water shipments was picked up by a 
slight increase in rail shipments. 


Secondary shipments beyond the primary 
elevators (Table 7) indicates the mode of transport

thousand tonnes. This increase in the amount of 
freight assisted grain from Western Canada to 
Quebec and the Atlantic provinces reflected the 
continuing rise in the livestock population 
throughout these regions and the fact that rail 
movement is a viable option to some regions of the 
country. Direct shipments eliminate the need for 
secondary movement and the handling charges 
thus incurred. In addition, movement can be 
scheduled more closely to needs, thus reducing 
storage charges such as incurred in water 
movement where large quantities must be moved 
at any one time. During the close of navigation, 
direct rail shipments are particularly attractive. 


The portion of direct rail shipments to 
Eastern Canada originating at primary elevators or 
loaded directly by producers in the Prairies, 
referred to as Plan C shipments, are included in 
Table 9. Cars that are loaded by producers, but 
with the documentation handled by a grain 
merchants or broker, are classified as Plan C 
shipments. Shipments handled entirely by 
producers are considered producer cars. Few 
producer cars are shipped directly to Eastern 
Canada, but any of these shipments would be 
included in Table 9. 
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As Feed Freight Assistance has been 
removed from most of Ontario, these Plan C 
shipments based on FFA payments are 
concentrated mainly in Quebec and the Maritimes. 
The increase of 162 thousand tonnes, or 131 
percent, during the 1979-80 crop year continued 
recent trends towards greater usage of this option. 


The advantage of Plan C or producer car 
shipments is that it gives the Eastern livestock 
feeders and feed manufacturers access to grain at 
the same prices as those paid by Prairie feedlots 
and feed mills. This access is_ particularly 
important during periods when the Thunder Bay - 
Prairie price spreads widen to levels greater than 
the normal cost of movement between these two 
points. 


Producer cars are limited to 100 cars per 
week but Plan C shipments are only limited by the 
number of cars available from the railway 
companies each week. According to the Canadian 
Feed Grain Policy cars for domestic feed grains 
receive priority over all other traffic. In actual 
practice, Plan C cars are allocated on request and 
the remaining available cars are divided between 
the Board and the Non-Board market. The 


drawbacks to producer or Plan C cars is the fact 
that the grain contains dockage and the lead time 
required to receive a car is approximately five 
weeks. In addition, buyers need to establish offices 
or representatives in the Prairies in order to take 
advantage of this option. 


During 1978-79 and the first half of 1979-80 
the Prairie - Thunder Bay price spreads were 
sufficiently attractive to stimulate a considerable 
increase in the use of this option. Changing market 
conditions in the second half of the crop year, 
however, made this option Jess attractive. For the 
crop year as a whole, much of the increase in Plan 
C movement was at the expense of rail shipments 
from Thunder Bay. 


2. Freight Rates - Transportation rates have not 
yet changed to metric units, but are shown in 
metric in this report for consistency of 


presentation. The target date for metric 
conversion is 1981 for truck rates and 1983 for rail 
rates. Anyone wishing to convert the data in the 
following freight rate tables may refer to the 
footnotes accompanying each table or to the 
conversion factors in Appendix VI. 


a) Rall Rates - Rail rates on feed grains from the 
Lakehead to Eastern Canada increased on June 1, 
1980 by 14 cents per cwt in Ontario. For Quebec, 
the rate rose 16 cents per cwt for a minimum load 
of 100,000 pounds and 14 cents per cwt for a 
minimum 120,000 pounds. The rate for the 
Maritimes rose 20 cents per cwt. 


Feed grain rates from the Prairies to British 
Columbia destinations were increased 11 percent 
on July 1, 1980. Rail rates on Ontario corn were 
increased on January 1, 1980 by 10 percent to 
Quebec destinations and by 12 to 16 percent to 
Maritime destinations.

Both CN and CP Rail have offered a round 
trip mileage allowance of 7%¢ per mile on 
Canadian Eastern movements of grain and grain 
products in privately leased hopper cars. This isa 
departure from the railway companies previous 
policy of not providing mileage allowance for 
privately leased cars used in the grain trade in 
Eastern Canada. The mileage allowance of 7%¢ 
per mile for both the loaded and empty movement 
in Eastern Canada will only cover less than half of 
the current lease rates for hopper cars. 


Rail rates to selected points are shown in 
Figure 4, and the precise rates are listed in Table 
10. 


b) Water Rates - During the 1980 season of 
navigation, lake freight rates on feed grades of 
wheat, oats and barley continued to move upward. 
Water rates from Thunder Bay to Montreal 
increased by 18 percent plus a fuel surcharge, and, 
by 20 percent plus a fuel surcharge for movement 
from Thunder Bay to the Bayports and Prescott. 


3. Rail Car Supply - Although long term 
availability still remains a concern, the rail car 
supply situation for domestic feed grains was 
improved in 1979-80. 


a) Lakehead to Eastern Canada - There was no 
serious boxcar supply problems during the 1979- 
80 crop year. There is still serious concern for the 
car supply situation over the next four years, as 
boxcars are being gradually retired from the rail 
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fleet and are not being replaced with new boxcars 
or hopper cars. 


b) Ontario Grain Car Supply - There was a marked 
improvement in the car supply for Ontario grains 
during the period January 1980 to July 1980, due 
mainly to: a down turn in the economy, which 
released hopper cars from service in other 
industries; and, a steady volume of corn business 
to Eastern Canada coordinated by the Ontario 
Grain & Feed Dealers Association, so that the cars 
allocated to this movement were in regular use. 


The problem of car supply from C & O and 
CON Rail serving grain shippers on their lines in 
Ontario has not been resolved. CN Rail will not 
supply empty cars to C & O or CON Rail points in 
Ontario for Ontario grain. However, CP Rail do 
supply a limited number of cars to the C & O and 
CON Rail who have to draw hopper cars from their 
car pools in U.S., and, they are restricted to some 
extent by Canadian Customs Regulations, which 
limit the use of United States equipment in Canada 
to a maximum period of 90 days. However, the 
Revenue Canada Customs and Excise Division has 
been very cooperative on requests for permits to 
move United States equipment into Canada. 


c) British Columbia Car Supply - The Canadian 
Wheat Board reinstated the block shipping 
arrangements on grain shipments to British 
Columbia in 1979, which necessitates a longer 
lead time for grain shipments to B.C. feed mills. 


There are periodic car supply problems which can 
add to lead time required for grain shipments. 


4. Storage - The Board played a consultative role 
in the allocation of storage space reserved for 
domestic feed grain requirements at both the 
Quebec City and Halifax elevators for the winter of 
1979-80. Storage space was allocated by the 
Canadian Grain Commission to users of these 
facilities, based on a formula which takes account 
of their historical utilization of this space. 


Because of the importance of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway inthe movement of feed grain to 
Eastern Canada, stocks of feed grains in the 
transfer elevator system represent a major 
component of the feed grain supply for this region. 
These stocks become especially important during 
the winter months when navigation is closed 
down. The build-up of winter stocks in Eastern 
transfer elevators must typically await the 
clearance of export grains from these positions 
late in the shipping season. Then a race with the 
weatherman ensues to get domestic feed grains in 
position before freeze-up. This usually results in a 
rapid build-up of stocks in the transfer elevators 
during the November-December period, followed 
by amore gradual draw-down in stocks during the 
winter and spring months. 


The ability of the system to accommodate 
this surge in demand for the Eastern domestic 
market depends on several factors, including the 
timely transfer of stocks from the primary elevators 
in the Prairies to Thunder Bay. This movement 
must be co-ordinated with a similar surge in the 
transfer of milling wheat and other grains for 
industrial uses, as well as the ongoing export 
movement. The co-ordination of this movement 
within the Prairie region (to terminal positions) is 
the responsability of the Canadian Wheat Board 
and the Grain Transportation Authority. 


The stocks of domestic feed grains in 
various positions at the end of each month during 
the past two crop years are shown in Figure 5. As 
the direct rail movement has become amore viable 
option in recent years, and, with the freeze-up 
deadline thus being less critical, few problems 
were encountered in Eastern domestic movement 
during 1979-80. 


F. RESEARCH 


The research activity of the Board focuses 
primarily on various economic aspects of feed 
grain production, marketing, transportation, 
handling and storage in Canada. The intent is to 
concentrate on problems not covered by other 


research programs and to make all relevant 
findings available to the public for the benefit of 
the agricultural community. 


During the year under review, the Board 
continued its support of a research project being 
carried out by Dr. George Winter of the University 
of British Columbia on the “Economics of Forages 
in Canada”. An initial draft of this report was 
received by the Board and is under review and 
revision. 


Discussions concerning a conference on 
forages were held with representatives of 
Agriculture Canada. Further planning was 
scheduled for the 1980-81 crop year and a tentative 
conference date for the fall of 1981 was set. 


The study on “The Feed Grain Purchasing 
Practices of the Formula Feed Industry In Canada” 
by Mr. Richard Lafave at the University of Guelph 
was completed during 1979-80. This study was 
submitted as the thesis in partial fulfilment of 
requirements for the degree of Master of Science 
at that institute. 


The study found that almost all purchases of 
feed grains from producers were on a spot basis, 
while forward contract buying increased as one 
moved towards grain deficit areas and feed 
manufacturers depended on the grain trade for the 
majority of their feed grain requirements. There 
was little evidence of direct feed mill involvement 
in hedging. 


Further progress was made on the joint 
study undertaken with Dr. H. Garth Coffin of 
McGill University and the Research Branch of the 
Canadian Transport Commission. This study is 
examining the rail system in Eastern Canada and is 
to estimate the requirements for rail cars to move 
feed grains into and within Eastern Canada in the 
period up to 1985. This study is expected to be 
completed in early 1981. 


In addition to its involvement with these 
research projects, the economic research staff 
also makes periodic forecasts of feed grain 
requirements in Eastern Canada and assists in the 
Board’s monitoring and information programs. 
This internal research activity is in the process of 
being intensified and broadened to cover both the 
grain and livestock sectors. 


This internal research is particularly 
important in updating past studies, evaluating 
current programs and policies and identifying 
current and potential problem areas. With the 
varying conditions in the Canadian domestic feed

G. MONITORING, INFORMATION AND 
CONSULTATION 


One of the responsibilities of the Board 
under the Livestock Feed Assistance Act is to 
monitor the domestic feed grain market to insure 
that there is a reasonable stability and equality of 
prices throughout the regions of Canada covered 
by the Act. 


Through its “Weekly Feed Grain Market 
Report” and its bi-weekly publication “Grain 
Facts’, the Board endeavors to keep the feed 
grain-livestock sector abreast of developments not 
only in the Canadian and U.S. feed grain sectors 
but also in all major areas of the world grain trade. 
These publications provide comparative data on 
prices, stocks, movements, transportation costs 
and trends in the utilization of the various feed 
grains and protein ingredients. 


All this information, which is the result of the 
monitoring activities of the Board, is being 
provided on a continuing basis to an ever 
increasing number of federal and provincial 
departments and agencies, national and provincial 
farm organizations and trade associations, and, 
direct to producers themselves. 


The operations of the domestic feed grain 
market were highlighted by the publication of 
special reviews and commentaries prepared by the 
Director of Economic Research. 


The Director of Transportation continued to 
play a major role in rail rate negotiations between 
representatives of farm organizations, trade 
associations and the railways. Rate meetings are 
held each year in Vancouver, Toronto, Montreal 
and Moncton. 


The members and staff of the Board 
continued to maintain an active participation in 
meetings with farm organizations and trade 
associations dealing with prices, supplies and 
movements of feed grains; availability of storage 
space; marketing; transportation and handling; 
and other related subjects. 


In addition, the Board has met on several 
occasions with the Canadian Wheat Board to 
discuss matters of mutual concern such as the 
operations of the domestic feed grain market, the 


corn-competitive pricing formula and movement 
of feed grains to meet the needs of livestock 
feeders in Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


Periodic meetings with all these groups 
enables the Board to better identify the problems 
confronting the grain producing, marketing, and 
feeding sectors, and, to find more effective ways of 
dealing with them. 


H. ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


According to the Livestock Feed Assistance 
Act, the Advisory Committee is required to meet at 
the Board headquarters at least once a year to 
“study and review all matters relating to feed grain 
transportation, storage, prices and consumption 
of feed grains that it may deem necessary, together 
with those referred to either by the Minister or the 
Board”. 


The Advisory Committee met with the Board 
in Montreal in November 1979. The Committee 
examined various aspects of feed grain supplies 
and outlook; the three storage programs 
administered by the Board; a feed grain market 
and policy review; and the situation in 
transportation and related matters. 


1. PERSONNEL 


The Board was saddened by the death of two 
associates during this period. Advisory committee 
member Frederick James Greer passed away on 
December 30, 1979. Mr. Greer had been appointed 
to the Advisory Committee in 1978. Mr. Greer was 
born at Otter, B.C., on February 10, 1914 and had 
lived all his life in that area. 


Administrative Services Officer, Mr. Jean- 
Paul Vallée passed away on August 2, 1980. Mr. 
Vallée joined the Board on September 1, 1967, and 
remained with the Board until his death. Mr. Vallée 
viewed his position at the Board in a thoroughly 
professional manner, injecting considerable 
amounts of humanity and goodwill into his 
dealings at the Board and earning the admiration 
and respect of all of his colleagues. His passing is 
viewed by all Board members and staff as being the 
loss of a very, very dear friend. 


Paul Couture, a member of the Committee 
was named Chairman in September, 1979, by the 
then Minister of Agriculture, Mr. Wise. He replaced 
Mr. Charles Huffman who was chairman of the 
Committee since 1973 and Vice-Chairman of the 
Board from 1967 to 1973. 


New appointments to the Advisory 
Committee in 1979-80 were Mr. Charles G. Munro, 


past-president of both the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture and the International Federation of 
Agricultural Producers; Mr. Léopold Harvey, a 
Director of La Coopérative Fédérée de Québec 
and the U.P.A., and, past and founding President 
of the Federation of Industrial Milk Producers of 
Quebec (1956 to 1970); Mr. Hollis W. Duffet, past 
President of the Newfoundland Federation of 
Agriculture, President of the Newfoundland Swine 
Producers Association, Vice-Chairman of the 
Newfoundland Egg Marketing Board, and a 
Director of the Canadian Egg Marketing Agency. 


The terms of office of the following Advisory 
Committee members expired during 1979-80. Mr. 
Charles Reid Hill, on September 11, 1979, and, Mr. 
James Jacklin, Mr. Charles Yeo, and Mr. Paul 
Couture on May 9, 1980. Each of these gentlemen 
rendered valuable services to the Board during a 
period of office of 3 to 4 years. Since the inception 
of the Board, Mr. Charles Yeo was a most 
competent Secretary to the Committee. 


Mr. A. Douglas Mutch was appointed 
Secretary to the Board effective April 1, 1980, 
replacing G. René de Cotret who had been acting 
Secretary since the departure of Dr. H.G. Coffinon 
April 23, 1979. Mr. Murch also holds the position of 
Director of Economic Research. 
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Mr. Richard LePage joined the Board on May 
1, 1980, in the position of economist. Mr. LePage 
has a B. Commerce degree in _ business 
administration from Queen’s University and is in 
the final stages of completing a Masters of 
Agricultural Economics at Macdonald College. Mr. 
LePage replaced Lise-Marie Cété who resigned in 
January, 1980. 


As in the past, the Board continued to work 
toward the attainment of the objectives of the 
Official Languages Act and to support the policy of 
the Federal government to provide equal 
opportunities for women in employment, training, 
development and career opportunities in its public 
service. 


J. FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


The Board’s financial statements for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1980, together with the 
Auditor General’s report can be found on the 
following pages (Exhibits | to V1). 


It should be emphasized that freight 
assistance expenditures are reported in the 
financial statements ona fiscal year basis while the 
assistance data found elsewhere in the report are 
accumulated on a crop year basis. Hence, due to 
this difference in time periods, the data do not 
correspond directly.

Notes to the Financial Statements 
March 31, 1980 


1. Nature of activities 


The objectives of the Board are to ensure the 
availability of feed grain to meet the need of livestock 
feeders, the availability of adequate storage space in 
Eastern Canada for feed grain, and the maintenance of 
reasonable stability in, and fair equalization of, feed grain 
prices in Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


2. Significant accounting policies 
a) Basis of accounting 


The claims for freight assistance are recorded as 
expenses in the period in which the shipments take 
place. The claims related to the local feed grain security 
program and the inland elevator program are recorded 
as expenses in the period in which the admissible 
costs are incurred by the claimants. 


Payments made in April relating to the previous year are 
recorded as due from Canada in respect of parlia- 
mentary appropriations to thc extent of available funds.

Equipment and office furniture 


Purchases of furniture and equipment are recorded as 
administrative expenses in the year of acquisition.

Services provided without charge 


An estimate of accounting and cheque issue services 
provided without charge by a government department is 
included as an expense and credited to Deficit. 


d) Employee termination benefits 


Employees of the Board are entitled to specified benefits 
on termination as provided for under the collective 
agreements and conditions of employment. The liability 
for these benefits is recorded in the accounts as the 
benefits accrue to the employees.

Employees of the Board are covered by the Public 
Service Superannuation Plan administered by the 
Government of Canada. Contributions to the Plan are 
required from both the employee and the Board.

4. Commitments 


In respect of the Local Feed Grain Security Program 
the Board estimates that over the next five years amounts up 
to a maximum of $3,420,000 could be paid relating to 
agreements already accepted. In addition, the Board will 
pay $840,000 during the next year relating to projects 
approved for construction of new elevators. 


5. Amounts receivable - Inland elevator construction 


program 


Effective April 1, 1979, the Board administers the 
inland elevator programs. With respect to the construction 
of new elevators, the claimant will reimburse the Board, 
without interest, up to a maximum of 40% of the 
contribution received. The reimbursements, calculated by 
applying a standard rate of produce stored, are due from the 
fourth to the tenth year of operations of the new elevator. 
Based on contributions of $1,348,056 made during the year, 
the Board estimates that it will recover $539,223. The first of 
these recoveries is due during the year ending March 31, 
1985. 


PART Il 
SUMMARY OF THE FEED GRAIN SITUATION 


A. WORLD GRAIN SITUATION 


1. Production and Supplies - Total world wheat, coarse 
grain, and milled rice production in 1979-80 reached 1,399 
million tonnes. This output level is below the record 1,451 
million tonnes set in 1978-79, but is still the second largest 
global grain crop ever. Grain utilization stabilized at 1,425 
million tonnes in 1979-80, compared with 1,427 million a 
year earlier, reflecting higher prices and regional shortages. 
Stocks dropped from 218 to 192 million tonnes at crop year- 
end. 


The 1979-80 crop year began with the realization that 
after three years of surplus supply accumulation, 
production would not exceed consumption, and, that as a 
result year-end stocks would decline. This projected stock 
drawdown led to considerable price buoyancy during the 
latter part of the 1978-79 crop year. Prices peaked in July, 
however, and started lower when the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture projected a second successive U.S. corncrop in 
excess of 7 billion bushels. Global output was still expected 
to decline, but this factor could not counterbalance the 
price depressing impact of the bumper U.S. crop. 


2. Trade - World exports of wheat and coarse grains 
continued to set new records, reaching 185 million tonnes 
in 1979-80, versus the previous records of 161 million in 
1978-79 and 156 millionin 1977-78. This continued increase 
in global grain movement shows no sign of changing during 
the decade ahead. It appears that the challenge of the 1980's 
will be a joint one of both increasing the capacity of the 
global transportation system to move the product, and, 
concurrently increasing grain production to provide 
sufficient supplies to move through the system. 
Coordinating the expansion of each will be important both 
nationally and internationally if the challenges of the 1980’s 
are to be met. Trends of recent years are found in Table 12. 


B. UNITED STATES SUPPLY AND UTILIZATION 


As the United States is both the largest global grain 
exporting nation and traditionally the residual global grain 
supplier, the U.S. grain situation has a direct major impact 
on market conditions in both Canada and the rest of the 
world. This was shown in two basic ways during 1979-80. 
First, even though global grain output fell, the higher U.S. 
crop managed to keep a lid on prices. Second, with the 
implementation of the U.S. grain embargo on sales to the 
Soviet Union in January, 1980, the global grain market split 
into two basic parts. U.S. grain traded at the levels reflected 
on the North American continent while non-U.S. grain on 
the export market traded at a premium to comparable U.S. 
values. 


The mechanism by which the U.S. supplies kept a lid 
on prices throughout most of 1979-80 was the U.S. grain 
reserve system. The influx of grain into this reserve had 
helped to support prices during 1977-78 and into 1978-79 
before having a dampening effect late in 1978-79 when 
prices hit the release level for some grains. U.S. prices 
stayed near or below the release levels throughout most of 
' 1979-80 until the deteriorating crop outlook for 1980 helped 
to push prices higher. 
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As can be seen in Table 13, both supplies and 
utilization of U.S. coarse grains have risen sharply in recent 
years and this trend continued in 1979-80. As production 
has risen faster than utilization since 1975-76, this has also 
led to successive increases in year-end carryout. Although 
some concern had been expressed over a possible excess 
supply buildup, the 1979-80 carryout will prove to be a very 
beneficial cushion to help cover the 1980 production 
declines in the United States. 


C. CANADIAN PRODUCTION, SUPPLIES AND 
UTILIZATION 


1. National Supply and Utilization - After three bumper 
crops, Canadian grain production dropped sharply in 1979, 
especially in the Prairie region (Table 15). Both exports and 
domestic utilization have been at historically high levels in 
recent years and this trend continued in 1979-80. Canadian 
domestic supplies are determined by current production 
plus carryover from the previous crop year, minus exports. 
In acomplete reversal from 1978-79 where residual supplies 
after exports exceeded domestic needs, export plus 
domestic demand basically equalled total supplies. As a 
result, some difficulties arose with the allocation of 
supplies between the export and domestic market during 
the final third of the crop year. Domestic supply allocation 
continued to receive priority, and hence domestic feed 
grain market needs were fully met during the year under 
review. Feed grain supply and utilization statistics for 
Canada are listed in Table 14. 


2. Reglonal Conditions 


a) Prairles - A perspective on the relative size of the Prairie 
grain crop can be gained by noting that the decrease in 
Prairie wheat and feed grains production between 1978 and 
1979 is greater than the total 1979 grain production in the 
rest of Canada (Table 15). Lower seeded acreage partially 
accounted for this decline, plus the fact that production 
conditions did not match those experienced in 1978. Spring 
wheat and barley were the two crops to register the largest 
declines, both in relative and absolute terms. 


Canadian producer deliveries of principle grains and 
oilseeds exceeded year-earlier levels and totalled 28.1 
million tonnes versus 24.07 million in 1978-79. Producer 
marketings of feed grains to the non-Board market dropped 
sharply in 1979-80, due partially to the large stock levels 
already in the system from 1978-79 deliveries. These lower 
marketings of non-Board domestic feed grains also 
reflected the decrease in total supplies and the increased 
export opportunities. 


With the lower level of domestic supply availability, 
Canadian Wheat Board sales into the domestic market 
increased sharply in 1979-80 (Table 16) and domestic feed 
grain prices were relatively stronger than U.S. corn. 
Commercial disappearance of Canadian Western feed 
wheat and feed oats declined in 1979-80, while barley 
disappearance rose, especially within the Prairies. (Table 
17) 


b) Eastern Canada - Total grain production in Eastern 
Canada rose significantly in 1979-80, although Maritime 
production did drop marginally. (Table 15). 


Favourable weather conditions in Ontario, coupled 
with increased acreage, resulted in a sharp increase in total 
production. Corn production rose the most dramatically to 
4.3 million tonnes versus 3.5 million a year earlier. 


Quebec crops were also recipients of generally 
favourable production conditions, resulting in a second 
successive record crop in excess of 1 million tonnes. All 
feed crops registered increases, but corn recorded the 
largest gain and surpassed oats as the primary grain crop in 
the province. 


Quebec imports of Ontario corn rose marginally to 
270,200 tonnes in 1979-80 versus 263,712 in 1978-79. This 
volume compares closely with the 265,000 tonnes used in 
1976-77 but remains below the 368,271 imported in 1977-78. 
The relative prices of barley, wheat, and U.S. corn was the 
main reason for Ontario shipments remaining at year- 
earlier levels. 


Maritimes grain production managed to stay close to 
the relatively good output level of 1978. Oats and barley 
output was up slightly whilst spring wheat and mixed grain 
output dropped. 


Total stocks of feed grains for domestic use were 
more than ample to meet needs throughout the crop year, 
although some change in distribution occurred. In 
particular, domestic feed grain stocks in St-Lawrence ports 
at the close of navigation fell below year-earlier levels. 
(Table 18). Higher carrying costs plus wider price spreads 
which increased the economics of direct rail shipments 
explain this change. Stocks in all Eastern positions, 
however, remained at more than comfortable levels for the 
year as a whole. (Table 19). U.S. corn in particular 
accounted for a significant proportion of these stocks. 


c) British Columbla - British Columbia grain production 
rebounded from the very low level of 1977-78 but still fell far 
short of the levels achieved by the 1976 and 1977 crops. 
(Table 15). 


D. PRICES 


1. Feed Grains - Given the sharp turnaround in the Prairie 
supply situation during the 1979-80 crop year, it is to be 
expected that Prairie non-Board feed prices rose 
considerably above those levels seen during 1978-79. 
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Producer marketings to the non-Board market dropped, 
stock levels also decreased, and delivery opportunities to 
the Canadian Wheat Board improved, thus resulting in a 
considerably firmer Prairie price structure. In the final four 
months of the crop year, concerns over the 1980 crop 
outlook pushed prices still higher. These higher prices of 
Prairie feed grains were reflected in Thunder Bay and 
Montreal as well. (Table 20). 


Ontario corn traded at or above levels competitive to 
U.S. corn throughout most of the crop year. Although total 
corn output increased from year ago levels, these additional 
supplies did not weigh on prices. Part of the reason for this 
was that stocks had apparently been drawn down during 
1978-79, local demand was strong, and, there was sufficient 
demand for off-shore movement to prevent any marketing 
surge from overly depressing prices. 


Both Prairie feed grains and Ontario corn lost market 
share to U.S. corn during 1979-80. The reason for these 
changes is simply a matter of price. Prairie feed grains rose 
relative to U.S. corn throughout the crop year and actually 
traded at a premium to U.S. corn competitive values in the 
final months of the crop year. Eastern corn prices also 
remained relatively strong, especially during the final 
months of the crop year. As a result, feed grain users 
switched into U.S. corn as much as possible in those 
regions where it was possible. Additional details on feed 
grain prices on a monthly basis and at other locations can 
be found in Tables 21 and 22. 


2. Mill Feeds - Prices of mill feeds at major milling points in 
Eastern Canada experienced a basically sideways trend 
throughout the whole crop year. (Table 23). This pattern 
reflects the trend of feed grain prices with which mill feeds 
compete in the domestic market. 


3. Protein Ingredients - Monthly average prices for soybean 
meal at Decatur, Illinois and Montreal, which are shown in 
Table 24, generally weakened through the first three 
quarters of the crop year before rising in the last quarter. 
Since this is the major source of supplemental protein in 
livestock feeding, these prices indicate the general trends of 
other ingredients in that category. 


4. Formula Feeds - Average monthly prices of formula 
feeds by province or region in Canada during 1979-80 are 
shown in Table 25. These prices are gathered through a 
monthly survey of the feed industry in Canada carried out 
by the Board. As may be seen by the data, prices of these 
formula feeds generally reflected the trend of the grains and 
proteins of which they are comprised.

The Livestock Feed Board of Canada is a Crown Corporation 
reporting to Parliament through the Minister of Agriculture. 
Established under the Livestock Feed Assistance Act in 1967, its 
objectives are to ensure: (a) the availability of feed grain in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia, (b) the availability of adequate 
storage space in Eastern Canada, and (c) the reasonable stability 
and fair equalization of feed grain prices in Eastern Canada and in 
British Columbia. The Board administers the Feed Freight 
Equalization Program under which a portion of the costs of 
transportation of feed grains is paid. The Act also stipulates that it is 
the duty of the Board to make a continuing study of feed grain 
requirements and availability in these areas, as well as to study and 
make recommendations to the Minister with respect to requirements 
for additional feed grain storage facilities in Eastern Canada. It is

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SUMMARY OF CROP YEAR 1980-81 


DOMESTIC MARKET 


1. Feed grain requirements for livestock and 
poultry declined by 1.6 percent in Eastern Canada 
in 1980-81 while needs in British Columbia increased 
by 3.6 percent. The net decline in Eastern Canada 
resulted from decreased hog and poultry numbers 
in Quebec and Ontario, and was the first decline 
since 1975. The increase in British Columbia 
continued the trend of recent years. 


2. The Ontario corn crop rose 400 thousand 
tonnes to a total of 4.7 million tonnes. This crop 
represented 71 percent of Ontario feed grain 
production and 54 percent of all feed grain produced 
in Eastern Canada and British Columbia during 
the 1980-81 crop year. Prairie grain production 
totalled 30 million tonnes, an increase of 5.2 million 
tonnes from 1979 levels, but still less than the 
bumper crops produced in 1976, 1977 and 1978. 


3. Feed grain prices trended higher early in the 
1980-81 crop year but had peaked by early 1981 
and traded lower throughout the remainder of the 
crop year. For the year as a whole, average prices 
were significantly higher than year-earlier averages. 
Protein ingredient prices generally matched feed 
grain price trends. As the crop year drew toaclose, 
1981 crop conditions pressured prices of grains 
and proteins towards seasonal lows. 


4. Shipments of eligible feed grains and feed 
products decreased 8 percent in 1980-81 to a total 
of 2.07 million tonnes. However, increased move- 
ments to the higher rate zones in Newfoundland 
and British Columbia resulted in a marginal 
increase in Feed Freight Assistance payments, 
which totalled $15,053,633. Decreased shipments 
to Quebec accounted for more than all of the net 
decrease in total Feed Freight Assistance move- 
ments. 


5. The transportation system for domestic feed 
grains operated relatively smoothly again in crop 
year 1980-81 and maintained a steady flow of 
grains to all major points. Significant increases in 
freight rates were experienced for all modes of 
transportation, however, further increasing the 


cost of livestock production in the grain deficit 
regions of Canada. 


6. The storage development programs for feed 
deficit regions of Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia continued to progress in 1980-81. These 
programs remain very popular and results as to the 
impact on local supply security are most encouraging, 
more than meeting the intent of the programs. 


7. In research, the Board continued to fund studies 
on those areas of the domestic feed grain market 
not covered by other research programs. Studies 
in progress during this period included topics 
such as forages, transportation, grain storage 
needs, and, an Ongoing inhouse review of the 
Canadian domestic feed grain market structure, 
flows, constraints and policy. 


8. Through its monitoring and _ information 
activities the Board continued to provide, to a 
growing clientele, a continued flow of current data 
on the domestic feed grain market situation. The 
principle means of dissemination of this information 
is by the Board’s “Weekly Feed Grain Market 
Report” and the bi-weekly review entitled “Grain 
Facts”. 


WORLD MARKET 


9. Global wheat, coarse grain and milled rice 
production in 1980-81 reached 1,430 million tonnes 
versus 1,416 in 1979-80. Global utilization reached 
1,448 million tonnes, an increase of 5 million 
tonnes from 1979-80 levels, and, carryover declined 
18 million tonnes to a 1980-81 year-end total of 
174 million tonnes. 


10. World exports of wheat and coarse grains 
continued to set new records, reaching 198 million 
tonnes in 1980-81 versus the previous records of 
187 million in 1979-80 and 162 million in 1978-79. 
This continued increase in global grain movement 
shows no sign of changing in the current decade. 


PART | 
ACTIVITIES OF THE BOARD 


The activities of the Livestock Feed Board 
of Canada relate to the objects, powers and duties 
of the Livestock Feed Assistance Act, which the 
Board administers, and to the domestic feed grain 
policy of the Government of Canada. Within this 
framework, the Board endeavors to coordinate 
various interests and find solutions to problems 
facing livestock feeders in Eastern Canada, British 
Columbia, and the Yukon and North-West 
Territories. 


The Board makes a continuing study of the 
needs for feed grains in Eastern Canada and B.C. 
and monitors the domestic feed grain market to 
ensure that those needs are being met at reasonably 
stable and equitable prices. The Board also 
administers the Feed Freight Assistance Program 
which subsidizes a portion of the transportation 
costs for movement of Western feed grains and 
Ontario wheat, corn and barley for use by livestock 
feeders in some parts of Eastern Canada, British 
Columbia, and the Yukon and _ North-West 
Territories. 


The Board also administers, in collaboration 
with Agriculture Canada, the Local Feed Grain 
Security Program and two Inland Elevator 
Programs. The first program is intended to 
encourage the expansion of feed grain storage at 
feed mills in grain deficit regions of Eastern Canada, 
British Columbia and the Yukon and North-West 
Territories, while the latter two programs are 
intended to help firms and individuals build new 
inland elevators and expand storage capacity at 
existing ones in the same region. 


The various activities of the Board during 
crop year 1980-81 are described in more detail 
below along with a summary of the developments 
in feed grain prices, supplies, transportation, 
storage, and utilization in Canada as they relate to 
the activities of the Board. Additional information 
on the feed grain situation, both domestic and 
international, may be found in part II of this report 
and in the Annual Review of the domestic feed 
grain market published as a supplement to the 
Board’s GRAIN FACTS publication. 


A. FEED GRAIN REQUIREMENTS 


The demand for feed grains in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia is influenced by 


changes in the number of livestock and poultry 
on farms, local feed production, and relative prices 
of feed grains, among other factors. The major 
developments in each of these areas in crop year 
1980-81 are outlined below. 


1. Livestock Numbers - |n order to measure 
aggregate feed requirements, livestock and poultry 
populations on farms are converted to a standard 
basis known as “grain consuming animal units” 
which reflect the annual grain requirements of 
each class of livestock and poultry. These data are 
shown in Table 1.

Grain consuming animal units in Eastern 
Canada decreased by 1.6 percent while those in 
British Columbia increased by 3.5 percent during 
the 1980-81 crop year. In Eastern Canada, total 
grain consuming animal units increased in the 
Maritime provinces, while hog and poultry numbers 
decreased in Quebec and Ontario, resulting in a 
net decline in Eastern Canada as a whole. This 
decline was the first reduction since 1975. The 
increase in British Columbia continued the trend 
of recent years. 


Additional details on livestock and poultry 
numbers on farms in Canada may be found in 
Appendix Table I. 


2. Local Crop Production - Total feed grain 


production increased marginally in the Maritimes 
in 1980, while increasing sharply in Quebec, 
Ontario and British Columbia. The increase in 
Ontario reflected normal production conditions 
combined with the continued long term trend of 
increased production. 


The Ontario corn crop of 4.7 million tonnes 
represented 71 percent of provincial feed grain 
production and 54 percent of all feed grain 
produced in Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


In Quebec, total output of all feed grains 
exceeded one million tonnes for the third successive 
year. As output increased by 92 thousand tonnes 
while grain consuming animal units decreased by 
46 thousand tonnes, the demand for feed grains 
from non-Quebec sources decreased in 1980-81. 


Feed grain production in the Maritime 
provinces essentially equalled 1979 levels, thus the 
increased demand for feed grains necessitated 
larger grain movement into these provinces. 
British Columbia registered increases in both feed 
grain production and in the number of grain 
consuming animal units.

3. Prices - Following a sharp price increase late in 
the 1979-80 crop year, feed grain prices in 1980-81 
remained at a higher price plateau in comparison 
to year-earlier levels. Prairie feed grain prices 
started the year close to levels competitive to U.S. 
corn and remained close to these levels throughout 
the whole crop year. Ontario corn prices also 
remained generally strong, and traded above 
comparable U.S. corn levels during much of the 


year. For the year as a whole, average prices in 
1980-81 were significantly higher than year- 
earlier averages, which in turn had been sharply 
above 1978-79 levels. This three year trend of 
higher prices is shown in Figure 1. 


Protein ingredient prices also rose sharply 
in 1980-81, and average prices for the year 
exceeded 1979-80 levels. As shown in Figure 2, the 
price of soybean meal (49%) at Montreal started 
increasing late in the 1979-80 crop year and rose 
sharply during the first quarter of 1980-81 reflecting 
the impact of the drought reduced U.S. soybean 
crop. Prices peaked at $412 per tonne in November, 
however, and declined throughout the remainder 
of the crop year as interest rates and high prices 
rationed demand. The average price spread 
between Decatur and Montreal increased by $35 
to reach $124 per tonne. This wider spread was 
partially due to the lower value of the Canadian 
dollar and to higher transfer costs. These factors, 
however, could only account for part of the 
increased spread. 


The impact of grain and protein price 
changes is reflected in the prices of formula feeds. 
As shown in Figure 3, the Canadian average prices 
of formula feeds rose steadily in 1980-81 continuing 
the three year trend of higher prices. 


Relatively high grain and feed prices 
throughout 1980-81, coupled with depressed 
markets for livestock products, put a damper on 
the livestock industry and halted the six year trend 
of higher livestock production. Thus 1980-81 was a 
year of relatively high feed grain costs and slightly 
lower demand. 


4. Feed Grain Utilization - As expected, consump- 
tion of feed grains in Eastern Canada declined in 
1980-81, reflecting the decrease in animal numbers 
in this region. The utilization of Prairie feed grains 
dropped from year-earlier levels for the second 
successive year, in reaction to fairly firm prices for 
Western feed grains vis-a-vis U.S. and Ontario 
corn, the increased production of feed grains in 
Eastern Canada, increased imports of U.S. corn, 
and, the lower total feed grain demand. 


Total imports of Prairie feed grains into 
British Columbia dropped marginally in 1980-81, 
even though total animal numbers continued to 
increase. These lower imports were due to the 
sharp increase in locally produced grain, as is 
shown in Table. 2.

1. Local Feed Grain Security Program - The pur- 
pose of this program is to encourage the increase 
in total storage capacity and feed grain inventories 
of the feed manufacturing industry in grain 
deficient areas, and to provide supply security in 
the event of disruptions in the transportation and 
handling facilities. 


The program provides for payment of 
carrying charges on the increase in feed grain 
inventories over historical levels carried in new 
storage facilities of feed mills located in grain 
deficient areas of Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia. These payments are on a quarterly 
basis for up to five years. 


Applications for assistance approved under 
this program up to the end of crop year 1980-81, 
totalled 56 separate projects broken down by 
provinces as noted in Table 4. The total additional 
storage capacity of these projects reached 33,773 
tonnes on a barley basis.

2. Inland Elevator Programs - These two programs 
are intended to help firms and individuals build 
new inland elevators and expand storage capacity 
at existing ones, thus encouraging local grain 
production and supply security in feed grain 
deficient areas of Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia by providing additional cleaning, drying 
and marketing facilities. 


The program that applies to existing inland 
elevators provides for grants of up to 30 percent of 
eligible capital costs to a maximum of $150,000 for 
construction of increased storage, cleaning and 
drying capacities. These are outright grants that 
do not require reimbursements. 


The new inland elevator program provides 
assistance for the construction of new inland 
elevators started after April 1, 1977. Contributions 
cover up to 50% of eligible capital costs to a 
maximum of $500,000. Commencing in the fourth 
year of operation of the new facility, the operator 
shall begin repayments to the Board based on 
throughput. These repayments will cease after the 
tenth year or when 40 percent of the total contri- 
bution has been paid, whichever comes first. 


Applications approved under these two 
inland elevator programs to end of crop year 
1980-81 totalled 16 separate projects broken down 
by province as noted in Table 5.

D. THE RESERVE STOCK PROGRAM 


This program was established by the federal 
government in 1974 as part of the new feed grain 
policy. Originally the stocks of up to ten million 
bushels were held in Thunder Bay. In 1977, the 
government announced the relocation of a portion 
of the stocks closer to feed grain deficient areas of 
Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


Under this program, the government 
undertook to pay carrying charges on a maximum 
of 220 thousand tonnes of feed grains held by the 
Canadian Wheat Board to guarantee delivery of 
feed grains purchased through commercial 
channels. In 1978-79, for reasons of budgetary 
constraints, the program was reduced by half. 


No funds were allocated to this program 
during the 1980-81 crop year and the program was 
terminated. 


E. TRANSPORTATION AND STORAGE 


During the 1980-81 crop year many labour 
contracts affecting the grain transportation and

handling system were up for renewal. Aside from 
short work stoppages or slowdowns by CP Rail 
train crews in October 1980 and again in May 1981 
on the CP main line between Field and Revelstoke, 
B.C., no serious work stoppages were experienced 
during the year. 


1. Shipments by Mode of Transport - Subsidized 
shipments of feed grain and grain products by 
mode of transport (Table 6) outlines the flow of 
feed grains from the Prairies and Peace River 
district to livestock producing areas in British 
Columbia and Eastern Canada. A small volume of 
millfeeds produced by Prairie flour mills and 


moved directly to feed mills is also included in this 
table, which shows total freight assisted shipments 
of 2,068,052 tonnes. Similar data for the 1979-80 
crop year indicates total feed freight assisted 
shipments were 2,246,520 tonnes. The reductionin 
freight assisted grains of 178.5 thousand tonnes is 
due to the lower consumption of Western feed 
grains in Eastern Canada, which were replaced by 
more competitive U.S. corn and Eastern feed 
grains. 


Shipments into British Columbia also 
dropped marginally as the larger 1980 B.C. grain 
crop displaced some Prairie feed grains. This 


decrease occurred even with a continued increase 
in livestock numbers. As the 1980 B.C. grain crop 
was exceptionally large, feed freight assistance 
shipments into British Columbia will probably 
reach record levels in the 1981-82 crop year as the 
1981 grain crop will not match 1980 levels. 


Table 6 outlines the mode of movement and 
percentage of market share for British Columbia. 
It indicates a decline of 3.4 percent in truck 
movement and a corresponding increase in rail 
shipments. Peace River truck movements 
declined 3.4 thousand tonnes, bringing the truck 
share of movement from this region down to only 
7.3 percent. Movements from B.C. coastal terminals 
increased from 9.8 thousand tonnes in 1979-80 to 
12.1 thousand in 1980-81, with truck share in- 
creasing from 79.6 to 81.8 percent of this movement. 


In the movement to Eastern Canada, total 
primary shipments from the Prairies and Thunder 
Bay declined 176 thousand tonnes from 1979-80 
levels. The decline was due to increased competition 
from U.S. corn and Eastern feed grains. There were 
no major shifts in the mode of transport, with 
water movement accounting for 69.3 percent of the 
total movement of Prairie feed grains into Eastern 
Canada. 


Secondary shipments beyond the Eastern 
transfer elevators (Table 6) indicates the mode of 
transport utilized beyond the Eastern transfer 
elevators where the grain is first received. The 
overall volume of 1,087 thousand tonnes is down 
from 1,226.8 thousand in 1980-81 and 1,337.6 
thousand tonnes in 1979-80. Increased usage of 
U.S. corn and Eastern feed grains, coupled with a 
slight decrease in total consumption, resulted in 
the subsequent reduction in Prairie grain usage in 
Eastern Canada. 


The secondary movement from Maritime 
ports declined from 36.5 thousand tonnes in 
1979-80 to 23.6 thousand in 1980-81. This level is 
in line with most recent years as the high carrying 
costs for grain tend to discourage water movement 
of feed grains into the Maritimes. The primary 
mode of transportation of feed grains into the 
Maritimes continues to be rail movement. 


Direct rail movement of freight assisted 
traffic to Eastern Canada from the Prairies and 
Thunder Bay totalled 339.6 thousand tonnes 
during 1980-81 versus 402.1 thousand during 
1979-80, a decrease of 62.5 thousand tonnes 
(Table 7). More than all of this net decrease can be 
attributed to the decline of 66.6 thousand tonnes in 
direct rail shipments into Quebec. Most of this 
drop would be in the very low rate zones and would 
represent some displacement of Prairie feed grains 
by local and U.S. grain. 


The portion of direct rail shipments to 
Eastern Canada originating at primary elevators or 
loaded directly by producers in the Prairies, referred 
to as Plan C shipments, are included in Table 8. 
Cars that are loaded by producers in the Prairies, 
but with the documentation handled by a grain 
merchant or broker, are classified as Plan C 
shipments. Shipments handled entirely by producers 
are considered producer cars. Few producer cars 
are shipped directly to Eastern Canada, but any 
of these shipments would be included in Table 8. 


As feed freight assistance has been removed 
from most of Ontario, these Plan C shipments are 
concentrated mainly in Quebec and the Maritimes. 
The decrease of 136.2 thousand tonnes, or 47.5 
percent, during the 1980-81 crop year reversed the 
trend of recent years.

The advantage of Plan C or producer car 
shipments is that it gives the Eastern livestock 
feeders and feed manufacturers access to grain at 
the same prices as those paid by Prairie feed lots 
and feed mills. This access is particularly important 
during periods when the Thunder Bay-Prairie 
price spreads widen to levels greater than the 
normal cost of movement between these two points. 


Producer cars are limited to 100 cars per 
week, but Plan C shipments are only limited by the 
number of cars available from the railway companies 
each week. According to the Canadian Feed Grain 
Policy, cars for domestic feed grains receive 
priority over all other traffic. In actual practice, 
Plan C cars are allocated on request and the re- 
maining cars are divided between the Board and 
non-Board market. 


The drawbacks to producer or Plan Ccarsis 
the fact that the grain contains dockage and the 
lead time required to receive acar is approximately 
five weeks. In addition, buyers need to establish 
offices or representatives in the Prairies in order to 
take advantage of this option. 


During 1978-79 and the first half of 1979-80 
the Prairie-Thunder Bay price spreads were 
sufficiently attractive to stimulate a considerable 
increase in the use of this option. Changing market 
conditions in the second half of the crop year, 
however, made this option less attractive. For the 
crop year as a whole, much of the increase in Plan 
C movement was at the expense of rail shipments 
from Thunder Bay. 


The trend which began to develop in the 
middle of 1979-80, continued through 1980-81, 
with grain prices in the Prairies becoming fairly 
unattractive in relation to the price levels at 
Thunder Bay. As a result, direct rail shipments 
from the Prairies dropped sharply, with some of 
this decrease being compensated for by a higher

rail movement from Thunder Bay. 


As noted above, however, total rail move- 
ment into Eastern Canada still registered a net 
decline. 


2. Freight Rates - Transportation rates have not 
yet changed to metric units, but are shown in 
metric in this report for consistency of presentation. 
The target date for metric conversion is 1981 for 
truck rates and 1983 for rail rates. Anyone wishing 
to convert the data in the following freight rate 
tables may refer to the footnotes accompanying 
each table or to the conversion factors in Appendix 
Vi. 


a) Rail Rates - Rail rates on feed grains from the 
Lakehead to Eastern Canada increased on June 1, 
1981, by 14 percent to Quebec, 12 percent to 
Ontario and 19 cents per cwt or approximately 12 
percent to the Atlantic Provinces. 


Feed grain rates from the Prairies to British 
Columbia increased January 13, 1981, by 13 
percent to interior British Columbia and 11.1 
percent to Vancouver. The Lower Mainland and 
Vancouver Island rates were established at 37 
cents per cwt over Vancouver, an increase of 
approximately 16 percent. 


Rail rates on Ontario corn from South- 
western Ontario increased on January 1, 1981, 
by 10 to 15 percent to Quebec destinations and by 
13.6 to 15 percent to Atlantic Provinces destinations. 
Demurrage rates increased 20 percent effective 
September 15, 1980. 


Rail rates to selected points are shown in 
Figure 4, and the precise rates are listed in Table 9. 


b) Water Rates - During the 1981 season of 
navigation, lake freight rates on feed grades of 
wheat, oats, and barley continued to move higher.

Water rates on grain shipped from the Lakehead to 
the Bayports, Upper St. Lawrence and Lower St. 
Lawrence ports increased at the opening of the 
1981 navigation season by 10.8 to 12 percent, 
depending upon the grain and the port. There were 
four increases in the fuel surcharges during the 
crop year. 


3. Rail Car Supply - Although long term avail- 
ability still remains a concern, the rail car supply 
situation for domestic feed grains was improved in 
1980-81, mainly due to a downturn in the demand 
for other bulk commodities such as potash and 
cement which freed additional rail cars for grain 
movement. 


a) Lakehead to Eastern Canada - There were no 
serious boxcar supply problems during the 1980- 
81 crop year. There is still serious concern for the 
car supply situation over the next three years as 
boxcars are being gradually retired from the rail 
fleet and are not being replaced with either new 
boxcars or hopper cars. 


The hopper car fleets owned by the federal 
government, the Canadian Wheat Board and the 
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Alberta government are not available to the 
Eastern feed grain trade. 


b) Ontario Grain Car Supply - There were more 
than a sufficient number of hopper cars in the CN 
and CP rail pool for Ontario grain due to a slack 
demand for hopper cars from other industries. 
However, this is a temporary situation as once the 
demand for hopper cars for commodities such as 
cement and potash returns to normal, there will 
likely be seasonal shortages of hopper cars for 
Ontario grain. 


There were no problems with rail car supply 
from CON Rail or C & O this year as the United 
States supply of hopper cars was more than suffi- 
cient. In fact, there were as many as 40,000 hopper 
cars standing idle in the United States at different 
points in the period under review. However, as in 
Canada, this surplus was due largely to reduced 
rail shipments of other bulk commodities, and, 
could largely disappear once demand for these 
products is restimulated. 


c) British Columbia Car Supply - There were no 
serious shortages of box or hopper cars for

domestic feed grain movement from the Prairies to 
British Columbia during 1980-81. However, British 
Columbia, like Eastern Canada, must be concerned 
about the outlook for box or hopper cars from the 
Prairies over the next three years, since the 
domestic feed grain trade cannot utilize the 
government or Canadian Wheat Board hopper 
cars, and, the boxcar fleet is declining due to the 
age of the equipment. New hopper cars are not 
being built to replace these box cars as they are 
retired. 


4. Storage - The Board played a consultative role 
in the allocation of storage space reserved for 
domestic feed grain requirements at both the 
Quebec City and Halifax elevators for the winter 
of 1980-81. Storage space was allocated by the 
Canadian Grain Commission to users of these 
facilities, based on a formula which takes account 
of their historical utilization of this space. 


Because of the importance of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway in the movement of feed grain to 
Eastern Canada, stocks of feed grain in the transfer 
elevator system represent a major component of 
the feed grain supply for this region. These stocks 
become especially important during the winter 
months when navigation is closed down. The 
build-up of winter stocks in Eastern transfer 
elevators must typically await the clearance of 
export grains from these positions late in the ship- 
ping season. Then a race with the weatherman 
ensues to get domestic feed grains in position 
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before freeze-up. This usually results in a rapid 
build-up of stocks in the transfer elevators during 
the November-December period, followed by a 
more gradual draw-down in stocks during the 
winter and spring months. 


The ability of the system to accommodate 
this surge in demand for the Eastern domestic 
market depends on several factors, including the 
timely transfer of stocks from the primary elevators 
in the Prairies to Thunder Bay. This movement 
must be co-ordinated with a similar surge in the 
transfer of milling wheat and other grains for 
industrial uses, as well as the ongoing export 
movement. The co-ordination of this movement 
within the Prairie region (to terminal positions) is 
the responsibility of the Canadian Wheat Board 
and the Grain Transportation Authority. 


The stocks of domestic feed grains in various 
positions at the end of each month during the past 
two years are shown in Figure 5. As the direct rail 
movement has become a more viable option in 
recent years, and, with the freeze-up deadline thus 
being less critical, few problems were encountered 
in Eastern domestic movement during 1980-81. 


F. RESEARCH 


The research activity of the Board focuses 
primarily On various economic aspects of feed 
grain production, marketing, transportation,

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handling and storage in Canada. The intent is to 
concentrate on problems not covered by other 
research programs and to make all relevant findings 
available to the public for the benefit of the 
agricultural community. 


During the year under review, the Board 
received the manuscript of a report being carried 
out by Dr. George Winter of Olds College, Olds, 
Alberta. This report is to be published during the 
1981-82 crop year in book form and titled “Manage- 
ment of Forage Systems, Volume 1. Efficiency of 
Forage Production in Canada”. 


In this book, Dr. Winter states that “...forage 
growing in Canada is not particularly successful 
when measured against world standards, or 
productive possibilities, or achievements in other 
crops. It is time to devote more care and research 
to forage, our most extensively grown agricultural 
product”. 


Planning for a conference on forages jointly 
sponsored by this Board and Agriculture Canada 
was undertaken during 1980-81. The conference 
was scheduled to be held in Ottawa on November 
24, 25, 26, 1981. The object of this National Forage 
Symposium was to identify a strategy for progress 
in the field of forage research, production, and 
utilization. 


A study by Dr. H. Garth Coffin of Macdonald 
College of McGill University, titled “Feed Grain 
Supply Security in British Columbia” was published 
in June 1981. This study was based on a series of 
three surveys conducted over a six year period 
which enabled the unique compilation of specific 
data over an extended time period. 


Dr. Coffin states that “...the potential cer- 
tainly exists for an improved level of supply security 
for the feed industry in B.C., particularly if fuller 
use is made of existing storage capacity and no 
further deterioration occurs in transportation 
services...” and, “The major deterrent to carrying 
larger inventories is the amount of operating 
capital tied up in this fashion and the resulting 
carrying charges.” 


In addition to its involvement with these 
research projects, the economic research staff 
also makes periodic forecasts of feed grain require- 
ments in Eastern Canada and assists in the Board’s 
monitoring and information programs. This 
internal research activity is in the process of being 
intensified and broadened to cover both the grain 
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and livestock sectors. 


This internal research is_ particularly 
important in updating past studies, evaluating 
current programs and policies and identifying 
current and potential problem areas. With the 
varying conditions in the Canadian domestic feed 
grain market due to the changing of relative prices 
in the various grain and livestock sectors, constantly 
increasing transportation costs between regions, 
and, the resultant shifts in trade flows, this research 
is by necessity of an ongoing nature. 


G. MONITORING, INFORMATION AND 
CONSULTATION 


One of the responsibilities of the Board 
under the Livestock Feed Assistance Act is to 
monitor the domestic feed grain market to insure 
that there is a reasonable stability and equality of 
prices throughout the regions of Canada covered 
by the Act. 


Through its “Weekly Feed Grain Market 
Report” and its bi-weekly publication “Grain 
Facts”, the Board endeavors to keep the feed 
grain-livestock sector abreast of developments not 
only in the Canadian and U.S. feed grain sectors 
but also in all major areas of the world grain trade. 
These publications provide comparative data on 
prices, stocks, movements, transportation costs 
and trends in the utilization of the various feed 
grains and protein ingredients. 


All this information, which is the result of the 
monitoring activities of the Board, is being 
provided on a continuing basis to an ever 
increasing number of federal and _ provincial 
departments and agencies, national and provincial 
farm organizations and trade associations, and, 
direct to producers themselves. 


The operations of the domestic feed grain 
market were highlighted by the publication of 
special reviews and commentaries prepared by the 
Director of Economic Research. 


The Director of Transportation continued to 
play a major role in rail rate negotiations between 
representatives of farm organizations, trade 
associations and the railways. Rate meetings are 
held each year in Vancouver, Toronto, Montreal 
and Moncton. 


The members and staff of the Board 
continued to maintain an active participation in 


meetings with farm organizations and trade 
associations dealing with prices, supplies and 
movements of feed grains; availability of storage 
space; marketing; transportation and handling; 
and other related subjects. 


In addition, the Board has met on several 
occasions with the Canadian Wheat Board to 
discuss matters of mutual concern such as the 
operations of the domestic feed grain market, the 
corn-competitive pricing formula and movement 
of feed grains to meet the needs of livestock 
feeders in Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


Periodic meetings with all these groups 
enables the Board to better identify the problems 
confronting the grain producing, marketing, and 
feeding sectors, and, to find more effective ways of 
dealing with them. 


H. ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


According to the Livestock Feed Assistance 
Act, the Advisory Committee is required to meet at 
the Board headquarters at least once a year to 
“study and review all matters relating to feed grain 
transportation, storage, prices and consumption 
of feed grains that it may deem necessary, 
together with those referred to either by the Minister 
or the Board”. 


There were five meetings of the Advisory 
Committee during the 1980-81 crop year. The first 
meeting was held in Montreal on October 2, 1980. 
As many of the members were attending their first 
meeting of the Committee, this meeting was mainly 
for briefing and information purposes. J. Reams 
was appointed Secretary to the Advisory Com- 
mittee at this meeting. 


A second meeting was held in Ottawa from 
October 20 to 22, 1980. The first day of the meeting 
was spent establishing the Advisory Committee’s 
position on the domestic feed grain policy. The 
following two days were spent in joint meetings 
with the Advisory Committee of the Canadian 
Wheat Board. This meeting culminated with the 
two Committees meeting with the Minister of 
Agriculture, the Honourable Eugene Whelan, and, 
the Minister of State responsible for the Canadian 
Wheat Board, the Honourable Senator Hazen 
Argue. Subsequent to this meeting a joint press 
release was issued by the two Advisory Committees. 


The third meeting was held in Montreal on 
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February 2, 1981. This meeting was primarily 
concerned with a review and update of feed grain 
policy discussions. The Committee reconfirmed 
its position on the feed grain policy. 


The fourth meeting was held in Montreal on 
June 19, 1981. The decision of the Canadian Wheat 
Board Advisory Committee not to pursue the 
proposed Market Assurance Program was dis- 
cussed. In light of this development, the Committee 
requested a joint meeting of the two Boards, the 
two Advisory Committees and the two Ministers. 


This meeting was arranged in Winnipeg on 
July 6, 1981. The LFBC Advisory Committee met 
on the morning of July 6, and then a joint meeting 
was held with the Canadian Wheat Board Advisory 
Committee on the afternoon of July 6. This was 
followed by a meeting with the Honourable Eugene 
Whelan and Senator Hazen Argue. Subsequent to 
this, a joint press release was issued by the two 
Advisory Committees. 


I. PERSONNEL 


A new Chairman to the Advisory Committee 
was appointed in August 1980. Mr. Peter Hannam 
of Guelph, Ontario, is a past-President of the 
Ontario Federation of Agriculture, and, among his 
widespread activities in the agricultural sphere, is 
the President of Canfarm Co-operative Services 
and the Ontario representative on IST-Canfarm 
Inc. 


Other appointments on the Committee were 
Mr. Laurent Mercier, a poultry producer in St 
Esprit, Quebec; Mr. Arthur Porter, a dairy producer 
in Lower Onslow, Nova Scotia; and, John Frederick 
Reams, a hog producer in Aldergrove, British 
Columbia. 


A new Director of Programs for British 
Columbia was appointed in January 1981. Mr. J.T. 
(Ross) Husdon was appointed to replace Mr. W.G. 
Hopkins who left the Board to join the Canadian 
Transport Commission in Vancouver. Mr. Husdon 
was the principal agricultural consultant for R & H 
Services Ltd. in British Columbia from 1973 
through 1980. Mr. Husdon completed a B.Sc. in 
Agriculture at the University of British Columbia in 
1960 and M.Sc. degree at the same institution in 
1973. The Board is very pleased to have hired an 
individual of such high quality for this key position 
in British Columbia. 


Mrs. Sylvia Istrou was promoted in October 


1980 to the position of Administrative Services 
Officer in replacement of Mr. J.P. Vallée who 
passed away in August 1980. Mrs. Istrou previously 
held the position of Secretary to the Chairman of 
the Board, and was replaced in this position by 
Mrs. Brigitte Hacikyan in February 1981. 


As in the past, the Board continued to work 
toward the attainment of the objectives of the 
Official Languages Act and to support the policy 
of the Federal government to provide equal 
opportunities for women in employment, training, 
development and career opportunities in its public 
service. 
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J. FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


The Board’s financial statements for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1981, together with 
the Auditor General’s report can be found on the 
following pages (Exhibits | to VI). 


It should be emphasized that freight assis- 
tance expenditures are reported in the financial 
statements on a fiscal year basis while the assis- 
tance data found elsewhere in the report are 
accumulated on a crop year basis. Hence, due to 
this difference in time periods, the data do not 
correspond directly.

Notes to the Financial Statements 
March 31, 1981 


1. Nature of activities 


The objectives of the Board are to ensure the 
availability of feed grain to meet the needs of livestock 
feeders, the availability of adequate storage space in 
Eastern Canada for feed grain, and the maintenance of 
reasonable stability in, and fair equalization of, feed grain 
prices in Eastern Canada, British Columbia, Northwest 
Territories and Yukon. 


2. Significant accounting policies 
(a) Basis of accounting 


The claims for freight assistance are recorded as 
expenses in the period in which the shipments take 
place. The claims related to the local feed grain security 
program and the inland elevator program are recorded 
as expenses in the period in which the admissible costs 
are incurred by the claimants. 


Payments made in April relating to the previous year 
are recorded as due from Canada in respect of parlia- 
mentary appropriations to the extent of available funds. 


(b) Equipment and office furniture 
Purchases of furniture and equipment are recorded as 
administrative expenses in the year of acquisition. 

(c) Services provided without charge 
An estimate of accounting and cheque issue services 
provided without charge by a government department 
is included as an expense and credited to Equity of 
Canada. 

(d) Employee termination benefits 


Employees of the Board are entitled to specified bene- 
fits on termination as provided for under the collective 
agreements and conditions of employment. The 
liability for these benefits is recorded in the accounts as 
the benefits accrue to the employees.

Pension plan 


Employees of the Board are covered by the Public 
Service Superannuation plan, administered by the 
Government of Canada. Contributions to the plan are 
required from both the employee and the Board. These 
contributions represent the total liability of the Board 
and are recognized in the accounts on a current basis. 


3. Amounts receivable - Inland elevator construction 


assistance program 


Since April 1, 1979, the Board has administered the 
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Inland elevator programs. With respect to the construction 
of new elevators, the claimant will reimburse the Board, 
without interest, up to a maximum of 40 per cent of the 
contribution received. The reimbursements, calculated by 
applying a standard rate of produce stored, are due from 
the fourth to the tenth year of operations of the new elevator. 
Based on cumulative contributions of $2,504,922 (1980 - 
$1,348,056) paid at the year end, the Board estimates that it 
will recover $1,001,969 (1980 - $539,223). The first of these 
recoveries is due during the year ending March 31, 1985.

PART II 
SUMMARY OF THE FEED GRAIN SITUATION 


A. WORLD GRAIN SITUATION 


1. Production and Supplies - Global wheat, coarse grain, 
and milled rice production in 1980-81 reached 1,430 million 
tonnes versus 1,416 in 1979-80. Global utilization reached 
1,448 million tonnes, an increase of 5 million tonnes from 
1979-80 levels, and carryover declined 18 milliontonnestoa 
1980-81 year-end total of 174 million tonnes. 


The relatively weak market prices after December 
1980 indicated both that the market had initially overreacted 
to the reduced supply situation in 1980-81, and, that global 
market demand during the crop year had been overes- 
timated. Global market demand was weakened both by the 
sharp increase in the U.S. dollar exchange rate in relation to 
the currencies of grain importing nations, and, sharply 
higher interest rates in North America. 


Failure to set a new record global output level in 
1980-81 can be placed mainly on the lower U.S. output level 
plus the fact that the Soviet Union was unable to significant- 
ly improve on the poor production performance of the 
1979-80 crop year. In addition, the People’s Republic of 
China failed for the first time in many years to increase their 
output level. Given the adverse production conditions 
experienced by the three largest global grain producers, 
the output level of 1980-81 was particularly impressive. 


2. Trade - World exports of wheat and coarse grains con- 
tinued to set new records, reaching 198 million tonnes in 
1980-81, versus the previous records of 187 million in 1979- 
80 and 162 million in 1978-79. This continued increase in 
global grain movement shows no sign of changing during 
the decade ahead. It appears that the challenge of the 
1980’s will be a joint one of both increasing the capacity of 
the global transportation system to move the product, and, 
concurrently increasing grain production to provide 
sufficient supplies to move through the system. Coordinat- 
ing the expansion of each will be important both nationally 
and internationally if the challenges of the 1980’s are to be 
met. Trends of recent years are found in Table 11. 


B. UNITED STATES SUPPLY AND UTILIZATION 


As the United States is both the largest global grain 
exporting nation and traditionally the residual global grain 
supplier, the U.S. grain situation has a direct major impact 
on market conditions in both Canada and the rest of the 
world. The most important major change in global grain 
production patterns in 1980-81 was the large decline in 
Output and carryover in the United States. In 1979-80, global 
output had dropped from year-earlier levels, but the 7.7 
billion bushel U.S. corn crop rapidly erased any thought of a 
global grain shortage. Global output increased marginally 
in 1980-81, but the sharp decline in the U.S. corn crop led 
the market to believe that global grain supplies were 
becoming critically depleted. 


Even though total U.S. coarse grain supplies dropped 
from 285 million tonnes in 1979-80 to 251 million in 1980-81, 
it could not be considered a true shortage situation. 
Although carryover stocks in 1979-80 of 52 million tonnes 
were much higher than the final 1980-81 carryover of 34.6 
million tonnes, a large part of the 1979-80 carryover was 
being withheld from the market through the U.S. grain 
reserve and loan programs. Free market supplies in 1980-81 
were thus very close to the market availability in 1979-80 
(Table 12). 
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In addition, total demand for U.S. feed grains was 
restrained by a combination of higher prices compared to 
year-earlier levels, high interest rates, an increased U.S. 
exchange rate, and the partial embargo on grain exports 
to the Soviet Union. Combined, these factors resulted in a 
series of downward revisions in the estimated total usage of 
U.S. feed grains during 1980-81. Planting delays in the 
spring of 1981 helped to support prices through to the end 
of July 1981, as the market did not fully foresee the bumper 
1981 crop prospects that were developing. In general, the 
U.S. feed grain market during the period under review thus 
reflected a generally balanced market situation. Price 
increases during late 1980 were an overreaction ot the 
reduced supply, but this was rectified during the first six 
months of 1981. 


C. CANADIAN PRODUCTION, SUPPLIES AND 
UTILIZATION 


1. National Supply and Utilization - Prairie production 
conditions in 1980 were such that the crop was killed in 
June, only partially revived by August, and, not fully 
recognized until the fall. Given the growing conditions 
experienced during the summer months, the 1980 crop 
must be considered exceptional. The rains came at the 
eleventh hour and averted a major production shortfall by 
only the narrowest of margins. As a result, even though the 
bumper crops of 1976, 1977 and 1978 were not equalled, 
1980 output did manage to exceed 1979 production levels. 
Production conditions elsewhere in Canada were generally 
favourable (Table 14). 


Supply availability during 1980-81 deteriorated 
further from the situation experienced during 1979-80. Even 
though 1980 production rose from 1979 levels, there was a 
significant drawdown of stocks throughout the 1979-80 
crop year. As a result of these lower carrying supplies, total 
Canadian grain supplies in 1980-81 was roughly 3 million 
tonnes below year-earlier levels, resulting in a second 
successive deficit production year. Year-end carryover 
supplies of all grains dropped by 4 million tonnes from 
1979-80 levels, with all of the drop being registered in 
wheat stocks as coarse grain stockpiles had already been 
drawn down to minimal levels during 1979-80. By the end of 
the 1980-81 crop year, total Prairie grain supplies had 
essentially been drawn down to pipeline levels. This low 
stock position created some difficulty in the generation of 
supplies for the export market and this was also partially 
reflected in the domestic market. Bumper prospects for the 
1981 crop managed to alleviate this tightness to some 
degree, as did the reduced movement of Prairie feed grains 
into Eastern Canada (Table 13). 


2. Regional Conditions 


a) Prairies - Reacting to the relatively tight market condi- 
tions, Prairie feed grain prices were generally strong 
throughout 1980-81 and traded close to corn competitive 
formula price levels. Canadian producer deliveries of the 
principal Prairie grains and oilseeds totalled 27.3 million 
tonnes in 1980-81, a slight decline from the 28.5 million 
delivered in 1979-80. Producer deliveries to the non-Board 
market fell 330 thousand tonnes to total 1,428 thousand. 
Canadian Wheat Board sales into this market totalled 
397 thousand tonnes (Table 15). 


Deliveries of domestic feed grains into the local 
elevator system did not appear to be an attractive option in 
1980-81. Non-Board marketings at primary elevators have 
thus dropped from 3.07 million tonnes in 1978-79, to 1.76 
million tonnes in 1979-80, and, 1.43 million in 1980-81. As 
producer deliveries decreased, sales by the Canadian 
Wheat Board into the domestic market have increased. In 
1978-79, CWB sales into the domestic market totalled 146 
thousand tonnes. In 1979-80, this total rose to 489.6 
thousand, while in 1980-81 the total reached 396.8 thousand. 


Commercial disappearance of Prairie domestic feed 
grains from the licensed elevator system has also declined 
in the last three years from a total of 2,736 thousand tonnes 
in 1978-79, to 2,646 in 1979-80, and finally to 2,157 in 1980- 
81 (Table 16). Most of this decline was composed of 
reduced shipments into Eastern Canada. As commercial 
disappearance dropped and CWB sales increased, the CWB 
share of this segment of the domestic market has increased 
from 5 percent of total disappearance in 1978-79, to just 
over 18 percent in both 1979-80 and 1980-81. The majority 
of this CWB participation was for feed wheat, of which CWB 
sales comprised 44 percent of the feed wheat disappearance 
from the commercial elevator system in 1979-80, and 54 
percent in 1980-81. 


b) Eastern Canada - Total grain production in Eastern 
Canada rose sharply for the second successive year (Table 
14). Once again this was mainly due to a major increase in 
the Ontario corn crop which went from 3.5 million tonnes in 
1978, to 4.3 million in 1979, to 4.7 million in 1980. This rapid 
increase in Ontario corn production in recent years has 
brought it to the point where it can be compared directly 
to Prairie crops. Ontario corn is no longer a local grain but 
rather a crop from a grain surplus region which has 
developed a non-local market — both domestic and export. 
As this development of a broader market base continues, 
Ontario corn should develop a more direct relationship with 
U.S. corn and prices should stabilize more directly to U.S. 
corn values in the future. Ontario producers have been very 
successful in expanding corn production in recent years, 
and now emphasis is also being placed on the marketing 
aspects. 


Stocks of feed grain for domestic use in Eastern 
Canada generally followed traditional patterns. Stocks 
in-store by the close of navigation were slightly below year- 
earlier levels and continued lower through the rest of the 
crop year but this was due partially to the fact that offtake 
during the second half of the last crop year had been very 
slow, indicating that December 1979 stocks had exceeded 
needs (Table 17). In addition, increased usage of Eastern 
grains tended to reduce the quantity of Prairie feed grains 
and U.S. corn needed to be kept in store. Finally, the higher 
cost of grain and the sharply higher level of interest rates 
greatly increased the cost of carrying grain and encouraged 
buyers to reduce inventories as much as possible. These 
stock levels proved adequate to meet market needs during 
1980-81 (Table 18). 


c) British Columbia - Grain production in British Columbia 
increased sharply in 1980-81, and exceeded not only the 
poor output levels of the 1979 and 1978 crops, but also rose 
significantly above the production levels achieved in 1976 
and 1977 (Table 14). 


D. PRICES 


1. Feed Grains - Reacting to the relatively tight market 
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conditions, Prairie feed grain prices were generally strong 
throughout the 1980-81 crop year, continuing the higher 
price trend which had persisted throughout the 1979-80 
crop year. As a result, prices throughout 1980-81 were 
consistently considerably above year-earlier levels (Table 
19). 


During the first four months of the crop year, these 
high Prairie feed grain prices paralleled the feed price 
activity in the United States. When prices spiked lower in 
December, however, the subsequent price recovery in the 
U.S. markets was not reflected in the Canadian domestic 
feed grain market. As U.S. market prices slipped lower from 
the beginning of 1981, Prairie feed grain prices remained 
fairly stable, and, Canadian and U.S. feed grain prices came 
back towards competitive price levels. By the last third of 
the crop year, Prairie feed grain prices at Thunder Bay were 
essentially at corn competitive levels. 


For the crop year as a whole, Prairie domestic feed 
grains thus traded very close to corn competitive formula 
prices. The only major exceptions were some relative weak- 
ness during the close of navigation and some abnormal 
price strength in feed wheat and barley during July 1981. 
On balance, however, Prairie feed grain prices at Thunder 
Bay were a good reflection of both the tight Prairie feed 
grain supply situation, and, the fact the demand for Prairie 
feed grains in central Canada is heavily influenced by their 
competitive position in relation to U.S. corn landed in the 
Great Lakes and St. Lawrence ports. 


Ontario corn traded at or above levels competitive to 
U.S. corn throughout most of the first three months of the 
crop year. As the 1980 harvest began to enter the market, 
however, prices softened and Ontario corn was available at 
a slight discount to U.S. corn through to the mid-point of the 
crop year. As the opening of navigation approached, 
Ontario corn prices strengthened relative to U.S. corn and 
were once again at a premium by April 1981. This premium 
persisted through July 1981. 


Additional details on feed grain prices at different 
locations on a monthly basis can be found in Tables 20 and 
Zils 


2. Miilfeeds - Prices of millfeeds at major milling points in 
Eastern Canada consistently exceeded year-earlier levels 
throughout the crop year (Table 22). Prices rose early in the 
crop year, before peaking and then generally trending 
lower for the remainder of the crop year. These price trends 
generally paralleled feed grain price activity, with which 
millfeeds compete in the domestic market. 


3. Protein Ingredients - Monthly average prices for soybean 
meal at Decatur, Illinois and Montreal, which are shown in 
Table 23, increased sharply during the first third of the crop 
year and then trended irregularly lower through to July 
1981. Since this is the major source of supplemental protein 
in livestock feeding, these soybean meal prices indicate the 
general trend of other ingredients in this category. 


4. Formula Feeds - Average monthly prices of formula feeds 
by province or region in Canada during 1980-81 are shown 
in Table 24. These prices are gathered through a monthly 
survey of the feed industry in Canada carried out by the 
Board. As may be seen by the data, prices of these formula 
feeds generally reflected the trend of the grains and proteins 
of which they are comprised.

The Livestock Feed Board of Canada is a Crown Corporation 
reporting to Parliament through the Minister of Agriculture. 
Established under the Livestock Feed Assistance Act in 1967, its 
Objectives are to ensure: (a) the availability of feed grain in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia, (b) the availability of adequate 
storage space in Eastern Canada, and (c) the reasonable stability 
and fair equalization of feed grain prices in Eastern Canada and in 
British Columbia. The Board administers the Feed Freight 
Equalization Program under which a portion of the costs of 
transportation of feed grains is paid. The Actalso stipulates that itis 
the duty of the Board to make a continuing study of feed grain 
requirements and availability in these areas, as well as to study and 
make recommendations to the Minister with respect to 
requirements for additional feed grain storage facilities in Eastern 
Canada. It is also the duty of the Board to advise the Government on 
all matters pertaining to the stabilization and fair equalization of 
feed grain prices to livestock feeders, and to the greatest extent 
possible, consistent with its objectives, to consult and co-operate 
with all departments, branches or other agencies of the 
Government of Canada or any Province having duties, aims or 
objects related to those of the Board.

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SUMMARY OF CROP YEAR 1981-1982 


DOMESTIC MARKET 


1. Feed grain requirements for livestock and 
poultry in Eastern Canada and British Columbia 
decreased in 1981-82, reflecting producer reaction 
to weak meat market conditions throughout 1980 
and 1981. Except for increased pig numbers in 
Ontario, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, animal 
numbers in both Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia were generally lower. 


2. The Ontario corn crop of 5.08 million tonnes 
represented 74 percent of provincial grain 
production and 54 percent of all grain produced in 
Eastern Canada and British Columbia. Prairie 
grain production exceeded 36 million tonnes, an 
increase of over 7 million tonnes from 1980. 


3. Feed grain prices in 1981-82 reversed the three 
year trend of higher prices which had developed 
from 1978-79 through 1980-81. Protein ingredient 
prices also dropped in 1981-82 after having peaked 
early in the 1980-81 crop year. For the year as a 
whole, average grain and protein prices were 
significantly below year-earlier averages. As the 
crop year drew to a close, the bumper 1982 crop 
outlook further pressured prices lower. 


4. The volume of feed products moved under the 
Feed Freight Assistance program during crop year 
1981-82 was down 6 percent to total 1.94 million 
tonnes. Decreased shipments into Quebec 
accounted for more than all of the net decline. 
However, increased movements to higher rated 
zones of British Columbia and Newfoundland 
resulted in an increase in expenditures of $314,480 
to a total of $15, 368,113. 


5. The transportation system for domestic feed 
grains operated relatively smoothly again in crop 
year 1981-82 and maintained a steady flow of 
grains to all major points. Significant increases in 
freight rates were experienced for all modes of 
transportation, however, further increasing the 
cost of livestock production in the grain deficit 
regions of Canada. 


6. The storage development programs for feed 
deficit regions of Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia continued to progress in 1981-82. These 
programs remain very popular and results as to the 
impact on local supply security are most 
encouraging, more than meeting the intent of the 
programs. 


7. In research, the Board and Agriculture Canada 
co-sponsored a National Forage Symposium in 
Ottawa in November 1981 and a study on forage 
systems commissioned by the Board was 
published at this time. In addition, the Board 
continued an inhouse review of the Canadian 
domestic feed grain market structure, flows, 
constraints and policy. 


8. Through its monitoring and_ information 
activities the Board continued to provide a 
continued flow of current data on the domestic 
feed grain market situation. Demand for this 
information has consistently expanded year after 
year, and the Board has hired a Director of 
Information to supervise this activity. The principal 
means of dissemination of this information is 
through the Board’s bi-weekly review entitled 
“Grain Facts”. 


WORLD MARKET 


9. Global wheat, coarse grain and milled rice 
production in 1981-82 reached 1,503 million 
tonnes versus 1,435 million in 1980-81. Global 
utilization totalled 1,469 million tonnes versus 
1,452 a year earlier. Carryover increased 34 million 
tonnes to total 214 million tonnes at the end of the 
crop year. 


10. World exports of wheat and coarse grains seta 
new record reaching 204 million tonnes in 1981-82 
versus 199 million in 1980-81. The increasing 
fragility of the global financial system, however, is 
tempering the future export demand outlook. 


PART | 
ACTIVITIES OF THE BOARD 


The activities of the Livestock Feed Board of 
Canada relate to the objects, powers and duties of 
the Livestock Feed Assistance Act, which the 
Board administers, and to the domestic feed grain 
policy of the Government of Canada. Within this 
framework, the Board endeavors to coordinate 
various interests and find solutions to problems 
facing livestock feeders in Eastern Canada, British 
Columbia, and the Yukon and North-West 
Territories. 


The Board makes a continuing study of the 
needs for feed grains in Eastern Canada and B.C. 
and monitors the domestic feed grain market to 
ensure that those needs are being met at 
reasonably stable and equitable prices. 
Information on the situation and outlook in the 
grain and livestock industries, as well as general 
economic conditions, is regularly disseminated by 
the Board. 


In addition, the Board administers the Feed 
Freight Assistance Program which subsidizes a 
portion of the transportation costs for movement 
of Western feed grains and Ontario wheat, corn 
and barley for use by livestock feeders in some 
parts of Eastern Canada, British Columbia, and the 
Yukon and North-West Territories. 


The Board also administers, in collaboration 
with Agriculture Canada, the Local Feed Grain 
Security Program and two Inland Elevator 
Programs. The first program is intended to 
encourage the expansion of feed grain storage at 
feed mills in grain deficit regions of Eastern 
Canada, British Columbia and the Yukon and 
North-West Territories, while the latter two 
programs are intended to help firms and 
individuals build new inland elevators and expand 
storage capacity at existing ones in the same 
region. 


The various activities of the Board during crop 
year 1981-82 are described in more detail below 
along with asummary of the developments in feed 
grain prices, supplies, transportation, storage, and 
utilization in Canada as they relate to the activities 
of the Board. Additional information on the feed 
grain situation, both domestic and international, 
may be found in part Il of this report and in the 
Annual Review of the domestic feed grain market 
published as a supplement to the Board’s GRAIN 
FACTS publication. 


A. FEED GRAIN REQUIREMENTS 


The demand for feed grains in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia is influenced by 
changes in the number of livestock and poultry on 
farms, local feed production, and relative prices of 
feed grains, among other factors. The major 
developments in each of these areas in crop year 
1981-82 are outlined below. 


1. Livestock Numbers - |n order to measure 
aggregate feed requirements, livestock and 
poultry populations on farms are converted to a 
standard basis known as “grain consuming animal 
units” which reflect the annual grain requirements 
of each class of livestock and poultry. These data 
are shown in Table 1.

Total grain consuming animal units in 
Eastern Canada and British Columbia decreased 
in 1981-82, reflecting producer reaction to weak 
meat market conditions throughout 1980 and 
1981. Except forincreased pig numbers in Ontario, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, animal numbers 
in both Eastern Canada and British Columbia were 
generally lower for cattle, pigs and poultry. 
Detailed statistics on livestock and _ poultry 
numbers on farms in Canada are published in 
Appendix Table 1. 


2. Local Crop Production - Total feed grain 
production in the Maritimes increased to 293 
thousand tonnes in 1981, up 23 thousand tonnes 
from 1980 output. Prince Edward Island accounted 
for most of this increase. Feed grain demand in 
Atlantic Canada also increased during this period, 
resulting in a slight increase in feed grain imports 
into the four provinces. 


In Ontario, normal production conditions 
combined with the continued long term trend of 
increased production resulted in larger 1981 feed 
grain output, but the year over year increase was 
not as great as previous years. The Ontario corn 
crop of 5.08 million tonnes represented 74 percent 
of provincial grain production and 54 percent of all 
grain produced in Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia. 


In Quebec total output of all feed grains rose 
sharply, to more than twice the level produced in 
1977. As feed grain output increased from 1980 
levels by 452 thousand tonnes and _ grain 
consuming animals units decreased marginally, 
the demand for feed grains from non-Quebec 
sources dropped for the second successive year. 


For British Columbia, the sharp drop in feed 
grain production necessitated an increase in feed 
grain imports in 1981-82 to satisfy the needs of the 
livestock population which had dropped slightly 
below year earlier levels.

3. Prices - Feed grain prices in 1981-82 reversed 
the three year trend of higher prices which had 
developed from 1978-79 through 1980-81. 
Although prices in all regions were below year- 
earlier levels, Prairie feed grain prices were 
relatively strong, trading at or above levels 


competitive to U.S. corn throughout the whole 
crop year. Ontario corn traded at levels 
competitive to U.S. corn thruughout most of the 
crop year. For the year as a whole, average prices 
in 1981-82 were sharply lower than year-earlier 
averages. These price declines are shown in 
Figure 1. 


Protein ingredient prices also dropped in 
1981-82 after having peaked early in the 1980-81 
crop year, and, 1981-82 average prices were 
sharply below year-earlier levels. As shown in 
Figure 2, the price of soybean meal (49%) at 
Montreal peaked at $412 per tonne in November 
1980, declined through the remainder of 1980-81, 
and, then averaged $325 per tonne in 1981-82. The 
average price spread between Decatur and 
Montreal of $122 per tonne was marginally lower 
than the average spread in 1980-81. 


The impact of grain and protein price 
changes is reflected in the prices of formula feeds. 
As shown in Figure 3, the Canadian average prices 
of formula feeds generally declined throughout 
most of 1981-82, reversing the trend of the 
previous three years. 


These lower feed costs, and some livestock 
market price increases in the latter part of 1981-82, 
helped to improve the financial outlook for some 
livestock producers. High interest rates and the 
poor state of the economy, however, mostly 
negated these benefits. Livestock production thus 
continued to shrink, continuing the trend which 
had begun in 1980-81. 


4. Feed Grain Utilization - As expected, 
consumption of feed grains in Eastern Canada 
declined in 1981-82, reflecting the decrease in 
animal numbers in the region. The utilization of 
Prairie feed grains dropped from year-earlier 
levels for the third successive year, in reaction to 
fairly firm prices for Western feed grains vis-a-vis 
U.S. and Ontario corn, the increased production of 
feed grain in Eastern Canada, and, the lower total 
feed demand. 


Total imports of Prairie feed grains into 
British Columbia increased in 1981-82, even 
though total animal numbers decreased. These 
higher imports were due to the sharp decrease in 
locally produced grain, as in shown in Table 2. 


Imports of U.S. corn decreased in 1981-82, 
reversing the trend of the previous three years. 
This reduction was in line with the overall decrease 
of total domestic feed grain disappearance from 
Eastern transfer elevators. With U.S. corn trading

at similar levels to Ontario corn, it is not surprising 
that U.S. corn shipments declined ata comparable 
pace to other feed grains. 


B. FEED FREIGHT ASSISTANCE 


1. Rates of Assistance and Expenditures - Rates of 
assistance remained generally unchanged during 
the 1981-82 crop year while rail rates on the 
movement of Prairie grown grains from Thunder 
Bay to destinations in Ontario, Quebec and the 
Atlantic Provinces increased by 13 percent and 
from the Prairie regions to British Columbia by 16 
percent. As a result, the benefits of Feed Freight 
Assistance continued to erode toa point where the 
program now covers an average of only 26 percent 
of the transportation costs to Eastern Canada and 
approximately 40 percent to British Columbia. 


In order to better equalize the balance of 
transportation costs borne by livestock producers 
in the Northern regions of Ontario, an upward 
revision of assistance rates to this region was 
made on December 17, 1981. Rates of assistance 
to all other areas of Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia were unchanged. Feed Freight 
Assistance Rates are published in Appendix Table 
V. 


The total volume of feed products moved 
under the program during crop year 1981-82 was 
down 6 percent to 1,942,919 tonnes. Decreased 
shipments into Quebec accounted for more than 
all of the net decline. However, increased 


movements to higher rated zones of British 
Columbia and Newfoundland resulted in a net 
increase in expenditures of $314,480, to a total of 
$15,368,113. 


2. Freight Assisted Shipments - Total shipments 
of Prairie grown wheat, oats and barley decreased 
141,455, 32,089 and 90,681 tonnes, respectively. 
Shipments of screenings rose from 35 to 47 
thousand tonnes, and millfeed shipments rose 
marginally to total 171,750 tonnes. Total corn 
shipments rose from 183,888 tonnes in 1980-81 to 
306,840 in 1981-82. Of this total, Ontario corn 
shipments to Northern and Eastern regions of 
Quebec and to the Atlantic Provinces rose 60 
thousand tonnes to 225 thousand, and, shipments 
of Manitoba corn to British Columbia rose sharply 
to 81 thousand tonnes from only 16 thousand the 
previous year. 


The number of claimants remained virtually 
unchanged at 620. However, the total number of 
claims processed during the 1981-82 crop year 
increased slightly to 11, 127 from 10,708 a year 
earlier. 


C. FEED GRAIN STORAGE PROGRAMS 


In 1977, the Government introduced three 
new storage programs for the expressed purpose 
of encouraging expansion of feed grain storage in 
grain deficient areas of Canada. These programs 
are administered by this Board in cooperation with 
Agriculture Canada. 


1. Local Feed Grain Security Program - The 
purpose of this program is to encourage the 
increase in total storage capacity and feed grain 
inventories of the feed manufacturing industry in 
grain deficient areas, and, to provide supply 
security in the event of disruptions in the 
transportation and handling facilities. 


The program provides for payment of 
carrying charges on the increase in feed grain 
inventories over historical levels carried in new 
storage facilities of feed mills located in grain 
deficient areas of Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia. These payments are on a quarterly 
basis for up to five years. 


Applications for assistance approved under 
this program up to the end of the crop year 1981-82 
totalled 58. The projects by Provinces are 
indicated in Table 4. The additional storage 
capacity provided by these projects totals 35,184 
tonnes on a barley basis.

2. Inland Elevator Programs - These two programs 
are intended to help firms and individuals build 
new inland elevators and expand storage capacity 
at existing ones, thus encouraging local grain 
production and supply security in feed grain 
deficient areas of Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia by providing additional cleaning, drying 
and marketing facilities. 


The program that applies to existing inland 
elevators provides for grants of up to 30 percent of 
eligible capital costs to a maximum of $150,000 for 
construction of increased storage, cleaning and 
drying capacities. These are outright grants that 
do not require reimbursements. 


This program was terminated on March 31, 
1982. 


The new inland elevator program provides 
assistance for the construction of new inland 


elevators started after April 1, 1977. Contributions 
cover up to 50 percent of eligible capital costs toa 
maximum of $500,000. Commencing in the fourth 
year of operation of the new facility, the operator 
shall begin repayments to the Board based on 
throughput. These repayments will cease after the 
tenth year or when 40 percent of the total 
contribution has been paid, whichever comes first. 


Applications approved under these two 
inland elevator programs to end of crop year 1981- 
82 totalled 17 separate projects broken down by 
province as noted in Table 5. 


This program has a termination date of 
March 31, 1983. To be eligible, however, 
applications had to be submitted to the Board no 
later than March 31, 1982.

D. TRANSPORTATION AND STORAGE 


During the 1981-82 crop year many labour 
contracts affecting the grain transportation and 
handling system were up for renewal. Except fora 
strike by the Thunder Bay Grain Handlers Union, 
which lasted 11 days, no other serious work 
stoppages were experienced during the year. 


1. Shipments by Mode of Transport - subsidized 
shipments of feed grain and grain products by 
mode of transport (Table 6) outlines the flow of 
feed grains from the Prairies and Peace River 
district to livestock producing areas in British 
Columbia and Eastern Canada. A small volume of 
millfeeds produced by the Prairie flour mills and 
moved directly to feed mills is also included in this 
table, which shows total freight assisted shipments 
of 1, 942.9 thousand tonnes. Similar data for the 
1980-81 crop year indicates total feed freight 
assisted shipments were 2,068.0 thousand tonnes. 
The reduction in freight assisted grain shipments

of 125.1 thousand tonnes is due to lower livestock 
numbers in Eastern Canada and an increasing 
usage of local grain. Decreased shipments into 
Quebec accounted for more than all of the net 
decrease. 


Shipments into British Columbia increased 
by 86.4 thousand tonnes in 1981-82 to total 533.3 
thousand tonnes. This record high level of 
shipments, which occurred despite a_ slight 
decrease in livestock numbers, resulted from a 
1981 grain crop which was 30 percent below 1980 
output. 


Table 6 outlines total shipments and the 
mode of movement into British Columbia. Total 
shipments from the Prairies to British Columbia 
increased 25 percent from a year earlier, with rail 
and truck shipments maintaining virtually the 
same market share. Peace River shipments 
declined 14.5 thousand tonnes, due mainly to 
lower rail movement. Shipments from B.C. coastal 
terminals dropped from 12.1 thousand tonnes in 
1980-81 to 5.8 thousand in 1981-82, with the truck 
share decreasing from 81.8 to 72.4 percent of this 
movement. 

In the movement to Eastern Canada, total 
primary shipments from the Prairies and Thunder 
Bay declined 269.4 thousand tonnes from 1980-81 
levels. The decline was due to _ increased 
competition from Ontario corn, lower feed grain 
consumption in Eastern Canada, and larger local 
crops. There were no major shifts in mode of 
transport, with water movement accounting for 75 
percent, rail slightly over 24 percent, and truck less 
than 1 percent. 


Secondary shipments beyond the Eastern 
transfer elevator (Table 6) indicates the mode of 
transport utilized beyond the Eastern transfer 
elevators where the grain is first received. Trucks 
continue to dominate the shipments out of the St. 
Lawrence elevators with 98 percent of the total 
movement. 


The secondary movement from Maritime 
ports increased from 25.4 thousand tonnes to 29.2 
thousand tonnes in 1981-82. This level is in line 
with most recent years as the high carrying costs 
for grain tend to discourage water movement of 
feed grains into the Maritimes. The primary mode 
of transportation of feed grains into the Maritimes 
continues to be rail movement. 


Direct rail movement of freight assisted 
grain products to Eastern Canada from the Prairies 
and Thunder Bay totalled 283.0 thousand tonnes 
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during 1981-82 versus 348.3 thousand in 1980-81. 
This decrease of 65.3 thousand tonnes (Table 7) 
was spread evenly throughout Eastern Canada 
and partially reflected some displacement of 
Prairie feed grains by Ontario corn. 


The portion of direct rail shipments to 
Eastern Canada originating at primary elevators or 
loaded directly by producers in the Prairies, 
referred to as Plan C shipments, are included in 
Table 7. Cars that are loaded by producers in the 
Prairies, but with the documentation handled by a 
grain merchant or broker, are classified as Plan C 
shipments. Shipments handled entirely by 
producers are considered producer cars. Few 
producer cars are shipped directly to Eastern 
Canada, but any of these shipments would be 
included in Table 7. 


The decrease from 174.2 thousand tonnesin 
1980-81 to 127.6 thousand in 1981-82 is a second 
successive decline in annual shipments. 


The advantage of Plan C or producer car 
shipments is that it gives the Eastern livestock 
feeders and feed manufacturers access to grain at 
the same prices as those paid by Prairie feedlots 
and feed mills. This access is particularly 
important during periods when the Thunder Bay - 
Prairie price spreads widen to levels greater than 
the normal cost of movement between these two 
points. 


Producer cars are limited to 100 cars per 
week, but Plan C shipments are only limited by the 
number of cars available from the railway 
companies each week. According to the Canadian 
Feed Grain Policy, cars for domestic feed grains 
receive priority over all other traffic. In actual 
practice, Plan C cars are allocated on request and 
the remaining available cars are divided between 
the Board and non-Board market. 


The drawback to producer or Plan C cars is 
the fact that the grain contains dockage and the 
lead time required to receive acar is approximately 
five weeks. In addition, buyers need to establish 
offices or representatives in the Prairies in order to 
fully take advantage of this option. 


During 1978-79 and the first half of 1979-80 
the Prairie - Thunder Bay price spreads were 
sufficiently attractive to stimulate a considerable 
increase in the use of this option. Changing market 
conditions in the second half of the 1979-80 crop 
year, however, made this option less attractive. For 
the crop year as a whole, much of the increase in

Plan C movement was at the expense of rail 
shipments from Thunder Bay. 


The trend which began to develop in the 
middle of 1979-80, continued through 1980-81, 
with grain prices in the Prairies becoming fairly 
unattractive in relation to the price levels at 
Thunder Bay. As a result, direct rail shipments 
from the Prairies dropped sharply, with some of 
this decrease being compensated for by a higher 
rail movement from Thunder Bay. 


In 1981-82, Prairie prices continued to be 
fairly unattractive in relation to Thunder Bay. In 
addition, Thunder Bay prices were fairly high in 
relation to U.S. and Ontario corn. Asa result, direct 
rail shipments from both Thunder Bay and Prairie 
locations dropped below year-earlier levels. 


2. Freight Rates - Rail transportation rates have 
not yet changed to metric units, but are shown in 
metric in Table 8 of this report for consistency of 
presentation. The target date for metric 
conversion of rail rates is 1983, but itappears at the 
present time that the Canadian railroads will not 
meet this target. Truck transport rates were 
converted to metric units in 1981, water rates were 


also converted to metric units in 1981. 


a) Rail Rates - Rail rates on feed grain shipments 
from the Lakehead to Eastern Canada increased 
on June 1, 1982 by 13 percent to Ontario and 
Quebec and 23 cents per cwt, or approximately 13 
percent, to the Atlantic Provinces. 


Feed grain rates from the Prairies to British 
Columbia increased 16 percent effective January 
1, 1982 for movement to Vancouver, the Lower 
Fraser Valley, and interior B.C. destinations. Rail 
rates to Vancouver Island increased to an arbitrary 
47 cents per cwt over Vancouver. Rates from non- 
competitive origins in Alberta increased 16 cents 
per cwt. 


Rail rates to selected points are shown in 
Figure 4 and the precise rates are listed in Table 8. 


b) Water Rates - During the 1982 season of 
navigation, lake freight rates on feed grades of 
wheat, oats and barley continued to move higher. 
Water rates on grain shipped from the Lakehead to 
the Bayports, Upper St. Lawrence and Lower St. 
Lawrence ports increased at the opening of the 
1982 navigation season by approximately 5 
percent.

Water rates on U.S. corn from U.S. lake ports 
actually declined from the high levels quoted 
during 1981. There were seven increases in the fuel 
surcharge during the crop year. 


3. Rail Car Supply - The rail car supply situation 
for 1981-82 was greatly improved over the previous 
year due to the sluggish economy, which made 
equipment normally in the potash, cement and 
other bulk commodities service available for feed 
grain traffic. The long term availability of hopper 
cars for domestic feed grains from Thunder Bay 
and the Prairies still remain a concern, especially 
since the Canadian Transportation Commission 
forecasts that boxcars will be phased out of service 
by 1987. 


a) Lakehead to Eastern Canada - There were no 
boxcar supply problems during the 1981-82 crop 
year. This is the first year that the railways made 
hopper cars available for domestic feed grain 
traffic. 


The hopper car fleets owned by the Federal 
government, the Canadian Wheat Board and by 
the provinces of Saskatchewan and Alberta were 
not available to the Eastern feed grain trade. 


b) Ontario Grain Car Supply - There were more 
than a sufficient number of hopper cars in the CN 
and CP rail car pools for Ontario grain due to a 
slack demand for hopper cars for other bulk 
commodities. This is probably a temporary 


situation. As demand returns to normal for other 
bulk commodities, such as potash and cement, we 
will likely experience seasonal shortages of 
hopper cars for Ontario grain. 


There were no problems with rail car supply 
from CON Rail or C&O this year, as the United 
States supply of hopper cars was more than 
sufficient. However, as in Canada, this situation 
will probably change when demand for other bulk 
commodities is restimulated. 


Cc) British Columbia Car Supply - There were no 
serious shortages of box or hopper cars for the 
domestic feed grain movement from the Prairies to 
British Columbia during 1981-82. However British 
Columbia, like Eastern Canada, must be 
concerned about the outlook for box or hopper 
cars from the Prairies over the next three or four 
years. The domestic feed grain trade cannot utilize 
the government or Canadian Wheat Board hopper 
cars, and the boxcar fleet will be phased out by 
1987. New hopper cars are not being built by the 
railways to replace the boxcars as they are 
retired. 


4. Storage - The Board played a consultative role 
in the allocation of storage space reserved for 
domestic feed grain requirements at the Quebec 
City elevators for the winter of 1981-82. Storage 
space was allocated by the Canadian Grain 
Commission to users of this facility based on a 
formula which takes account of their historical

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utilization of this space. 


Because of the importance of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway in the movement of feed grain to 
Eastern Canada, stocks of feed grains in the 
transfer elevator system represent a major 
component of the feed grain supply for this region. 
These stocks become especially important during 
the winter months when navigation is closed 
down. The build-up of winter stocks in Eastern 
transfer elevators must typically await the 
clearance of export grains from these positions 
late in the shipping season. Then a race with the 
weatherman ensues to get domestic feed grains in 
position before freeze-up. This usually results ina 
rapid build-up of stocks in the transfer elevators 
during the November - December period, followed 
by a more gradual draw-down in stocks during the 
winter and spring months. 


The ability of the system to accomodate this 
surge in demand for the Eastern domestic market 
depends on several factors, including the timely 
transfer of stocks from the primary elevators inthe 
Prairies to Thunder Bay. This movement must be 
co-ordinated with a similar surge in the transfer of 
milling wheat and other grains for industrial uses, 
as well as the ongoing export movement. The co- 
ordination of this movement within the Prairie 
region (to terminal positions) is the responsibility 
of the Canadian Wheat Board and the Grain 
Transportation Authority. 


The stocks of domestic feed grains in 
various positions at the end of each month during 
the past two crop years are shown in Figure 5. As 
the direct rail movement has become a more viable 
option in recent years, and, with the freeze-up 
deadline thus being less critical, few problems 
were encountered in Eastern domestic movement 
during 1981-82. 


E. RESEARCH 


The research activity of the Board focuses 
primarily on various economic aspects of animal 
feed production, marketing, transportation, 
handling and storage in Canada. The intent is to 
concentrate on problems not covered by other 
research programs and to make all relevant 
findings available to the public for the benefit of 
the agricultural community. 


One program undertaken by the Board in 
1981-82 was the co-sponsoring with Agriculture 
Canada of a National Forage Symposium. This 
symposium was held in Ottawa on November 24, 
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25, 26, 1981 and brought together experts from 
across the country. 


Reaction from participants in this 
symposium was very positive. It is expected that 
the published proceedings of the symposium will 
provide a valuable reference guide to all those 
involved in this field. 


A study on forage systems commissioned by 
the Board was published during 1981-82. 
“Management of Forage Systems - Efficiency of 
Forage Production in Canada” by Dr. George 
Winter, is a book for professional farm managers, 
agrologists, and students. 


In this book Dr. Winter focused on the 
efficiency of the forage production system, with 
emphasis for growing high yielding, high quality 
forage. The author is planning a second volume to 
trace efficiency from harvesting through feeding. 


In addition to its involvement with these 
research projects, the economic research staff 
also makes periodic forecasts of feed grain 
requirements in Eastern Canada and assists in the 
Board’s monitoring and information programs. 
This internal research activity is in the process of 
being intensified and broadened to cover both the 
grain and livestock sectors. 


This internal research is particularly 
important in updating past studies, evaluating 
current programs and policies and identifying 
current and potential problem areas. With the 
varying conditions in the Canadian domestic feed 
grain market due to the changing of relative prices 
in the various grain and livestock sectors, 
constantly increasing transportation costs 
between regions, and, the resultant shifts in trade 
flows, this research is by necessity of an ongoing 
nature. 


F. MONITORING, 
SULTATION 


One of the responsibilities of the Board 
under the Livestock Feed Assistance Act is to 
monitor the domestic feed grain market to insure 
that there is a reasonable stability and equality of 
prices throughout the regions of Canada covered 
by the Act. 


INFORMATION AND CON- 


Through its bi-weekly publication “Grain 
Facts”, the Board endeavors to keep the feed 
grain-livestock sector abreast of developments not 
Only in the Canadian and U.S. feed grain sectors 
but also in all major areas of the world grain trade. 


This publication provides comparative data on 
prices, stocks, movements, transportation costs 
and trends in the utilization of the various feed 
grains and protein ingredients. 


All this information, which is the result of the 
monitoring activities of the Board, is being 
provided on a continuing basis to an ever 
increasing number of federal and provincial 
departments and agencies, national and provincial 
farm organizations and trade associations, and, 
direct to producers themselves. 


The information services provided by the 
Board over the years have been greatly 
appreciated. Demand for these services has 
consistently expanded year after year as more 
users have become aware of the services provided 
by the Board. 


In order to offer the best product in as timely 
a manner as possible, the Board has hired a 
Director of Information. The primary roles of this 
Director will be to ensure a timely national 
distribution of the information currently offered by 
the Board, and, to identify and develop those new 
information services needed by market users but 
not currently available. 


In the year under review, the operations of 
the domestic feed grain market were highlighted 
by the publication of special reviews and 
commentaries prepared by the Director of 
Economic Research. Direct consultations on the 
market operations were also held with farm groups 
and other government organizations. 


The Director of Transportation continued to 
play a major role in rail rate negotiations between 
representatives of farm organizations, trade 
associations and the railways. Rate meetings are 
held each year in Vancouver, Toronto, Montreal 
and Moncton. 


The Transportation Department of the 
Board continues to monitor all transportation 
costs for domestic grains and feed ingredients, 
both in Canada and the United States. 


The members and staff of the Board 
continued to maintain an active participation in 
meetings with farm organizations and trade 
associations dealing with prices, supplies and 
movements of feed grains; availability of storage 
space; marketing; transportation and handling; 
and other related subjects. The Director General - 
Program Coordination was particularly involved in 
maintaining a close liaison with the grain and feed 
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industry. 


In addition, the Board has met on several 
occasions with the Canadian Wheat Board to 
discuss matters of mutual concern such as the 
operations of the domestic feed grain market, the 
corn-competitive pricing formula and movement 
of feed grains to meet the needs of livestock 
feeders in Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


Periodic meetings with all these groups 
enables the Board to better identify the problems 
confronting the grain producing, marketing, and 
feeding sectors, and, to find more effective ways of 
dealing with them. 


The Board was also involved in 
consultations concerning the domestic feed grain 
policy and the Crow’s Nest Pass freight rate. An 
interim feed grain policy was announced in March 
1982 with a duration through to the end of 
December 1982. Subsequent to this policy 
announcement, the Board became _ directly 
involved with the general government review of all 
aspects of the domestic feed grain policy. 


G. ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


According to the Livestock Feed Assistance 
Act, the Advisory Committee is required to meetat 
the Board headquarters at least once a year to 
“study and review all matters relating to feed grain 
transportation, storage, prices and consumption 
of feed grains that it may deem necessary, together 
with those referred to either by the Minister or the 
Board”. 


There were three meetings of the Advisory 
Committee during the 1981-82 crop year. The first 
meeting was held in Montreal in December 1981.A 
sub-committee meeting was held on December 14 
with a sub-committee of the Canadian Wheat 
Board Advisory Committee, and a meeting of the 
full Committee was held on December 15. This 
meeting was primarily concerned with a review 
and update of feed grain policy discussions. 


A second meeting was held in Montreal on 
January 5 and 6, 1982. The second day of the 
meeting was a joint meeting with the full Advisory 
Committee of the Canadian Wheat Board. At this 
meeting, the two Advisory Committees reached 
mutual agreement on a proposal for an interim 
feed grain policy. 


The third meeting was held in Ottawa on July 
22, 1982. This meeting dealt mainly with the 
domestic feed grain policy and the various 


proposals for changes in the Crow Rate. The 
Committee took a position on both of these issues 
and forwarded these to the Minister of Agriculture. 


H. PERSONNEL 


A Director of Information was appointed in 
January 1982. Mr. Charles Charron was hired to fill 
this position to help meet the ever expanding 
requests for market, policy and program 
information that are received by the Board. Mr. 
Charron received a B.Sc. in Agriculture with a 
major in Agricultural Economics from Macdonald 
College of McGill University in May 1980. Mr. 
Charron worked in the Commodity Marketing 
Division of Cargill Grain from May 1980 through to 
February 1981. In early February 1981, he was 
hired by the Union des Producteurs Agricoles 
(U.P.A.) as Marketing Director of the Quebec Cash 
Crop Producers Union (Fédération des 
producteurs de cultures commerciales). 


Mr. Claude Lafleur was hired by the Board in 
June 1982 for the position of economist. Mr. 
Lafleur has a B.Sc. in Agricultural Economics from 
Laval University and an M.Sc. in the same field 
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from Michigan State University. Mr. Lafleur is 
replacing R. LePage who left the Board on June 30, 
1982. 


As in the past, the Board continued to work 
toward the attainment of the objectives of the 
Official Languages Act and to support the policy of 
the Federal government to provide equal 
opportunities for women in employment, training, 
development and career opportunities in its public 
service. 


|. FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


The Board’s financial statements for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1982, together with the 
Auditor General’s report can be found on the 
following pages (Exhibits | to VI). 


It should be emphasized that freight 
assistance expenditures are reported in the 
financial statements ona fiscal year basis while the 
assistance data found elsewhere in the report are 
accumulated on a crop year basis. Hence, due to 
this difference in time periods, the data do not 
correspond directly.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1982 


1. Authority and objectives 


The Canadian Livestock Feed Board was established 
in 1967 under the Livestock Feed Assistance Act and its 
objectives are to ensure: 


a) the availability of feed grain to meet the needs of 
livestock feeders; 


b) the availability of adequate storage space for feed grain 
in Eastern Canada; and 


c) reasonable stability in, and fair equalization of, feed 
grain prices in Eastern Canada, British Columbia, the 
Yukon Territory and the Northwest Territories. 


The Board is a Crown corporation listed in Schedule 
C of the Financial Administration Act. 


2. Significant accounting policies 
a) Program expenses 


Feed freight assistance expenses are charged to 
operations in the year in which shipments are made. 
Costs incurred to assure local adequate supplies of feed 
grain are charged to operations in the year in which 
admissible costs are incurred by recipients. 


Contributions for the expansion of existing elevators as 
well as for the construction of new elevators, net of 
recoverable amounts, are charged to operations in the 
year in which admissible costs are incurred by reci- 
pients. Write-offs of amounts previously recorded as 
recoverable are charged to operations in the year in 
which the account receivable is considered doubtful of 
collection.

Capital expenditures 


Purchases of equipment, office furniture and vehicles 
are expensed in the year of acquisition. 


[e) 


Parliamentary appropriations 


Parliamentary appropriations are recorded in the 
statement of equity of Canada for the year to which they 
apply. Any unspent balance lapses if not used in the 30 
days following the end of the fiscal year.

Services provided without charge 


An estimated amount for accounting and cheque issue 
services provided without charge by a government 
department is included in expenses with an offset to the 
equity of Canada. 


& 


Employee termination benefits 


On termination of employment, employees of the Board 
are entitled to certain benefits provided for under their 
collective agreements and their conditions of employ- 
ment. The cost of these benefits is expensed in the year 
in which they are earned. 


f) Pension plan 


Employees of the Board participate in the superannua- 
tion plan administered by the Government of Canada. 
The employees and the Board contribute equally to the 
cost of the plan. This contribution represents the total 
liability of the Board. Contributions in respect of current 
service are expensed during the year in which services 
are rendered. With respect to admissible past service, 
contributions are expensed when paid; the terms of 
payment are set by the applicable purchase conditions, 
generally over the number of years of service remaining 
prior to retirement. 


3. Inland elevator construction assistance program 


Under the inland elevator construction assistance 
program, the Board contributes toward the cost of new 
elevators that are started after April 1, 1977 andin respect of 
which proposals were to have been submitted by March 31, 
1982. Under this program, the operators of the elevators are 
called upon to reimburse part of the contributions received, 
without interest, by instalments commencing in the fourth 
year of operation of the new facility and continuing until the 
tenth year, or when 40% of the total contribution has been 
repaid, whichever comes first. The amounts of the 
instalments are based on stored quantities. 


As at March 31, 1982, the Board estimates that the 
amounts that will be so recovered will total $1,046, 796 
($1,001,969 as at March 31, 1981). The first instalments will 
become due during the year ending March 31, 1985. It is not 
possible to determine the amounts that will be recovered 
during each applicable year because of the basis for the 
calculation of instalments.

PART II 
SUMMARY OF THE FEED GRAIN SITUATION 


A. WORLD GRAIN SITUATION 


1. Production, Supplies and Prices - Global wheat, coarse 
grain and milled rice output in 1981-82 reached 1,503 
million tonnes versus 1,435 million in 1980-81. Global 
utilization totalled 1,469 million tonnes versus 1,452 a year 
earlier. Carryover increased 34 million tonnes to total 214 
million tonnes at the end of the crop year. 


After two successive years of deficit global grain 
production and a resultant drawdown of global grain 
stockpiles, the 1981-82 crop year began with the full 
realization that global output would exceed usage and that 
global grain stockpiles would be rebuilt. As the crop year 
drew to a close, excellent 1982 crop prospects in North 
America signalled a second successive bumper crop, 
resulting in the expectation that global stocks would 
increase further in 1982-83. 


Global grain prices had generally been trending lower 
throughout 1981 after having peaked in late 1980. These 
price declines throughout the second half of the 1980-81 
crop year were mainly due to a weaker than expected global 
grain market demand. Demand continued to be weak 
through the 1981-82 crop year and the increased supply 
availability from 1981 crops further pressured prices lower. 
As the crop year drew to a close, expectations of surplus 
1982 crop output added additional downward price pres- 
sures, and raised the likelihood that the 18 month 
downtrend of global grain prices would continue well into 
the 1982-83 crop year. 


2. Trade - World exports of wheat and coarse grains set a 
new record reaching 204 million tonnes in 1981-82 versus 
199 in 1980-81. Higher wheat exports were responsible for 
this increase, aS coarse grain exports dropped slightly 
below year-earlier levels. Global recession and _ the 
increasing fragility of the global financial system have been 
largely responsible for the weaker than expected global 
import demand since early 1981. The record global output 
in the 1981-82 crop year thus occurred in an already weak 
market period and grain producers were thus faced with 
very depressed market conditions. Given the bumper 1982 
U.S. crops and the continuing deterioration of the global 
financial situation, this grain market weakness of the past 18 
months will likely continue through most of the 1982-83 
crop year. Trends of recent years are found in Table 10. 


B. UNITED STATES SUPPLY AND UTILIZATION 


Total 1981 production of U.S. feed grains reached 248 
million tonnes and with a 1980-81 carryover of 35 million 
tonnes, the total supplies of 284 million tonnes rose 13 
percent above year-earlier levels. This higher 1981 
production coupled with weak demand increased U.S. year- 
end feed grain stocks to 63 million tonnes, almost double 
year-earlier levels. (Table 11). 


Throughout most of the crop year, the impact of these 
higher stock levels were isolated from the market through 
the U.S. grain reserve and loan programs. After harvest 
pressures had eased in December 1981, U.S. corn prices 
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stayed above the U.S. loan rate into the summer months. In 
July, however, prices dropped sharply as 1982 crop 
prospects were excellent and the U.S. government decided 
to allow producers to rollover grain reserve supplies 60 days 
before harvest. 


The U.S. price support policies during 1981-82 
managed to keep an effective floor price for corn of $U.S. 
2.40 per bushel at the farm level throughout most of the crop 
year. This price supporting influence collapsed in July, 
however, when the U.S. effectively opened their corn 
reserve to the market. In addition, of critical importance in 
the year ahead is the fact that the majority of U.S. 1982 crops 
are not eligible for these price support policies. The bumper 
1982 crops will thus weigh heavily on prices in the year 
ahead and no significant price improvement can be 
expected in U.S. grain prices until both U.S. 1983 
production prospects are ascertained, and, the rate of 
producer compliance to U.S. acreage restrictions for 1983 
crops are evident. 


Once again this crop year, the situation in the United 
States has been the primary factor determining global grain 
price activity. In 1979-80, global output dropped below 
year-earlier levels but a bumper U.S. crop tempered any 
fears of global shortages. In 1980-81, global output rose but 
a reduced U.S. crop left markets very sensitive to supply 
availability, resulting in significant price strength early in 
that crop year. In 1981-82, the record U.S. cropina surplus 
global production year resulted in virtually all of the net 
global stockpile buildup occurring in the United States, 
depressing both U.S. and global grain price levels. 


C. CANADIAN PRODUCTION, SUPPLIES AND 
UTILIZATION 


1. National Supply and Utilization - After two years of below 
average crops, exceptional production conditions 
throughout most regions of Canada resulted in a bumper 
1981 crop surpassing the record setin 1976. (Table 13.) Asa 
result of the record output, total supply availability for the 
1981-82 crop year increased, reversing the trend of the 
previous two years. By the end of the 1980-81 crop year, 
total Prairie supplies had essentially been drawn down to 
pipeline supplies, which is the minimum necessary to allow 
fluid movement through the grain handling and 
transportation system. This supply increase was therefore a 
welcome development. 


Even with the increased grain supplies, total grain 
stocks could not be considered surplus. Record exports in 
1981-82 attracted most of the deliveries from Prairie grain 
producers and kept domestic feed grain market supplies 
fairly tight. At the end of the crop year (with year-earlier 
levels in brackets) total Canadian grain stocks, in thousand 
tonnes, were: Wheat, 9,549 (8,570); Oats, 850 (760); Barley, 
4,044 (3,203). (Table 12.) 


2. Regional Conditions 


a) Prairies - In 1981-82, record export shipments coupled 
with normal local market deliveries were more than 


sufficient to satisfy Prairie grain producer delivery 
intentions. As a result, producer deliveries of domestic feed 
grains into the commercial elevator system dropped 
sharply below the levels of recent years, even though end of 
year farm carryover rose above year-earlier levels. 


Canadian producer deliveries of the principal Prairie 
grains and oilseeds totalled 30.3 million tonnes in 1981-82, 
versus a total of 29.1 million during the 1980-81 crop year. 
Producer deliveries to the non-Board domestic feed grain 
market dropped sharply from 1,486 thousand tonnes in 
1980-81 to 798.6 thousand in 1981-82. This sharp drop in 
producer deliveries into the domestic feed grain market 
continued the trend which had been established in the last 
half of the 1980-81 crop year. 


Deliveries into the local elevator system for the 
domestic feed grain market were not an attractive option in 
the 1981-82 crop year. Non-Board marketings at primary 
elevators dropped almost 50 percent below year-earlier 
levels. As producer deliveries decreased, sales by the 
Canadian Wheat Board have increased. In the 1981-82 crop 
year, CWB sales into the domestic market totalled 701.4 
thousand tonnes, versus 396.8 thousand in 1980-81. Thus 
the Canadian Wheat Board supplied approximately 47 
percent of Prairie domestic feed grain deliveries into the 
commercial elevator system in 1981-82. (Table 14.) 


Commercial disappearance of Prairie domestic feed 
grains from the licensed elevator system has also declined 
steadily over the past three years. Most of this decline over 
the first two years was composed of reduced shipments into 
Eastern Canada, but data for the current year indicates a 
general decline throughout the whole system. (Table 15.) 


As disappearance from the commercial elevator 
system has dropped and CWB sales have increased, the 
CWB share of this segment of the domestic market has 
increased from 5 percent of the total disappearance in 1978- 
79, to just over 18 percent in 1979-80 and 1980-81, and, to 54 
percent during the 1981-82 crop year. The fact that the 
Canadian Wheat Board received 97 percent of the wheat, 
oats and barley delivered into the commercial elevator 
system, that the Canadian Wheat Board has delivered 54 
percent of the domestic feed grain disappearance from 
these elevators, and, that visible stocks are at extremely low 
levels, emphasizes the importance of the Canadian Wheat 
Board in the domestic feed grain market. 


b) Eastern Canada - Total grain production in Eastern 
Canada rose sharply for the third successive year, with most 
of the increase this crop year resulting from higher Ontario 
and Quebec corn production. (Table 13.) Although the 
Quebec corn crop is still very mucha local crop, the Ontario 
crop has developed into a non-local market by developing 
outlets both in other regions of Canada, and, in the export 
markets. As this development of a broader market base has 
continued, Ontario corn prices are developing amore direct 
relationship with U.S. corn. 


Stocks of feed grain for domestic use in Eastern 
Canada generally followed traditional patterns during the 
1981-82 crop year, although levels stayed consistently 
below the levels of a year ago. Sharply higher carrying costs 
since late 1980 due to high interest rates have discouraged 
the carrying of large stocks of grain for extended periods. In 
addition, feed usage during the winter months was 
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somewhat uncertain and grain dealers did not wish to carry 
unsold grain during this period. Finally, the higher level of 
local grain production in 1981 reduced the need for non- 
local feed grain imports. On balance, these reduced stock 
levels proved to be more than sufficient to meet market 
needs. (Tables 16 and 17.) 


c) British Columbia - Grain production in British Columbia 
in 1981-82 dropped well below the exceptional output level 
attained in 1980-81. (Table 13.) As a result, imports of 
Prairie feed grains increased even though total animal units 
decreased from year earlier levels. 


D. PRICES 


1. Feed Grains - Reacting to the tight Prairie domestic feed 
grain market conditions, Prairie feed grain prices were 
relatively strong during the first half of the 1981-82 crop 
year. Average prices at Thunder Bay for the first half of the 
crop year were below 1980-81 averages, reflecting the 
general global grain price downtrends, but the price 
declines for Prairie feed grains were less than those 
registered in the U.S. and Ontario corn markets. Prices 
remained depressed during the second half of the crop 
year, and by year-end prices at Thunder Bay, Chatham and 
Montreal had fallen by approximately equivalent amounts 
from year-earlier levels. (Table 18.) 


Within the Prairies, feed grain market prices tended to 
be relatively stronger than both the Thunder Bay and 
Eastern markets. This was a reflection of both the heavy 
export movements by the Canadian Wheat Board and the 
fact that Prairie grain producers were faced with fairly 
manageable stock levels. This tight Prairie supply situation 
resulted in a strong demand by Prairie livestock producers 
for Canadian Wheat Board formula price grain sales for the 
second successive year. Essentially, the open market was 
not generating sufficient supplies to even meet local Prairie 
needs. 


Ontario corn traded above levels competitive to U.S. 
corn throughout the first two months of the crop year, 
reflecting both a tight old crop supply situation and a fairly 
heavy export program. This premium disappeared in 
October as the 1981 harvest brought new crop Ontario corn 
supplies into the market. From October through July, 
Ontario corn landed in Montreal generally traded at levels 
competitive to U.S. corn. 


The development of a premium to U.S. corn during 
the August through September period was a result of 
Ontario corn prices falling at a slower rate than U.S. corn 
prices were declining. When the premium evaporated in 
October, this resulted from a very sharp decline in Ontario 
market prices from an average of $146 per tonne in 
September 1981, to $125 in October, and $117 per tonne in 
November. Prices continued to decline but at a slower rate 
until March, before finally exhibiting some seasonal price 
strength. From October through July, Ontario corn prices 
essentially followed U.S. corn price movements. (Table 20.) 


Additional details on feed grain prices at different 
locations on a monthly basis can be found in Tables 19 and 
20. 


2. Millfeeds - Prices of millfeeds at major milling points in 
Eastern Canada consistently remained below year-earlier 


values throughout the crop year (Table 21). Prices stayed 
fairly constant throughout the crop year and these price 
trends generally paralleled feed grain price activity, with 
which millfeeds compete in the domestic market. 


3. Protein Ingredients - Monthly average prices for soybean 
meal at Decatur, Illinois and Montreal, which are shown in 
Table 22, declined through the first four months of the crop 
year and then rose gradually as the year progressed. Prices 
for the year as a whole remained significantly below year 
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earlier levels. These soybean meal prices indicate the 
general trend of other protein ingredients. 


4. Formula Feeds - Average monthly prices of formula 
feeds by province or region in Canada during 1981-82 are 
shown in Table 23. These prices are gathered through a 
monthly survey of the feed industry in Canada carried out 
by the Board. As may be seen by the data, prices of these 
formula feeds generally reflected the trend of the grains and 
proteins of which they are comprised.

OBJECTIVES AND DUTIES 


The Livestock Feed Board of 
Canada is a Crown Corporation 
reporting to Parliament through 
the Minister of Agriculture. 
Established under the Livestock 
Feed Assistance Act in 1967, its ob- 
jectives are to ensure: (a) the 
availability of feed grain in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia, (b) 
the availability of adequate storage 
space in Eastern Canada, and (c) 
the reasonable stability and fair 


equalization of feed grain prices in 
Eastern Canada, British Columbia, 
the Yukon Territory and the North- 
West Territories. The Board ad- 
ministers the Feed Freight Equaliz- 
ation Program under which a por- 
tion of the costs of transportation 
of feed grains is paid. The Act also 
stipulates that it is the duty of the 
Board to make a continuing study 
of feed grain requirements and 
availability in these areas, as well 
as to study and make recommen- 
dations to the Minister with res- 
pect to requirements for additional 


feed grain storage facilities in East- 
ern Canada. It is also the duty of 
the Board to advise the Govern- 
ment on all matters pertaining to 
the stabilization and fair equaliza- 
tion of feed grain prices to lives- 
tock feeders, and to the greatest 
extent possible, consistent with its 
objectives, to consult and co- 
operate with all departments, 
branches or other agencies of the 
Government of Canada or any Pro- 
vince having duties, aims or ob- 
jects related to those of the Board. 


LETTER TO THE MINISTER

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SUMMARY OF CROP YEAR 1982-1983 


DOMESTIC MARKET 

1. Total grain consuming animal 
units in Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia decreased in 1982-83 
making this the third consecutive 
year of relative decline in grain 
consumption in these regions. 
From the peak of almost 7.9 
million tonnes in 1980, the level of 
grain consumption in these 
regions dropped to 7.74 million in 
1983. 


The sharpest drop in consump- 
tion is found in Quebec, while 
significant increases have occur- 
red in the Atlantic Provinces. In 
Ontario and British Columbia, 
feed grain consumption has re- 
mained fairly stable. 


2. Total feed grain production in- 
creased in each of the three 
Maritime provinces in 1982 with 
the three province total rising to 
308 thousand tonnes from the 
1981 total of 293 thousand. In 
Quebec, total output of all feed 
grains rose sharply for the second 
successive year, to more than 
twice the level produced in 1977. 
Feed grain output rose by 199 
thousand tonnes from 1981 levels 
and 651 thousand above 1980 out- 
put. For British Columbia, output 
rose above the low 1981 level but 
still did not match the 1980 crop. 


In Ontario production dropped 
below 1981 levels. The 1982 total 
output of 7.52 million tonnes was 
still the second largest ever. For 
corn the 5.195 million tonnes pro- 
duced in Ontario represented 48 
percent of all grain production in 
British Columbia and Eastern 
Canada. 


3. Feed grain prices in 1982-83 
continued the downward price 
trend which had developed during 
the 1981-82 crop year. For the year 
as a whole, average prices in 
1982-83 were sharply below year 
earlier averages. 


Protein ingredient prices also 
dropped in 1982-83 after having 
peaked early in the 1980-81 crop 
year and then having declined 
steadily throughout the 1981 and 
1982 calendar years. Although the 
crop year average price was below 
year earlier levels in 1982-83, price 
lows were established early in the 
crop year and year-ending prices 
were above year-earlier levels. 


4. Consumption of feed grains in 
Eastern Canada declined in 
1982-83 reflecting the decrease in 
animal numbers in the region. The 
utilization of Prairie feed grains 
dropped for the fourth successive 
year, in reaction to fairly firm 
prices for Western feed grains vis- 
a-vis U.S. and Ontario corn, the in- 
creased production of feed grain in 
Eastern Canada, and, the lower 
total feed demand. As the crop 
year progressed, however, Prairie 
feed grains became more attrac- 
tively priced and a trend towards 
greater utilization began to 
develop. 


The total volume of eligible pro- 
ducts moved under the program 
during crop year 1982-83 fell 11.5 
percent to a record low volume of 
1.7 million tonnes. Shipments to 
all regions were down, with those 
to Quebec accounting for most of 
the decline. As a direct conse- 
quence, total expenditures drop- 
ped to a record low $13,789,566 
for the crop year under review. 


5. The transportation system for 
domestic feed grains operated 
relatively smoothly again in crop 
year 1982-83 and maintained a 
steady flow of grains to all major 
points. Increases in freight rates 
were experienced for all modes of 
transportation, however, further 
increasing the cost of livestock 
production in the grain deficit 
regions of Canada. 


The supply of both hopper and 
boxcars was more than sufficient 
to handle the domestic feed grain 
traffic during 1982-83. This was 
due in large part to the slowdown 
in the domestic economy which 
affected the volume of other bulk 
traffic such as potash and cement. 


6. The Board has been expan- 
ding its Information Department 
and services in recent years. The 
primary role of the Information 
Department is to ensure a timely 
national distribution of the infor- 
mation currently offered by the 
Board, and, to identify and 
develop those new _ information 
services needed by market users 
but not currently available. 


The role and activity of the 
British Columbia office has also 
been expanded in the year under 
review. The Director of Programs 
for B.C. has developed an active 
participation with all sectors of the 
feed grain, feed and livestock com- 
munity in British Columbia as well 
as some liaison with the Prairies. 
This increased level of activity will 
be continued in order to service 
this vital sector of the agricultural 
community. 


In the year under review, the 
operations of the domestic feed 
grain market were highlighted by 
the publication of special reviews 
and commentaries prepared by 
the Department of Economic 
Research. Direct consultations on 
the market operations were also 
held with farm groups and other 
government organizations. 


WORLD MARKET 

1. The first half of the 1982-83 
crop year was dominated by a 
record 1982 global grain crop and 
weak market prices. For the se- 
cond successive year, global grain 
production significantly exceeded 
consumption, and global grain car- 


ryover levels reached new record 
highs. 


However, from January 1983 
through to the end of the crop year 
a number of events dramatically 
changed the market situation and 
outlook. As a result of first heavy 
entries into the U.S. grain reserve, 
then the Payment-In-Kind pro- 
gram, and, finally the U.S. heat 
wave, the second half of the crop 
was dominated by a continual 
series of reductions in the global 
grain market supply outlook for 
1983-84. 


Thus as the surplus 1982-83 crop 
year drew to a close, the global 
grain market was focusing on the 
impact of the deficits expected for 
the 1983-84 crop year. 


2. The global recession and the 
increasing fragility of the global 
financial system have been largely 
responsible for the weaker than 
expected global import demand 
over the past three years. The con- 
tinued deterioration in the global 
financial situation implies that the 
global trade weakness could also 
continue through the 1983-84 
crop year. 


3. Global wheat, coarse grain 
and milled rice output in 1982-83 
is currently estimated by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture to total 
1,544 million tonnes versus 1,503 
million in 1981-82. Global usage is 
placed at 1,514 million tonnes ver- 
sus 1,469 million a year earlier. 
Carryover is expected to increase 
by 30 million tonnes to reach a 
year-end total fo 260.7 million. 


ACTIVITIES OF THE BOARD 


The activities of the Livestock 
Feed Board of Canada relate to the 
objects, powers and duties of the 
Livestock Feed Assistance Act, 
which the Board administers, and 
to the domestic feed grain policy of 
the Government of Canada. 
Within this framework, the Board 
endeavors to coordinate various 
interests and find solutions to pro- 
blems facing livestock feeders in 
Eastern Canada, British Columbia, 
and the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories. 


The Board makes a continuing 
study of the needs for feed grains 
in Eastern Canada and B.C. and 
monitors the domestic feed grain 
market to ensure that those needs 
are being met at reasonably stable 
and equitable prices. Information 
on the situation and outlook in the 
grain and livestock industries, as 
well as general economic condi- 
tions, is regularly disseminated by 
the Board. 


In addition, the Board ad- 
ministers the Feed Freight Assis- 
tance Program which subsidizes a 
portion of the transportation costs 
for movement of Western feed 
grains and Ontario wheat, corn 
and barley for use by livestock 
feeders in some parts of Eastern 
Canada, British Columbia, and the 
Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


The Board also administers, in 
collaboration with Agriculture 
Canada, the Local Feed Grain 
Security Program and one Inland 
Elevator Program. The first pro- 
gram is intended to encourage the 
expansion of feed grain storage at 


supplies, transportation, storage, 
and utilization in Canada as they 
relate to the activities of the Board. 
Additional information on the feed 
grain situation, both domestic and 
international, may be found in the 
Annual Review of the Domestic 
Feed Grain Market published as a 
supplement to the Board’s GRAIN 
FACTS publication. 


A. FEED GRAIN 
REQUIREMENTS 

The demand for feed grains in 
Eastern Canada and British Colum- 
bia is influenced by changes in the 
number of livestock and poultry 
on farms, local feed production, 
and relative prices of feed grains, 
among other factors. The major 
developments in each of these 
areas in crop year 1982-83 are 
outlined below. 


1. Livestock Numbers — In 
order to measure aggregate feed 
requirements, livestock = and 
poultry populations on farms are 


converted to a standard basis 
known as ‘‘grain consuming 
animal units’’ which reflect the an- 
nual grain requiremenis of each 
class of livestock and poultry. 
These data are shown in Table 1. 


Total grain consuming animal 
units in Eastern Canada and British 
Columbia decreased in 1982-83 
making this the third consecutive 
year of relative decline in grain 
consumption in these regions. 
From the peak of almost 7.9 
million tonnes in 1980, the level of 
grain consumption in these 
regions dropped to 7.74 million in 
1983. 


The sharpest drop in consump- 
tion is found in Quebec, with a 6.1 
percent decrease in feed grain de- 
mand since 1980 as a result of 
drops in both the dairy herd and 
the hog population. Significant in- 
creases have occurred in the 
Atlantic provinces, where con- 
sumption has risen by 5 percent

because of an 18 percent growth in 
the swine herd. In Ontario and 
British Columbia, feed grain con- 
sumption has remained _ fairly 
stable. In B.C., the growth of the 
swine herd has largely compen- 
sated for the shrinking dairy herd 
and the lower number of laying 
hens. A similar situation exists in 
Ontario, where the drop in milk 
and egg consumption has been off- 
set by increased feed grain de- 
mand from pork producers. 


Detailed statistics on livestock 
and poultry numbers on farms in 
Canada are published in Appendix 
Table 1. 


2. Local Crop Production — 
Total feed grain production in- 
creased in each of the three 
Maritime provinces in 1982 with 
the three province total rising to 
308 thousand tonnes from the 
1981 total of 293 thousand. 
Although feed grain demand in 
Atlantic Canada also increased 
during this period, the higher local 
supply availability resulted in a 
reduction of domestic feed grain 
shipments into the region. 


In Ontario production dropped 
below 1981 levels. This was the 
result of a halving of the 1982 
winter wheat crop and a slight 
reduction in corn output. The 
1982 total output of 7.52 million 
tonnes was still the second largest 
ever. For corn the 5.195 million 
tonnes produced in Ontario 
represented 48 percent of all grain 
production in British Columbia 
and Eastern Canada. 


In Quebec, total output of all 
feed grains rose sharply for the se- 
cond successive year, to more 
than twice the level produced in 
1977. Feed grain output rose by 
199 thousand tonnes from 1981 
levels and 651 thousand above 
1980 output. As grain consuming 
animal units dropped in Quebec 
during this period, the demand for 
feed grains from non-Quebec 


sources dropped for the third suc- 
cessive year. 


For British Columbia, output 
rose above the low 1981 level but 
still did not match the 1980 crop. 
The higher output of grain and the 
decrease in grain consuming units, 
however, did result in a decrease 
in the level of feed grains shipped 
into the province. It should be 
noted, however, that most grain 
produced in British Columbia is 
within the CWB designated area. 
As a result, changes of feed grain 
shipments into the major livestock 
producing regions are mainly the 
result of changes in the level of 
animal grain consumption. 


3. Prices — Feed grain prices in 
1982-83 continued the downward 
price trend which had developed 
during the 1981-82 crop year. 
Prairie feed grains started the crop 
year at levels competitive with 
U.S. corn but were relatively 
weaker from early 1983 through to 
the end of the crop year. Ontario 
corn traded at fairly normal levels 
in relation to U.S. corn, with the 
exception of the period late in the 
crop year when the very strong 
U.S. corn market prices were not 
fully reflected in the Ontario 
market. 


For the year as a whole, average 
prices in 1982-83 were sharply 
below year earlier averages. These 


price declines are shown in Figure 
ie 


Protein ingredient prices also 
dropped in 1982-83 after having 
peaked early in the 1980-81 crop 
year and then having declined 
steadily throughout the 1981 and 
1982 calendar years. Although the 
crop year average price was below 
year earlier levels in 1982-83, price 
lows were established early in the 
crop year and year-ending prices 
were above year-earlier levels. 
These trends are shown in Figure 
2: 


For the 1982-83 crop year, soy- 
bean meal (49%) prices at Mon- 
treal averaged $309 per tonne ver- 
sus a year-earlier average of $325. 
The average price spread between 
Decatur and Montreal of $76 per 
tonne was also marginally lower 
than the average spread in 
1982-83. 


The impact of grain and protein 
price changes is reflected in the 
prices of formula feeds. As shown 
in Figure 3, the Canadian average 
prices of formula feeds generally 
declined during the first half of the 
crop year and then trended higher 
during the second half. 


4. Feed Grain Utilization — As 
expected, consumption of feed 
grains in Eastern Canada declined 
in 1982-83 reflecting the decrease

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in animal numbers in the region. 
The utilization of Prairie feed 
grains dropped for the fourth suc- 
cessive year, in reaction to fairly 
firm prices for Western feed grains 
vis-a-vis U.S. and Ontario corn, the 
increased production of feed grain 
in Eastern Canada, and, the lower 
total feed demand. As the crop 
year progressed, however, Prairie 
feed grains became more attrac- 
tively priced and a trend towards 
greater utilization began to 
develop. 


Total shipments of feed grains in- 
to British Columbia decreased in 
1982-83, reflecting both the drop 
in total animal numbers and a 
marginal increase in grain produc- 
tion. This reversed the trend of the 
previous year. 


Imports of U.S. corn decreased 
in 1982-83, continuing the trend 
which began in 1981-82. Much of 
the reason for this decline can be 
accounted for through both the in- 
creased movement of Ontario 
corn through the Eastern transfer 
elevators, and the sharp increase 
in Quebec grain production dur- 
ing this period. The increased On- 
tario corn shipments displaced 


some of the U.S. product for 
movements through the system, 
while the sharply higher Quebec 
production reduced total feed 
grain shipments into Quebec. 


B. FEED FREIGHT ASSISTANCE 

1. Rates of Assistance and Ex- 
penditures — Rates of assistance 
were unchanged during crop year 
1982-83. Rail rates on the move- 
ment of Prairie grown grains from 
Thunder Bay to destinations in On- 
tario, Quebec and the Atlantic Pro- 
vinces increased by six percent. 
This was also the case for ship- 
ments from Prairie origins to 
destinations in British Columbia. 
As a result, the benefits of this pro- 
gram continued to erode to the 
point where the program now 
covers an average of 20 percent of 
transportation costs to Eastern 
Canada and 39 percent to British 
Columbia. 


Current Feed Freight Assistance 
rates are published in Appendix 
Table V. 


The total volume of eligible pro- 
ducts moved under the program 
during crop year 1982-83 fell 11.5 
percent to a record low volume of

1.7 million tonnes. Shipments to 
all regions were down, with those 
to Quebec accounting for most of 
the decline. As a direct conse- 
quence, total expenditures drop- 
ped to a record low $13,789,566 
for the crop year under review. 


2. Freight Assisted Shipments — 
Because of the relatively tight sup- 
ply of Prairie feed grains and the 
ample supply of competitively 
priced Ontario corn, there was a 
decline in the level of shipments of 
Prairie grown feed grains into 
Eastern Canada in 1982-83. Ship- 
ments of Western wheat and 
barley to Eastern Canada were 
down 7 and 15 percent respective- 
ly while oat shipments fell 28 per- 
cent to a new low of 153 thousand 
tonnes. 


As total shipments into the eligi- 
ble regions in Eastern Canada 
dropped, the increase in 
shipments of Eastern eligible pro- 
ducts reflected a partial replace- 
ment of Prairie feed grains. For 
British Columbia the decline in 
shipments was primarily a reflec- 
tion of a reduction in animal 
numbers.

C. FEED GRAIN STORAGE 
PROGRAMS 

In 1977, the Government. in- 
troduced three storage programs 
for the purpose of encouraging ex- 
pansion of feed grain storage in 
grain deficient areas of Canada. 
These programs were administer- 
ed by this Board in cooperation 
with Agriculture Canada. 


1. Inland Elevator Programs — 
The two ‘Inland Elevator Pro- 
grams’’, one providing assistance 
for the construction of new inland 
elevators and the other providing 
grants for the expansion of existing 
facilities, have both been terminat- 
ed. The latter on March 31, 1982, 
and the former on March 31, 1983. 


One of the conditions under the 
program for the construction of 
new elevators is that commencing 
in the fourth year of operation of 
the new facility, the operator shall 
begin repayments as follows: 


— Fourth year — $0.45 per tonne 
of throughput 

— Fifth year — $0.90 per tonne of 
throughput 

— Sixth to tenth year — $1.35 per 
tonne of throughput 


Repayment will cease after the 
tenth year or when 40% of the 
total contribution has been repaid 
at no interest, whichever comes 
first. Initial repayments under this 
proposal are expected to be 
received during the 1983-84 crop 
year.

2. Local feed grain security pro- 
gram. — This program provides for 
payment of carrying charges on 
the increase in feed grain inven- 
tories over historical levels carried 
in new storage facilities built at 
feed mills located in grain deficit 
regions of Eastern Canada and B.C. 
These payments are made on a 
quarterly basis for a period not ex- 
ceeding five years.

This program is due to expire on 
March 31, 1985. Applications will 
no longer be accepted after March 
31, 1984. Applications for 
assistance approved under this 
program up to the end of crop year 
1982-83 totalled 59. The additional 
storage Capacity provided by these 
projects by Provinces appears in 
Table 5.

D. TRANSPORTATION AND 
STORAGE 

During the 1982-83 crop year, 
several collective labour 
agreements affecting our grain 
transportation and handling 
system were up for renewal. Ex- 
cept for two work stoppages, one 
at Vancouver and one at Sorel, 
Quebec, there were no disrup- 
tions in the system. 


The Vancouver stoppage started 
on October 20, 1982 and was settl- 
ed by federal legislation on 
November 3, 1982. The Sorel 
strike of grain handlers commenc- 
ed on April 2, 1983 and was finally 
settled on May 17, 1983. 


1. Shipments by Mode of Trans- 
port — Subsidized shipments of 
feed grain and grain products by 
mode of transport (Table 6) 
outlines the flow of feed grains 
from the Prairies and Peace River 
district to livestock producing 
areas in British Columbia and 
Eastern Canada. A small volume of 
millfeeds produced by the Prairie 
flour mills and moved directly to 
feed mills is also included in this 
Table. 


Freight assisted shipments totall- 
ed 1,720.1 thousand tonnes in 
1982-83. Similar data for the 
1981-82 crop year indicates total 
feed freight assisted shipments 
were 1,942.9 thousand tonnes. 
The reduction in freight assisted 
grain shipments of 125.1 thousand 
tonnes is due to lower livestock 
numbers in Eastern Canada and an 
increasing usage of local grain. 
Decreased shipments into most 
eligible regions accounted for the 
decrease. 


Shipments into British Columbia 
decreased by 64.1 thousand ton- 
nes in 1982-83 to total 489.3 thou- 
sand tonnes. This decrease from 
the previous record high level 
reflected a decrease in livestock 
numbers in British Columbia dur- 
ing the period under review. 


Table 6 outlines total shipments 
and the mode of movement into 
British Columbia. Total shipments 
from the Prairies into British Col- 
umbia declined by 64 thousand 
tonnes from a year earlier with rail 
shipments dropping by 78 thou- 
sand tonnes but with track move- 
ment increasing by 14 thousand. 


Peace River shipments declined 
by 3.9 thousand tonnes as a result 
of lower rail movement. Ship- 
ments from B.C. coastal terminals 
rose from 5.8 thousand in 1981-82 
to 9.9 thousand in 1982-83, with 
truck movement as usual being the 
primary mode of transportation. 


In the movement to Eastern 
Canada, total primary shipments 
from the Prairies and Thunder Bay 
declined 190.5 thousand tonnes 
from 1980-81 levels. The decline 
was due to increased competition 
from Ontario corn, lower feed 
grain consumption in Eastern 
Canada, and larger local crops. 
There were no major shifts in 
mode of transport, with water 
movement accounting for 78.6 
percent, rail slightly under 21 per- 
cent, and truck less than 1 percent. 


Secondary shipments beyond 
the Eastern. transfer elevators 
(Table 6) indicates the mode of 
transport utilized beyond the 
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Eastern transfer elevators where 
the grain is first received. Trucks 
continue to dominate the ship- 
ments out of the St. Lawrence 
elevators with 98 percent of the 
total movement. 


The secondary movement from 
Maritime ports increased from 
29.2 thousand tonnes to 38.6 thou- 
sand tonnes in 1981-82. This level 
is in line with most recent years as 
the high carrying costs for grain 
tend to discourage water move- 
ment of feed grains into the 
Maritimes. The primary mode of 
transportation of feed grains into 
the Maritimes continues to be rail 
movement. 


Direct rail movement of freight 
assisted grain products to Eastern 
Canada from the Prairies and 
Thunder Bay totalled 204.1 thou- 
sand tonnes during 1982-83 versus 
284.6 thousand in 1981-82. This 
decrease of 80.5 thousand tonnes 
(Table 7) was spread evenly 
throughout Eastern Canada and 
partially reflected some displace- 
ment of Prairie feed grains by On- 
tario corn. 


The portion of direct rail ship- 
ments to Eastern Canada originat- 
ing at Prairie points referred to as 
Plan C shipments, are included in 
Table 7. The decrease from 127.8 


thousand tonnes in 1980-81 to 
99.2 thousand in 1981-82 is a third 
successive decline in annual ship- 
ments. 


The advantage of Plan C ship- 
ments is that it gives the Eastern 


livestock feeders and feed 
manufacturers access to grain at 
the same prices as those paid by 
Prairie feedlots and feed mills. This 
access is particularly important 
during periods when the Thunder 
Bay-Prairie price spreads widen to

levels greater than the normal cost 
of movement between these two 
points. The drawback to Plan C 
cars is the fact that the grain con- 
tains dockage and the lead time re- 
quired to receive a car is approx- 
imately five weeks.

According to the Canadian Feed 
Grain Policy, cars for domestic 
feed grains receive priority over all 
other traffic. In actual practice, 
Plan C cars are allocated on re- 
quest and the remaining available 
cars are divided between the 
Board and non-Board market. 


During 1978-79 and the first half 
of 1979-80 the Prairie- Thunder Bay 
price spreads were sufficiently at- 
tractive to stimulate a considerable 
increase in the use of this option. 
Changing market conditions in the 
second half of the 1979-80 crop 
year, however, made this option 
less attractive. For that crop year as 
a whole, much of the increase in 
Plan C movement was at the ex- 
pense of rail shipments from 
Thunder Bay. 


The trend which began to 
develop in the middle of 1979-80, 
continued through 1980-81, with 
grain prices in the Prairies becom- 
ing fairly unattractive in relation to 
the price levels at Thunder Bay. As 
a result, direct rail shipments from 


the Prairies dropped sharply, with 
some of this decrease being com- 
pensated for by a higher rail move- 
ment from Thunder Bay. 


In 1981-82, Prairie prices con- 
tinued to be fairly unattractive in 
relation to Thunder Bay. In addi- 
tion, Thunder Bay prices were fair- 
ly high in relation to U.S. and On- 
tario corn. As a result, direct rail 
shipments from both Thunder Bay 
and Prairie locations dropped 
below year-earlier levels. This 
trend continued through 1982-83 
but an increase in movement 
began to develop late in the crop 
year as Prairie prices became 
relatively more attractive. 


2. Freight Rates — Rail transpor- 
tation rates have not yet changed 
to metric units but are shown in 
metric units in this report for con- 
sistency of presentation. Truck 
transport rates and water rates 
were converted to metric units in 
1981.

a) Rail Rates — Rail rates on feed 
grains from the Lakehead to 
Eastern Canada increased June 1, 
1983 by 6 percent except to St. 
John’s, Newfoundland. The rate 
on grain shipments to St. John’s in- 
creased 15 percent on June 7, 
1983. This was to comply with a 
Transport Commission’s order as a 
result of a complaint that the rate 
was not compensatory under the 
terms of Section 276 of the Railway 
Act. Domestic feed grain rates 
from the Prairies to British Colum- 
bia were increased 6 percent on 
January 1, 1983. 


Rail rates on Ontario corn from 
South Western Ontario to Eastern 
Canada were increased by 6 per- 
cent effective January 1, 1983. Rail 
rates to selected points are shown 
in Figure 4 and the precise rates 
listed in Table 8. 


b) Water Rates — During the 
1983 season of navigation, lake 
freight rates on feed grades of 
wheat, oats and barley were un- 
changed from the 1982 season, ex-

cept for very slight adjustments in 
the fuel surcharges. Water rates on 
corn ex U.S. lake ports were lower 
than during the 1982 season due to 
a down turn in the economy which 
affected traffic volumes. In addi- 
tion, lower costs of transportation 
via barges on the US inland river 
system to the Gulf also kept rates 
under pressure. 


3. Rail Car Supply — The supply 
of both hopper and boxcars was 
more than sufficient to handle the 
domestic feed grain traffic during 
1982-83. This was due in large part 
to the slowdown in the domestic 
economy which affected the 
volume of other bulk traffic such as 
potash and cement. This situation 
might be short-lived as _ the 
domestic grain trade are the lowest 
priority for railway hopper cars. An 
increase in economic activity 
might see these hoppers redirect- 
ed to other uses. 


As for boxcars, it is claimed that 
boxcars will almost be totally 
retired from the fleet by 1987. The 
railways have also stated that they 
have no intention to build hopper 
cars for domestic feed grain ship- 
ment. It is claimed that current 
rates for grain from Thunder Bay to 
Eastern Canada and from the 


Prairies to British Columbia are not 
sufficient to justify the investment 
in hopper cars. 


The railways have indicated that 
they require an increase in current 
grain rates of anywhere between 
35 percent to 50 percent in order 
to justify the purchase of hopper 
cars. They also want guarantees 
that the cars would be used on a 
continuous basis. The alternatives 
for the trade are as follows: 


(i) Pay the railway the rate they 
require to justify the purchase 
of hopper cars which they 
claim they cannot afford. 


(ii) Lease hopper cars at a max- 
imum allowance of 12 cents 
per running mile. This would 
cover less than half of the 
monthly lease cost because of 
the turn-around time. The 
trade would not have control 
of these cars West of Thunder 
Bay. 


Switch all domestic traffic to 
water transportation. 


(iv) Try to persuade the govern- 
ment to allow some of the 
government's cars now in the 
export grain service to be 


loaded with domestic grains 
to move East of Thunder Bay. 


(v) Request the government to 
supply hopper cars specifically 
for the domestic feed trade. 


a) Lakehead to Eastern Canada 
— There were no boxcar supply 
problems during the 1981-82 crop 
year. This was also the first year 
that the railways made hopper cars 
available for domestic feed grain 
traffic. 


The hopper car fleets owned by 
the Federal government, the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board and by the pro- 
vinces of Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta were not available to the Eastern 
feed grain trade. 


b) Ontario Grain Car Supply — 
There were more than a sufficient 
number of hopper cars in the CN 
and CP rail car pools for Ontario 
grain due to a slack demand for 
hopper cars for other bulk com- 
modities. This is probably a tem- 
porary situation. As demand 
returns to normal for other bulk 
commondities, such as potash and 
cement, seasonal shortages of 
hopper cars for Ontario grain will 
likely be experienced.

There were no problems with 
rail car supply from CON Rail or 
C&O this year, as U.S. supply of 
hopper cars was more than suffi- 
cient. However, as in Canada, this 


situation will probably change 
when demand for other bulk com- 
modities is restimulated. 


c) British Columbia Car Supply 
— There were no serious shortages 
of box or hopper cars for the 
domestic feed grain movement 
from the Prairies to British Colum- 
bia during 1981-82. However, 
British Columbia, like Eastern 
Canada, must be concerned about 
the outlook for box or hopper cars 
from the Prairies over the next 
three or four years. One alter- 
native available to the British Col- 
umbia grain and feed trade is truck 
movement. If the rail car supply 
and lead time becomes a problem 
some shipments can be transferred 
to truck movement. 


4. Storage — The Board played a 
consultative role in the allocation 
of storage space reserved for 
domestic feed grain requirements 
at a Quebec City elevator for the 
winter of 1982-83. Storage space 
was allocated by the Canadian 
Grain Commission to users of this 
facility based on a formula which 
takes account of their historical 
utilization of this space. 


Because of the importance of the 
St. Lawrence Seaway in the move- 
ment of feed grain to Eastern 
Canada, stocks of feed grains in the 


transfer elevator system represent 
a major component of the feed 
grain supply for this region. These 
stocks become especially impor- 
tant during the winter months 
when navigation is closed. The 
build-up of winter stocks in Eastern 
transfer elevators must typically 
await the clearance of export 
grains from these positions late in 
the shipping season. This usually 
results in a rapid build-up of stocks 
in the transfer elevators during the 
November-December period, 
followed by a more gradual draw- 
down in stocks during the winter 
and spring months. 


The ability of the system to ac- 
commodate this surge in demand 
for the Eastern domestic market 
depends on several factors, in- 
cluding the timely transfer of 
stocks from the primary elevators 
in the Prairies to Thunder Bay. This 
movement must be co-ordinated 
with a similar surge in the transfer 
of milling wheat and other grains 
for industrial uses, as well as the 
ongoing export movement. The 
coordination of this movement 
within the Prairie region (to ter- 
minal positions) is the responsibili- 
ty of the Canadian Wheat Board 
and the Grain Transportation 
Authority. 


The stocks of domestic feed 
grains in various positions at the 
end of each month during the past 
two crop years are shown in Figure 
5. As the direct rail movement has 


become a more viable option in re- 
cent years, and, with the freeze-up 
deadline thus being less critical, 
few problems were encountered 
in Eastern domestic movement 
during 1982-83. 


E. RESEARCH 

The research activity of the 
Board focuses primarily on various 
economic aspects of animal feed 
production, marketing, transporta- 
tion, handling and storage in 
Canada. The intent is to concen- 
trate on problems not covered by 
other research programs and to 
make all relevant findings available 
to the public for the benefit of the 
agricultural community. 


A National Forage Symposium 
was jointly sponsored by the Board 
and Agriculture Canada during the 
1981-82 crop year. The pro- 
ceedings of this Symposium were 
published during the 1982-83 crop 
year. It is expected that these pro- 
ceedings will provide a valuable 
reference guide to all those involv- 
ed in this field. 


A study on the economics of on 
farm mixing of animal feeds was 
commissioned in 1982-83. This 
study is to analyse the relative ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of on 
farm mixing versus commercial 
feed purchases. This study is 
scheduled for completion in early 
1984. 


In addition to its involvement 
with these research projects, the 
economic. research staff also 
makes periodic forecasts of feed 
grain requirements in Eastern 
Canada and assists in the Board’s 
monitoring and information pro- 
grams. This internal research ac- 
tivity is in the process of being in- 
tensified and broadened to cover 
both the grain and livestock sec- 
tors. 


This internal research is par- 
ticularly important in updating 
past studies, evaluating current 
programs and policies and identi- 
fying current and potential pro- 


blem areas. With the varying con- 
ditions in the Canadian domestic 
feed grain market due to the 
changing of relative prices in the 
various grain and livestock sectors, 
constantly increasing transporta- 
tion costs between regions, and, 
the resultant shifts in trade flows, 
this research is by necessity of an 
ongoing nature. 


One project undertaken during 
the 1982-83 period was a review of 
the factors used to compute grain 
consuming animal units. Mr. C. 
Chartrand of Laval University 
undertook this study under the 
direction of C. Lafleur, the Board’s 
economist. Copies of this report 
are available on request. 


F. MONITORING, 
INFORMATION AND 
CONSULTATION 

One of the responsibilities of the 

Board under the Livestock Feed 
Assistance Act is to monitor the 
domestic feed grain market to en- 
sure that there is a reasonable 
stability and equality of prices 
throughout the regions of Canada 
covered by the Act. 


Through its bi-weekly publica- 
tion GRAIN FACTS, the Board 
endeavors to keep the feed grain- 
livestock sector abreast of 
developments not only in the 
Canadian and U.S. feed grain sec- 
tors but also in all major areas of 
the world grain trade. This publica- 
tion provides comparative data on 
prices, stocks, movements, 
transportation costs and trends in 
the utilization of the various feed 
grains and protein ingredients. 


All this information, which is the 
result of the monitoring activities 
of the Board, is being provided on 
a continuing basis to an ever in- 
creasing number of federal and 
provincial farm organizations and 
trade associations, and, direct to 
producers themselves. 


The information services provid- 
ed by the Board over the years 
have been greatly appreciated. 


Demand for these services has 
consistently expanded year after 
year as more users have become 
aware of the services provided by 
the Board. 


In order to offer the best product 
in as timely a manner as possible, 
the Board has been expanding its 
Information Department and ser- 
vices in recent years. The primary 
role of the Information Depart- 
ment is to ensure a timely national 
distribution of the information cur- 
rently offered by the Board, and, to 
identify and develop those new in- 
formation services needed by 
market users but not currently 
available. 


The role and activity of the 
British Columbia office has also 
been expanded in the year under 
review. The Director of Programs 
for B.C. has developed an active 
participation with all sectors of the 
feed grain, feed and livestock com- 
munity in British Columbia as well 
as some liaison with the Prairies. 
This increased level of activity will 
be continued in order to service 
this vital sector of the agricultural 
community. 


In the year under review, the 
operations of the domestic feed 
grain market were highlighted by 
the publication of special reviews 
and commentaries prepared by 
the Director of | Economic 
Research. Direct consultations on 


the market operations were also 
held with farm groups and other 
government organizations. 


The Director of Transportation 
continued to play a major role in 
rail rate negotiations between 
representatives of farm organiza- 
tions, trade associations and the 
railways. Rate meetings are held 
each year in Vancouver, Toronto, 
Montreal and Moncton. 


The Transportation Department 
of the Board continues to monitor 
all transportation costs for 
domestic grains and feed ingre- 
dients, both in Canada and the 
United States. 


The members and staff of the 
Board continued to maintain an 
active participation in meetings 
with farm organizations and trade 
associations dealing with prices, 
supplies and movements of feed 
grains; availability of storage 
space; marketing; transportation 
and handling; and other related 
subjects. The Director General- 
Program Coordination was _par- 
ticularly involved in maintaining a 
close liaison with the grain and 
feed industry. 


In addition, the Board has met 
on several occasions with the 


Canadian Wheat Board to discuss 
matters of mutual concern such as 
the operations of the domestic 
feed grain 


market, the corn- 


competitive pricing formula and 
movement of feed grains to meet 
the needs of livestock feeders in 
Eastern Canada and British Colum- 
bia. 


Periodic meetings with all these 
groups enable the Board to better 
identify the problems confronting 
the grain producing, marketing, 
and feeding sectors, and, to find 
more effective ways of dealing 
with them. 


The Board was also involved in 
consultations concerning the 
domestic feed grain policy and the 
Crow’s Nest Pass freight rate. An 
interim feed grain policy was an- 
nounced in March 1982 with a 
duration through to the end of 
December 1982. Subsequent to 
this policy announcement, the 
Board became directly involved 
with the general government 
review of all aspects of the 
domestic feed grain policy. This 
review continued through to the 
end of the 1982-83 crop year. 


G. ADVISORY COMMITTEE 

According to the Livestock Feed 
Assistance Act, the Advisory Com- 
mittee is required to meet at the 
Board headquarters at least once a 
year to ‘’study and review all mat- 
ters relating to feed grain transpor- 
tation, storage, prices and con- 
sumption of feed grains that it may 
deem necessary, together with 
those referred to either by the 
Minister or the Board’’. 


There was one meeting of the 
Advisory Committee during the 
1982-83 crop year. This meeting 
was held in Montreal on Decem- 
ber 16, 1982, to discuss a number 
of issues including a proposal on 
Feed Freight Assistance from the 
Maritime Farmers Council, the 
ongoing Crow Rate discussions, 
and the domestic feed grain 
policy. 


The terms of two Advisory Com- 
mittee members, Mr. Arthur Porter 
and Mr. Léopold Harvey, expired 


during the crop year under review. 
Both gentlemen were reappointed 
for an additional term of four 
years. 


H. PERSONNEL 

Dr. Roger Perreault, Chairman 
of the Board since its inception 
retired during the period under 
review. Mr. Gus  Sonneveld 
became Acting Chairman in May 
1983 upon the departure of Dr. 
Perreault. 


Prior to joining the Livestock 
Feed Board of Canada in 1967, Dr. 
Perreault was the Director of 
Economic Research with the 
Union Catholique des Cultivateurs 
(presently Union des producteurs 
agricoles). He also held a previous 
position as Director of Marketing 
of the Coopérative Fédérée de 
Québec. 


The Board was most grateful for 
the many years of leadership pro- 
vided by Dr. Perreault. He was an 
inspiration and friend to all he 
associated with at the Board. It is 
hoped by all that he will enjoy 
many, many years of happy and 
stimulating retirement. 


Mr. Gus Sonneveld, the Acting 
Chairman for the remainder of the 
1982-83 crop year, was born in the 
Netherlands in 1930. He has been 
farming since the early 1950's and 
currently manages a 200 acre cash 
crop farm. He has five sons farm- 
ing in mixed cash crop and 
livestock production. 


He has served on many occa- 
sions as resource person to various 
groups and farm organizations 
relating to trade, tariff and 
transportation. He also advises the 
industry on grain and livestock 
related problems. 


Gus Sonneveld first became in- 
volved with the Livestock Feed 
Board of Canada in 1971 as a 
Member of the Advisory Commit- 
tee. He was subsequently ap- 
pointed Board Member in 1973, 
and Vice-Chairman in 1974. 


There were a number of staff 
changes at the Board during the 
crop year under review. Mr. André 
Lariviére, the Auditor Freight 
Equalization Claims, was deceased 
in November 1982 after 14 years of 
service at the Board. Mr. Lawrence 
Rattie, the Market Information Of- 
ficer, retired in January 1983 after 
having served at the Board for 14 
years. Mrs. Pauline Beaudet-Mar- 
cil, the Statistical Research Clerk, 
took maternity leave in February 
1983. 


Mr. Claude Perreault was pro- 
moted to the position vacated by 
Mr. Rattie, and Mrs. Danielle Dro- 
let was hired to fill his previous 
position as Feed Market Statistical 
Clerk. Miss Ruth Wanono (B.A. 
Applied Math) was hired to 
replace Mrs. Beaudet-Marcil. A 
new position of Information Of- 
ficer was created and Miss Barbara 
Victor (B.A. Communications) was 
hired to fill this position in March 
1983. 


As in the past, the Board con- 
tinued to work toward the attain- 
ment of the objectives of the Of- 
ficial Languages Act and to support 
the policy of the Federal govern- 
ment to provide equal oppor- 
tunities for women in employ- 
ment, training, development and 
career Opportunities in its public 
service. 


I. FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

The Board's financial statements 
for the fiscal year ended March 31, 
1983, together with the Auditor 
General’s report can be found on 
the following pages (Exhibits I to 
Vi). 


It should be emphasized that 
freight assistance expenditures are 
reported in the financial 
statements on a fiscal year basis 
while the assistance data found 
elsewhere in the report are ac- 
cumulated on a crop year basis. 
hence, due to this difference in 
time periods, the data do not cor- 
respond directly.

1. Authority and objectives 


The Canadian Livestock Feed Board was 
established in 1967 under the Livestock 
Feed Assistance Act and its objectives are to 
ensure: 


a) the availability of feed grain to meet the 
needs of livestock feeders; 


b) the availability of adequate storage space

c) reasonable stability in, and fair equaliza- 
tion of feed grain prices in Eastern 
Canada, British Columbia, the Yukon 
Territory and the Northwest Territories.

3. Inland elevator construction assistance 
program 

Under the inland elevator construction 
assistance program, the Board contributed 
toward the cost of new elevators that started 
after April 1, 1977 and in respect of which 
proposals were submitted by March 31, 
1982. Under this program, the operators of 
the elevators are called upon to reimburse 
part of the contributions received, without 
interest, by installments commencing in the 
fourth year of operation of the new facility 
and continuing until the tenth year, or when 
40% of the total contribution has been 
repaid, whichever comes first. The amounts 
of the installments are based on stored 
quantities. 


As at March 31, 1983, the Board estimates 
that the amounts that will be so recovered 
will total $1,072,396 ($1,046,796 as at 
March 31, 1982). The first installments will 
become due during the year ending March 
31, 1984. It is not possible to determine the 
amounts that will be recovered during each 
applicable year because of the basis for the 
calculation of installments.

OBJECTIVES AND DUTIES 


The Livestock Feed Board of Canada is a Crown Corporation reporting to 
Parliament through the Minister of Agriculture. Established under the 
Livestock Feed Assistance Act in 1967, its objectives are to ensure: (a) the 
availability of feed grain in Eastern Canada and British Columbia, (b) the 
availability of adequate storage space in Eastern Canada, and (c) the 
reasonable stability and fair equalization of feed grain prices in Eastern 
Canada, British Columbia, the Yukon Territory and the Northwest Territories. 
The Board administers the Feed Freight Equalization Program under which a 
portion of the costs of transportation of feed grains is paid. The Act also 
stipulates that it is the duty of the Board to make a continuing study of feed 
grain requirements and availability in these areas, as well as to study and 
make recommendations to the Minister with respect to requirements for 
additional feed grain storage facilities in Eastern Canada. It is also the duty of 
the Board to advise the Government on all matters pertaining to the 
stabilization and fair equalization of feed grain prices to livestock feeders, and 
to the greatest extent possible, consistent with its objectives, to consult and 
cooperate with all departments, branches or other agencies of the Government 
of Canada or any Province having duties, aims or objects related to those 
of the Board.

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DOMESTIC MARKET 

© Total grain consumption by livestock 
and poultry in Canada gradually declined 
from 1980 into 1982. After bottoming out 
in 1982, there has been a slow increase in 
the last two years with the 1984 levels rising 
slightly above the totals registered in 1980. 


Dairy cattle numbers have tended to edge 
lower in all regions in recent years and beef 
cattle have dropped steadily. The poultry 
numbers have been relatively stable in the 
1980’s as the industry has been adjusting to 
the major output increases realized in the 
last half of the 1970’s. However, poultry 
output did begin to increase sharply in mid- 
1984. 


For hogs, Quebec’s output level has sta- 
bilized over the past five years and Ontario 
hog output varied year-to-year depending on 
market conditions. Prairie hog output 
dropped in the early 1980’s but has re- 
bounded sharply in the last two years. Out- 
put in British Columbia and Atlantic Canada 
has increased steadily over the past five 
years. 


© Total feed grain production decreased in 
the Maritimes in 1983 with the three prov- 
ince total of 284 thousand tonnes falling 23 
thousand from 1982 levels. Output in Que- 
bec and Ontario also dropped from the re- 
cord levels that these two provinces had 
attained in recent years, but production 
trends are still on the increase. 


Prairie grain output in 1983 had origi- 
nally been expected at record levels and a 
large crop was harvested, but hot, dry 
weather cut yields. High export movement 
in 1983-84 reduced carryover to minimal 
levels and combined with the drought pla- 
gued crop of 1984, will likely result in the 
need for some allocation of supplies during 
the 1984-85 crop year. 


© Inreflection of the generally tight global 
feed grain market situation, prices of the 
three Prairie feed grains were above year- 
earlier levels for the whole of 1983-84. 
While Prairie feed grain prices were rela- 
tively weaker than U.S. corn, Ontario com 
prices were relatively stronger. 


Protein ingredient prices are mainly set 
by the price of soybean meal. Prices rose 
sharply during the summer of 1983 as a heat 
wave rapidly deteriorated the outlook for 
the 1983 U.S. soybean crop. These high 
prices were not sustainable, however, and 
soybean meal prices then trended lower 
throughout most of the 1983-84 crop year. 


© With the drop in grain production in 
Eastern Canada and the very attractive prices 
for Western feed grains, there was an in- 
crease in shipments of Prairie grown feed 
grains into Eastern Canada in 1983-84. 
Shipments of Prairie wheat and barley to 
Eastern Canada were up 21 and 84 percent, 
respectively, while oats shipments fell 23 
percent to a new low of 97.6 thousand 
tonnes. Shipments of Eastern grain within 
Eastern Canada remained close to year-ear- 
lier levels. For British Columbia, total ship- 
ments rose 11 percent in 1983-84. 


Freight assisted shipments to all eligible 
regions totalled 2.14 million tonnes in 1983- 
84, an increase of 421 thousand tonnes from 
1982-83 levels. Total shipments in Eastern 
Canada were 1.6 million tonnes, 370.5 
thousand tonnes above a year-earlier, while 
shipments into British Columbia rose 52.1 
thousand tonnes to total 541.4 thousand. 
Shipments into the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories totalled 259 tonnes in 1982-83 
and 718 tonnes in 1983-84. 


© The transportation system for domestic 
feed grains operated relatively smoothly 
again in crop year 1983-84 and maintained 
a steady flow of grains to all major points. 
Increases in freight rates, however, further 
increased the cost of livestock production in 
the grain deficit regions of Canada. 


The supply of both hopper and boxcars 
was more than sufficient to handle the do- 
mestic feed grain traffic during 1983-84. 
This was due in large part to the slowdown 
in the domestic economy which affected the 
volume of other bulk traffic such as potash 
and cement. 


© The members and staff of the Board 
continued to maintain an active participa- 
tion in meetings with farm organizations and 
trade associations dealing with prices, sup- 
plies and movements of feed grains; avail- 
ability of storage space; marketing; 
transportation and handling; and other re- 


lated subjects. The Director General-Pro- 
gram Coordination was particularly involved 
in maintaining a close liaison with the grain 
and feed industry. 


The Board was also involved in consul- 
tations concerning the Domestic Feed Grain 
Policy and the Crow’s Nest Pass freight rate. 
Mr. Gus Sonneveld was named the Board 
representative to the Senior Grain Trans- 
portation Committee and was very actively 
involved with this Committee work. 


WORLD MARKET 

© In 1983-84, the reduction in U.S. feed 
grain output was the primary cause of global 
feed grain market price strength. The draw- 
down in global grain stocks is solely the 
result of the U.S. situation, as non-U.S. 
grain stocks actually rose in 1983-84. 


U.S. coarse grain production in 1983 to- 
talled 136.7 million tonnes, a drop of 45 
percent from the record 1982 output of 
250.7 million tonnes. With a 1982-83 car- 
ryover of 97.5 million tonnes, total supplies 
reached 234.2 million tonnes, a drop of 84.7 
million tonnes or 26 percent from 1982-83 
total supplies. This major reduction in out- 
put necessitated a reduction in usage during 
the 1983-84 crop year and dropped year-end 
carryover to an eight year low of 26.4 mil- 
lion tonnes. 


© Global grain markets ended a two year 
trend of general price declines in late 1982. 
In early 1983 the scheduled production re- 
ductions from the U.S. PIK Program lent 
underlying support to the markets and this 
tended to push market prices higher 
throughout the first half of the calendar year. 
The deterioration in the U.S. corn crop dur- 
ing the summer of 1983 caused coarse grain 
prices to surge sharply higher during this 
period and into the fall. 


The market then decided that prices had 
risen high enough to sufficiently ration de- 
mand and prices trended lower through the 
final quarter of 1983 and into the first two 
months of 1984. From March through July 
1984 market prices then firmed again as the 
tight global feed supplies were allocated to 
the market. As the crop year drew to a close 
it became apparent that 1984 would be a 
surplus global production year and this was 
reflected through a weakening in the prices 
for 1984 crop grain. 


© Global wheat and coarse grain output in 
1983-84 is estimated by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture to have totalled 1,178 million 
tonnes versus 1,261 million in 1982-83. 
Global usage is placed at 1,244 million 
tonnes compared to 1,224 million a year 
earlier. As a result, carryover dropped by 
66.7 million tonnes to reach a total of 167.7 
million at the end of the 1983-84 crop year.

ACTIVITIES OF THE BOARD 


The activities of the Livestock Feed Board 
of Canada relate to the objects, powers and 
duties of the Livestock Feed Assistance Act, 
which the Board administers, and to the do- 
mestic feed grain policy of the Government 
of Canada. Within this framework, the 
Board endeavours to coordinate various in- 
terests and find solutions to problems facing 
livestock feeders in Eastern Canada, British 
Columbia, and the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories. 


The Board makes a continuing study of 
the needs for feed grains in Eastern Canada 
and B.C. and monitors the domestic feed 
grain market to ensure that those needs are 
being met at reasonably stable and equitable 
prices. Information on the situation and out- 
look in the grain and livestock industries, 
as well as general economic conditions, is 
regularly disseminated by the Board. 


In addition, the Board administers the 
Feed Freight Assistance Program which 
subsidizes a portion of the transportation 
costs for movement of Western feed grains 
and Ontario wheat, corn and barley for use 
by livestock feeders in some parts of East- 
ern Canada, British Columbia, and the Yu- 
kon and Northwest Territories. 


The Board also administers, in collabo- 
ration with Agriculture Canada, the Local 
Feed Grain Security Program and one In- 
land Elevator Program. The first program 
is intended to encourage the expansion of 
feed grain storage at feed mills in grain def- 
icit regions of Eastern Canada, British Co- 
lumbia and the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories, while the latter program was in- 
tended to help firms and individuals build 
new inland elevators in the same region. 


The various activities of the Board during 
crop year 1983-84 are described in more 
detail below along with a summary of the 
developments in feed grain prices, supplies, 
transportation, storage, and utilization in 
Canada as they relate to the activities of the 
Board. Additional information on the feed 
grain situation, both domestic and interna- 
tional, may be found in the Annual Review 
of the Domestic Feed Grain Market pub- 
lished as a supplement to the Board’s 
GRAIN FACTS publication. 


FEED GRAIN REQUIREMENTS 

The demand for feed grains in Canada is 
influenced by changes in the number of 
livestock and poultry on farms, local feed 
production, and relative prices of feed 
grains, among other factors. The major de- 
velopments in each of these areas in crop 
year 1983-84 are outlined below. 


Livestock Numbers 

In order to measure aggregate feed re- 
quirements, livestock and poultry popula- 
tions on farms are converted to a standard 
basis known as ‘‘grain consuming animal 
units’? which reflect the annual grain re- 
quirements of each class of livestock and 
poultry. These data are shown in Table 1. 


Total grain consuming animal units in 
Canada gradually declined from 1980 into 
1982. After bottoming out in 1982, there 


has been a slow increase in the last two 
years with the 1984 levels rising slightly 
above the totals registered in 1980. Trends 
in animal numbers varied both by animal 
type and by region. 


In British Columbia, dairy cattle numbers 
have remained fairly stable over the past five 
years, while beef cattle numbers peaked in 
1981 and then declined in both 1982 and 
1983, before rebounding slightly in 1984. 
Hog production has increased consistently 
throughout the whole period. The decline in 
beef cattle numbers offset hog output in- 
creases in 1982 and 1983, but total feed 
needs rose in 1984 with the general rise in 
B.C. animal numbers. 


In the Prairies, dairy cattle numbers have 
edged lower for each of the past five years 
while the beef cattle industry has undergone

an even larger erosion. In the period from 
1980 to 1984, Prairie beef cattle numbers 
have dropped from 7.16 million to 6.47 mil- 
lion head, a decrease of almost 10 percent. 
Hog numbers during this five year period 
dropped from 1980 into 1982 before re- 
bounding sharply during 1983 and 1984. In 
Manitoba, for the first time hog numbers 
have now exceeded beef cattle numbers. 


In Ontario, dairy cattle numbers rose from 
1980 through 1982 but reductions in 1983 
erased this increase. The beef cattle indus- 
try has experienced constant reductions, 
with numbers dropping from 2.03 million 
head in 1980 to 1.72 million in 1984, a drop 
of 15 percent. The hog industry has gen- 
erally increased during the last five years, 
with year-to-year changes according to mar- 
ket conditions. On balance, total Ontario 
feed grain needs have stayed fairly steady 
in recent years. 


In Quebec, the dairy herd rose slightly in 
1981 but numbers have dropped in every 
subsequent year. Beef cattle numbers rose 
from 1980 through 1982, continuing the 
trend established in the late 1970’s. Num- 
bers have declined since the 1982 peak in 
reaction to North American market condi- 
tions. After the major expansion of the 
1970’s, the Quebec hog industry has also 
stabilized output over the past five years, 
with yearly output varying slightly accord- 
ing to market conditions. Total Quebec feed 
grain needs have thus also stabilized in re- 
cent years. 


In Atlantic Canada, both dairy and beef 
cattle numbers have been fairly steady, with 
numbers dropping slightly over the past five 
years. Hog numbers have been rising con- 
sistently, however, and have resulted in a 
steady increase in feed grain demand in At- 
lantic Canada. 


For poultry, trends have tended to be sim- 
ilar for all regions. Egg output has not 
changed dramatically in recent years, re- 
flecting fairly stable to slightly weaker mar- 
ket demand. Broiler output has also been 
fairly steady and the domestic market has 
been adjusting to the major output increases 
that were realized in the last half of the 
1970's. 


Detailed statistics on livestock and poul- 
try numbers on farms in Canada are pub- 
lished in Appendix Table I. 


Local Crop Production 

Total feed grain production decreased in 
the Maritimes in 1983 with the three prov- 
ince total of 284 thousand tonnes falling 23 
thousand from 1982 levels. As feed grain 
demand in Atlantic Canada increased dur- 
ing this period, this lower level of local sup- 
ply availability resulted in an increase of 
domestic feed grain shipments into the re- 
gion. 


In Quebec, although the second largest 
crop ever was produced, output fell below 
the record crop of 1982. As feed grain de- 
mand remained close to year-earlier levels, 
this resulted in an increase in shipments 
from non-Quebec sources. This rise in de- 
mand for out-of-province grain reversed a 
three year trend of lower usage. 


In Ontario, production dropped below 
year-earlier levels for the second successive 
year. Much of this reduction was caused by 
both lower corn acreage and lower yields 
which dropped 1983 Ontario corm output to 
4.7 million tonnes versus a 1982 crop of 
5.2 million. Even with this lower output, 
Ontario still comfortably remained a surplus 
grain producing region. 


Prairie grain output in 1983 had origi- 
nally been expected at or near record levels, 
but as the summer progressed yield esti- 
mates had to be reduced as hot, dry weather 
began to hurt the crops. As planted acreage 
had been fairly high a large crop was still 
harvested, but final output did not match 
initial expectations. As a result of these yield 
reductions, the CWB had some difficulty 
acquiring all the grain that it required as the 
crop year drew to a close. 


Export movement of Prairie grains set a 
record high during the 1982-83 crop year, 
helping to fully market the bumper 1982 
crop. The even higher export movement in 
1983-84, coupled with a slightly lower 1983 
crop, led to year-end carryover being drawn 
down to minimal levels. This low car- 
ryover, combined with the drought plagued 
crop of 1984, will result in the need for 
some allocation of supplies during the 1984- 
85 crop year. 


Prices 

For the whole 1983-84 crop year, prices 
of the three Prairie feed grains were above 
the levels of the 1982-83 crop year. This 
was in reflection of the generally tight global 
feed grain market situation. The price in- 
creases were not as large as those registered 
in the com market, but were nevertheless 
significant. On an in-store Thunder Bay ba- 
sis, the open market price for feed wheat 
averaged $164.47 per tonne in 1983-84, an 
increase of $32.21 from 1982-83 levels; 
feed oats averaged $127.78 per tonne, up 
$32.84; while the feed barley average price 
was $130.22 per tonne, a rise of $30.01. 


While Prairie feed grains were relatively 
weaker than U.S. corn throughout the 1983- 
84 crop year, Ontario com prices were 
slightly stronger. In the regular seasonal 
pattern, Ontario corn prices were relatively 
strong in the final three months before the 
harvest. After peaking in September, how- 
ever, market prices fell sharply in October 
and November as new crop grain entered 
the market. Prices then stayed relatively flat 
through into March 1984 and then began to 
strengthen as market supplies tightened.

For the year as a whole, Ontario corn 
prices averaged significantly higher than 
1982-83 levels. This was a direct result of 
the sharply lower U.S. corn crop and the 
subsequent general price strength registered 
in all coarse grain markets. In addition, 
greater demand from Quebec and special 
volume rates on rail shipments to that prov- 
ince also helped to firm prices in South- 
Western Ontario. As a result, Chatham corn 
prices averaged slightly stronger than Mon- 
treal com prices in 1983-84, showing a rise 
of $42.27 over year earlier levels while 
Montreal prices rose by $39.26. 


Monthly average price activity of 
Canadian domestic feed wheat, feed oats, 
feed barley, and, U.S. com is shown in 
Figure 1. 


Protein ingredient prices are mainly set 
by the price of soybean meal. Prices rose 
sharply during the summer of 1983 as a heat 
wave rapidly deteriorated the outlook for 
the 1983 U.S. soybean crop. These high 
prices were not sustainable, however, and 
soybean meal prices then trended lower 
throughout most of the 1983-84 crop year. 


Since the beginning of the 1980’s, rela- 
tively strong demand for vegetable oils and 
the relatively weak demand for soybean 
meal has meant that soybeans are crushed 
mainly to market the oil and the meal is then 
sold at whatever price the market will bear. 
As shown in Figure 2, this has resulted in 
relatively weak protein meal prices. 


The impact of grain and protein price 
changes is reflected in the prices of formula 
feeds. As shown in Figure 3, national av- 
erage feed prices rose sharply early in the 
1983-84 crop year and stayed generally 
higher throughout the whole crop year. Ris- 
ing grain and protein meal prices accounted 
for the increase early in the crop year. Con- 
tinued grain market price strength through- 
out the year then more than offset the protein 
market price weakness. 


Feed Grain Shipments 

If local grain production is not sufficient 
to cover livestock industry needs, additional 
grain must be shipped in from other sources. 
The major feed grain deficit regions in Can- 
ada are British Columbia, most of Quebec, 
and Atlantic Canada. Within the Prairies, 
heavy concentrations of livestock produc- 


tion in the Southern regions of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan have often resulted in the 
need to ship in supplies from adjacent re- 
gions. In periods of tight Prairie feed grain 
supplies, feed grain prices in these two lo- 
calities tend to strengthen relative to feed 
grain prices at other Prairie points. 


In Eastern Canada, shipments into Que- 
bec and Atlantic Canada rose in reaction to 
both lower local grain output and higher 
livestock feed needs. As western barley was 
offered at very competitive prices, much of 
this increase in shipments was comprised of 
barley. Very competitive volume freight 
rates on Ontario corn shipments into some 
Quebec points were also offered by the rail- 
ways in 1983-84. These special rates largely 
account for the increased Ontario corn 
movement into Quebec which occurred 
mainly at the expense of U.S. corn. 
U.S. corm imports into Quebec fell by 
roughly the same amount that Ontario 
corn shipments increased. 


In British Columbia, total shipments into 
the province increased in 1983-84. This was 
mainly a reflection of the increase in live- 
stock feed consumption during the year. For 
geographic reasons, British Columbia feed 
grain needs are served mainly from Alberta, 
with the B.C. Peace River District and the 
other Prairie provinces also providing some 
supplies. 


Total imports of U.S. corn for feed use 
continued to decline in 1983-84, continuing 
the trend which began in 1981-82. In- 
creased Ontario corn shipments through the 
commercial system have tended to displace 
U.S. corn in recent years. As mentioned 
above, this tendency was accentuated in 
1983-84 when the railways instituted spe- 
cial volume freight rates for Ontario corn 
shipments to specific Quebec points.

Rates of Assistance and Expenditures 

The only change in feed freight assist- 
ance rates during the 1983-84 crop year was 
a revision in the rates of assistance paid to 
points in Newfoundland and Labrador which 
was necessitated by a sharp increase in rail 
freight rates into this region. Rail freight 
rates on movements of Prairie grown grains 
from Thunder Bay to Ontario, Quebec, and 
the Maritimes increased by five percent, as 
did rates from the Prairies into British Co- 
lumbia. 


As rates of assistance to most zones were 
not changed in 1983-84, the higher freight 
costs continue to erode the benefits of this 
program. The program-now covers approx- 
imately an average of 20 percent of the 
transportation costs to Eastern Canada and 
38 percent for shipments into British Co- 
lumbia. 


1983-1984 


Current Feed Freight Assistance rates are 
published in Appendix Table V. These rates 
were to be effective August 23, 1984 and 
contained some revisions resulting from a 
decision to expand eligibility for assistance 
payments to all domestically produced 
grains. These changes were announced early 
in the 1984-85 crop year and thus will be 
fully covered in next year’s Annual Report. 


The total volume of eligible products 
moved under the program during crop year 
1983-84 rose 421 thousand tonnes from the 
record low of 1.72 million that had been 
shipped in 1982-83. Total expenditures also 
rose from the record low payments of 1982- 
83, and totalled $15,898,266 for the crop 
year under review. The total number of 
claims processed in 1983-84 increased to 
11,356 from 11,127 a year earlier, and the 
number of claimants decreased slightly to 
total 715. 
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Level of Freight Assisted Shipments 

With the drop in grain production in East- 
ern Canada and the very attractive prices for 
Western feed grains, there was an increase 
in shipments of Prairie grown feed grains 
into Eastern Canada in 1983-84. Shipments 
of Prairie wheat and barley to Eastern Can- 
ada were up 21 and 84 percent, respectively 
while oats shipments fell 23 percent to a 
new low of 97.6 thousand tonnes. Ship- 
ments of Eastern grain within Eastern Can- 
ada remained close to year-earlier levels. 


For British Columbia, total shipments 
rose 11 percent in 1983-84. As mentioned 
elsewhere in this report, this mainly reflects 
an increase in B.C. animal numbers in the 
period under review. With the B.C. Peace 
River District and the Creston-Wynndel re- 
gion both being part of the CWB designated 
area, and with most of the B.C. livestock 
industry being located outside of these re- 
gions, virtually all livestock production in 
British Columbia is eligible for feed freight 
assistance. 


Freight assisted shipments to all eligible 
regions totalled 2.14 million tonnes in 1983- 
84, an increase of 421 thousand tonnes from 
1982-83 levels. Total shipments in Eastern 
Canada were 1.6 million tonnes, 370.5 
thousand tonnes above a year-earlier, while 
shipments into British Columbia rose 52.1 
thousand tonnes to total 541.4 thousand. 
Shipments into the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories totalled 259 tonnes in 1982-83 
and 718 tonnes in 1983-84. 


Assisted Shipments by Mode 
of Transport 

Subsidized shipments of feed grain and 
grain products by mode of transport (Table 
4) outlines the flow of feed grains from the 
Prairies and Peace River District to live- 
stock producing areas in British Columbia 
and Eastern Canada. A small volume of 
millfeeds produced by the Prairie flour mills 
and moved directly to feed mills is also in- 
cluded in this Table. 


Total shipments from the Prairies into 
British Columbia increased by 52.1 thou- 
sand tonnes from a year-earlier. This in- 
crease was split between truck and rail 
shipments with truck shipments rising from 
171.5 thousand tonnes in 1982-83 to 190.2 
thousand in 1983-84, while rail movement 
increased from 318 thousand to 351.9 thou- 
sand tonnes. 


Peace River shipments increased by 4.6 
thousand tonnes mainly as a result of a slight 
increase in rail shipments. Shipments from 
B.C. coastal terminals rose from 9.9 thou- 
sand tonnes in 1982-83 to 10.6 thousand in 
1983-84. As usual, track movement ac- 
counted for most of the movement from 
these terminals. 


In the movement to Eastern Canada, total 
shipments from the Prairies and Thunder 
Bay increased 385 thousand tonnes from 
1982-83 levels to reach a total of 1.39 mil- 
lion tonnes. There were no major shifts in 
the mode of transport with water movement 
accounting for 75 percent of shipments, rail 
movement for slightly more than 24 per- 
cent, and truck less than one percent. 


Within Eastern Canada, 243 thousand 
tonnes of Ontario grain was shipped to el- 
igible zones in other provinces in 1983-84 
versus 257.6 thousand in 1982-83. Corn ac- 
counted for almost all of the shipments in 
1982-83 and was the only Ontario grain in 
1983-84 to receive assistance payments. In 
both years, about 75 percent of the Ontario 
shipments were direct to users and 25 per- 
cent via the Lower St. Lawrence ports. Of 
the direct shipments, about 85 percent were 
shipped by rail. 


Secondary shipments beyond the Eastern 
transfer elevators (Table 4) indicates the 
mode of transport utilized beyond the East- 
er transfer elevators where the grain is first 
received. This essentially covers that grain 
moved by water from Thunder Bay into the 
Eastern transfer elevators - which is noted 
in the primary shipments section of Table 
5. Freight assisted shipments are totalled at 
the bottom of the primary shipments section 
in this table and already include these sec- 
ondary shipments. 


Most secondary shipments are channeled 
through the Lower St. Lawrence ports for 
final usage in Quebec. Trucks continue to 
dominate the movement out of the St. Law- 
rence elevators. In 1983-84 only 6 thousand 
tonnes were railed from these ports while 
1,034 thousand tonnes were shipped out by 
truck. 


The secondary movement from Maritime 
ports dropped 21.4 thousand tonnes in 1983- 
84 to total only 17.4 thousand. This level 
is in line with most recent years as the high 
carrying costs for grain tend to discourage 
water movement of feed grains into the 
Maritimes. The primary mode of transpor- 
tation of feed grains into the Maritimes con- 
tinues to be rail movement.

Direct rail movement of freight assisted 
grain products to Eastern Canada from the 
Prairies and Thunder Bay totalled 322 thou- 
sand tonnes during 1983-84 versus 204.1 
thousand in 1982-83. (Table 5). This in- 
crease of 118 thousand tonnes was spread 
evenly throughout Eastern Canada and gen- 
erally reflected the decrease in local grain 
production in the eligible zones as well as 
a slight increase in total feed grain demand. 


The portion of direct rail shipments to 
Eastern Canada originating at Prairie points, 
referred to as Plan C shipments, are in- 
cluded in Table 5. The increase from 99 
thousand tonnes in 1982-83 to 259 thousand 
in 1983-84 reflects both the increase in total 
direct rail shipments and the fact that direct 
rail shipments from Thunder Bay dropped 
from 104.9 thousand tonnes in 1982-83 to 
63 thousand in 1983-84. 


According to the Canadian Feed Grain 
Policy, cars for domestic feed grains receive 
priority over all other traffic. In actual prac- 
tice, Plan C cars are allocated on request 
and the remaining available cars are divided 
between the Board and non-Board market.

In 1981-82, Prairie prices were fairly un- 
attractive in relation to Thunder Bay. In ad- 
dition, Thunder Bay prices were fairly high 
in relation to U.S. and Ontario corn. As a 
result, direct rail shipments from both 
Thunder Bay and Prairie locations dropped 
below year-earlier levels. This trend contin- 
ued through 1982-83 but an increase in 


movement began to develop late in the crop 
year as Prairie prices became relatively more 
attractive. 


In 1983-84, feed grain users found that 
Prairie market conditions were more attrac- 
tive than those at Thunder Bay and thus 
Planc C shipments more than doubled while

rail shipments from Thunder Bay declined. 
This sharp increase in Plan C shipments co- 
incided with some delays in rail car move- 
ment, which in turn necessitated some input 
by the Transportation Department of the 
LFBC to rectify the situation.

FEED GRAIN STORAGE PROGRAMS 

In 1977, the Government introduced three 
storage programs for the purpose of en- 
couraging expansion of feed grain storage 
in grain deficient areas of Canada. These 
programs were administered by this Board 
in cooperation with Agriculture Canada. 


Inland Elevator Programs 

The two “Inland Elevator Programs’, 
one providing assistance for the construc- 
tion of new inland elevators and the other 
providing grants for the expansion of exist- 
ing facilities, have both been terminated. 
The latter on March 31, 1982, and the for- 
mer on March 31, 1983. 


One of the conditions under the program 
for the construction of new elevators is that 
commencing in the fourth year of operation 
of the new facility, the operator shall begin 
repayments as follows: 


— Fourth year: $0.45 per tonne of through- 
put 

— Fifth year: $0.90 per tonne of throughput 

— Sixth to tenth year: $1.35 per tonne of 
throughput. 


Repayment will cease after the tenth year 
or when 40 percent of the total contribution 
has been repaid at no interest, whichever 
comes first. Initial repayments under this 
proposal were received during the 1983-84 
crop year and totalled $36,867.81. 


Local Feed Grain Security Program 

This program provides for payment of 
carrying charges on the increase in feed 
grain inventories over historical levels car- 
ried in new storage facilities built at feed 
mills located in grain deficit regions of 
Eastern Canada and B.C. These payments 
are made on a quarterly basis for a period 
not exceeding five years. 


This program is due to expire on March 
31, 1985. Applications were no longer ac- 
cepted after March 31, 1984. Applications 
for assistance approved under this program 
totalled 59. The additional storage capacity 
provided by these projects by Provinces ap- 
pears in Table 6.

During the 1983-84 crop year several col- 
lective labour agreements affecting our grain 
transportation and handling system were up 
for renewal. We are pleased to report that 
there were no work stoppages affecting the 
system. We would like to compliment the 
federal mediation and conciliation service 
for their skillful mediation of all contract 
disputes and also labour and management 
for their spirit of compromise. It once again 
proves that the collective bargaining process 
does work. 


Weather conditions were also fairly co- 
operative during the year. There were a cou- 
ple of occasions when rail and truck traffic 
between Alberta and British Columbia was 
disrupted, but the roads were opened quickly 
enough to prevent feed supply shortgage 
from arising. Ice jams in the Great Lakes 
system also delayed shipping in the spring, 
but these delays were caught up during the 
shipping season. 


Freight Rates 

Rail transportation rates have not changed 
to metric units to date but are shown in met- 
ric units in this report for consistency of 
presentation. There is no target date set at 
the present time for conversion of rail rates 
to metric units. However, the railways have 
issued a metric conversion tariff which is 
available from the Canadian Freight Asso- 
ciation. Truck and water transportation rates 
were converted to metric units in 1981. 


Rail Rates 
Rail rates on feed grains from the Lake- 
head to Eastern Canada increased June 1, 


to St. John’s increased 10 percent on Jan- 
uary 1, 1984. This was to comply with a 
Transport Commission’s order as a result of 
a complaint that the rate was not compen- 
satory under the terms of Section 276 of the 
Railway Act. Domestic feed grain rates from 
the Prairies to British Columbia were in- 
creased 5 percent on January 1, 1984. 


Rail rates on Ontario corn from South 
Western Ontario to Eastern Canada were in- 
creased by 5 percent effective January 1, 
1984. Rail rates to selected points are shown 
in Figure 4 and the precise rates listed in 
Table 7. 


Two volume rate reductions instituted by 
the railways in 1983-84 are worthy of note. 
The first concerns domestic grain rates from 
Alberta to B.C. points in the Fraser Valley. 
The normal rate was reduced by 5 cents per 
cwt provided that 80 percent of shipments 
from primary elevators into this region were 
moved by rail during 1983-84. These rates 
were issued to meet truck competition. 


Volume rates from Southwestern Ontario 
to points in Quebec were offered for guar- 
antees of 100,000 ton shipments of Ontario 
corm, barley, wheat and rye. These volume 
rates were set at $5 to $12 per tonne under 
normal rates and were issued to meet com- 
petition from water shipments from U.S. 
and Canadian lake ports. 


Water Rates 

During the 1983 season of navigation, 
lake freight rates on feed grades of wheat, 
oats and barley were unchanged from the 
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1982 season rates except for a slight change 
in fuel charges. Rates on corn from U.S. 
Lake ports were slightly lower than the 1982 
season due to a decrease in the volume of 
bulk traffic available from and to the lakes. 
Several lake boats were tied up during the 
early part of the season. 


Due to an extremely competitive freight 
market during 1983, official statistics on 
weighted average lake freight rates were not 
available during that shipping season, and 
posted prices overstate the rates that were 
actually charged. Statistics in Table 8 re- 
flect the market rates. 


Rail Car Supply 

The supply of both hoppers and boxcars 
were adequate for the movement of Ontario 
grains but there were delays to Plan C traffic 
from Western Canada if Eastern buyers ins- 
isted on hopper cars. Railway hoppers 
available for domestic grain were limited in 
supply. The volume of Plan C grain traffic 
during 1983-84 crop year was 370,700 
tonnes compared to 141,700 in the 1982-83 
crop year and this increase in volume par- 
tially accounts for the delays. 


Wheat Board and Federal and Provincial 
Government hopper cars are not permitted 
to move East of Thunder Bay with domestic 
grains. The Eastern grain trade still face the 
prospect of a critical shortage of cars avail- 
able for domestic grain, if the boxcars now 
being retired are not replaced with new rail- 
way hopper cars and if the Federal Govern- 
ment and Canadian Wheat Board will not 
permit the use of their cars for domestic 
feed grains East of Thunder Bay. 


The car supply for the movement of feed 
grains from Alberta to British Columbia was 
adequate during the 1983-84 crop year. 


Storage 

The Board played a consultative role in 
the allocation of storage space reserved for 
domestic feed grain requirements at the 
Quebec City elevator for the winter of 1983- 
84. Storage space allocated to the domestic 
grain trade for the winter season was re- 
duced by 25 percent compared to previous 
years due to renovations taking place in the 
elevator at Quebec operated by Bunge of 
Canada Limited.

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season is 75 percent of the elevator capacity 
which amounts to 168,000 tonnes. Storage 
space is allocated by the Canadian Grain 
Commission to users of this facility based 
on a formula which takes account of their 
historical utilization of this space. 


Because of the importance of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway in the movement of feed 
grain to Eastern Canada, stocks of feed 
grains in the transfer elevator system rep- 
resent a major component of the feed grain 
supply for this region. These stocks become 
especially important during the winter 
months when navigation is closed. The 
buildup of winter stocks in Eastern transfer 
elevators must typically await the clearance 
of export grains from these positions late in 
the shipping season. This usually results in 
a rapid buildup of stocks in the transfer el- 
evators during the November-December pe- 
riod, followed by a more gradual drawdown 
in stocks during the winter and spring 
months.

The ability of the system to accommodate 
this surge in demand for the Eastern do- 
mestic market depends on several factors, 
including the timely transfer of stocks from 
the primary elevators in the Prairies to 
Thunder Bay. This movement must be co- 
ordinated with a similar surge in the transfer 
of milling wheat and other grains for in- 
dustrial uses, as well as the ongoing export 
movement. The coordination of this move- 
ment within the Prairie region (to terminal 
positions) is the responsibility of the Ca- 
nadian Wheat Board and the Grain Trans- 
portation Authority. 


The stocks of domestic feed grains in var- 
ious positions at the end of each month dur- 
ing the past two crop years are shown in 
Figure 5. As the direct rail movement has 
become a more viable option in recent years, 
and, with the freeze-up deadline thus being 
less critical, few problems were encoun- 
tered in Eastern domestic movement during 
1983-84.

RESEARCH 

The research activity of the Board fo- 
cuses primarily on various economic as- 
pects of animal feed production, marketing, 
transportation, handling, and storage in 
Canada. The intent is to concentrate on 
problems not covered by other research pro- 
grams and to make all relevant findings 
available to the public for the benefit of the 
agricultural community. 


A study on the economics of on-farm 
mixing of animal feeds has been commis- 
sioned by the Board and the initial report 
was received during 1982-83. For those 
livestock producers who grow their own 
feed, these systems can be an attractive op- 
tion, especially for the larger producers. For 
those who do not produce their own feed 
grain, and for the smaller producers, the 
cost effectiveness of on-farm mixing is less 
certain. This report will be ready for distri- 
bution during the 1984-85 crop year. 


In addition to its involvement with these 
research projects, the economic research 
staff also makes periodic forecasts of feed 
grain requirements in Eastern Canada and 
assists in the Board’s monitoring and infor- 
mation programs. This internal research ac- 
tivity is in the process of being intensified 
and broadened to cover both the grain and 
livestock sectors. 


This internal research is particularly im- 
portant in updating past studies, evaluating 
current programs and policies and identi- 
fying current and potential problem areas. 
With the varying conditions in the Canadian 
domestic feed grain market due to the 
changing of relative prices in the various 
grain and livestock sectors, constantly in- 
creasing transportation costs between re- 
gions, and, the resultant shifts in trade 
flows, this research is by necessity of an 
ongoing nature. 


One project undertaken during the 1983- 
84 crop year was the compilation of a pro- 
file of the North American grain and live- 
stock industry. Initial drafts of the key 
individual commodities in the United States 
were completed during this period and work 
was begun on the Canadian markets. Work 
will continue on this project during 1984- 
85 and some sections will be available for 
distribution. 


MONITORING, INFORMATION AND 
CONSULTATION 

One of the responsibilities of the Board 
under the Livestock Feed Assistance Act is 
to monitor the domestic feed grain market 
to ensure that there is a reasonable stability 
and equality of prices throughout the re- 
gions of Canada covered by the Act. 


Through its bi-weekly publication 
GRAIN FACTS, the Board endeavours to 
keep the feed grain-livestock sector abreast 
of developments not only in the Canadian 
and U.S. feed grain sectors but also in all 
major areas of the world grain trade. This 
publication provides comparative data on 
prices, stocks, movements, transportation 
costs and trends in the utilization of the var- 
ious feed grains and protein ingredients. 


All this information, which is the result 
of the monitoring activities of the Board, is 
being provided on a continuing basis to an 
ever increasing number of federal and prov- 
incial farm organizations and trade associ- 
ations, and, direct to producers themselves. 


The information services provided by the 
Board over the years have been greatly ap- 
preciated. Demand for these services has 
consistently expanded year after year as 
more users have become aware of the ser- 
vices provided by the Board. Data collec- 
tion and dissemination has been expanded 
in the year under review. The Information 
Department is now providing market statis- 
tics directly to various provincial and in- 
dustry organizations for subsequent 
transmission to producers. 


In order to offer the best product in as 
timely a manner as possible, the Board has 
been expanding its information services in 
recent years. A pamphlet series has been 
started which will outline the role and ob- 
jectives of the Board, the domestic feed 
grain market supply and price systems, and 
some of the policies and programs admin- 
istered by the Board. The first two pam- 
phlets in this series were released during 
1983-84. 


The Director of Programs for B.C. has 
developed an active participation with all 
sectors of the feed grain, feed and livestock 
community in British Columbia as well as 
some liaison with the Prairies. This level of 
activity will be continued in order to service 
this vital sector of the agricultural commu- 


nity. 


In the year under review, the operations 
of the domestic feed grain market were 
highlighted by the publication of special re- 
views and commentaries prepared by the 
Director of Economic Research. Direct 
consultations on the market operations were 
also held with farm groups and other gov- 
ernment organizations. 


The Director of Transportation continued 
to play a major role in rail rate negotiations 
between representatives of farm organiza- 
tions, trade associations and the railways. 
Rate meetings are held each year in Van- 
couver, Toronto, Montreal and Moncton. 


The Transportation Department of the 
Board continues to monitor all transporta- 
tion costs for domestic grains and feed in- 
gredients, both in Canada and the United 
States. 


The members and staff of the Board con- 
tinued to maintain an active participation in 
meetings with farm organizations and trade 
associations dealing with prices, supplies 
and movements of feed grains; availability 
of storage space; marketing; transportation 
and handling; and other related subjects. 
The Director General-Program Coordina- 
tion was particularly involved in maintain- 
ing a close liaison with the grain and feed 
industry. 


In addition, the Board consulted on sey- 
eral occasions with the Canadian Wheat 
Board to discuss matters of mutual concern 
such as the operations of the domestic feed 
grain market, the corm competitive pricing 
formula and movement of feed grains to 
meet the needs of livestock feeders in East- 
em Canada and British Columbia.

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Periodic meetings with all these groups 
enable the Board to better identify the prob- 
lems confronting the grain producing, mar- 
keting, and feeding sectors, and, to find 
more effective ways of dealing with them. 


The Board was also involved in consul- 
tations concerning the domestic feed grain 
policy and the Crow’s Nest Pass freight rate. 
Mr. Gus Sonneveld was named the Board 
representative to the Senior Grain Trans- 
portation Committee and was very actively 
involved with this Committee work. 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE 

According to the Livestock Feed Assist- 
ance Act, the Advisory Committee is re- 
quired to meet at the Board headquarters at 
least once a year to ‘‘study and review all 
matters relating to feed grain transportation, 
storage, prices and consumption of feed 
grains that it may deem necessary, together 
with those referred to either by the Minister 
or the Board’. 


There were two meetings of the Advisory 
Committee during the 1983-84 crop year. 
Both meetings were held in Montreal, with 
the first on November 21 and 22, 1983, and 
the second on June 12 and 13, 1984. A 
number of issues were discussed at these 
meetings, including a proposal on Feed 
Freight Assistance from the Maritime 
Farmers Council, the ongoing Crow Rate 
discussions, and the domestic feed grain 
policy. 


The terms of two Advisory Committee 
members, Mr. Charles Munro and Mr. Jack 
Reams, expired in the year under review. 
The advice and input of these gentlemen has 
been appreciated by both the Board and the 


Advisory Committee during their time on 
the Committee. 


Mr. John Vollebregt was appointed to the 
Advisory Committee on October 20, 1983 
for a four year term. Mr. Vollebregt is a 
dairy producer in Chilliwack, B.C., and a 
Director of the East Chilliwack Agricultural 
Co-op as well as being the Vice-Chairman 
of the Chilliwack Society and Director of 
the Main Land Dairymen Association. 


Mrs. Brigid Pyke was appointed to the 
Advisory Committee on December 15, 1983 
to a five year term. Mrs. Pyke is a dairy 
producer in Wolfe Island, Ontario. Mrs. 
Pyke was elected to the Board of the On- 
tario Federation of Agriculture in 1978, to 
the Executive Committee in 1982, and is 
currently First Vice-President of the OFA. 


PERSONNEL 

Mr. Denis Ethier from Dalkeith, Ontario, 
was appointed Chairman of the Board in 
July of 1984. Mr. Ethier was born in Ste- 
Justine de Newton, a farming community in 
the Province of Quebec. He is married to 
Thérése Thériault and they have two sons, 
Carl and Marc. 


Before his election to the House of Com- 
mons, as representative of the Eastern On- 
tario riding of Glengarry-Prescott-Russell, 
he operated a family business in Dalkeith, 
Ontario. 


During his twelve years in Parliament, he 
assumed different functions. He was a 
member of the Agriculture Committee and 
served as Chairman of the Standing Com- 
mittee on National Resources and Public 
Works. He also served as Assistant Deputy 


Speaker. In October 1982 he was appointed 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister of 
Environment. 


The Vice-Chairman of the Board, Mr. 
Gus Sonneveld, was Acting Chairman on a 
full time basis from the retirement of Dr. 
R. Perreault in May 1983 through to the 
appointment of Mr. D. Ethier. During this 
period Mr. Sonneveld ensured the contin- 
uation of ongoing Board activities and that 
the Board fulfilled its mandate to the fullest 
possible extent. The operations of the Board 
thus continued to make excellent progress 
during this period. 


As in the past, the Board continued to 
work toward the attainment of the objec- 
tives of the Official Languages Act and to 
support the policy of the Federal govern- 
ment for affirmative action in employment, 
training, development and career opportun- 
ities in its public service. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

The Board’s financial statements for the 
fiscal years ended March 31, 1984, and 
March 31, 1985, together with the Auditor 
General’s reports can be found on the fol- 
lowing pages (Exhibits I to VI for each 
year). 


It should be emphasized that freight as- 
sistance expenditures are reported in the fi- 
nancial statements on a fiscal year basis 
while the assistance data found elsewhere 
in the report are accumulated on a crop year 
basis. Hence, due to this difference in time 
periods, the data do not correspond directly.

1. Authority and objectives 


The Board, a Crown corporation named in 
Schedule C to the Financial Administration Act, 
was established in 1967 under the Livestock Feed 
Assistance Act with the objective of ensuring: 


— the availability of feed grain to meet the needs 
of livestock feeders; 


— the availability of adequate storage space in 
Eastem Canada for feed grain to meet the 
needs of livestock feeders; and 


— reasonable stability in, and fair equalization 
of, feed grain prices in Eastern Canada, Brit- 
ish Columbia, the Yukon Territory and the 
Northwest Territories. 


2. Significant accounting policies 
(a) Contributions 


Feed freight assistance is charged to opera- 
tions in the year in which shipments are made. 


Local feed grain security assistance is charged 
to operations in the year in which admissible 
costs are incurred by recipients. 


New inland elevator construction assistance, 
net of recoverable amounts, is charged to ope- 
rations in the year in which admissible costs 
are incurred by recipients. Write-offs or pro- 
visions for losses of amounts previously re- 
corded as recoverable are charged to operations 
in the year in which collection is considered 
doubtful.

(b) Capital expenditures 


Purchases of equipment, office furniture and 
vehicles are expensed in the year of acquisi- 
tion. 


(c) Parliamentary appropriations 


Parliamentary appropriations are recorded in 
the Statement of Equity of Canada for the year 
to which they apply. Any unspent balance 
lapses if not used in the 30 days following the 
end of the fiscal year. 


(d) Services provided without charge 


An estimated amount for accounting and che- 
que issue services provided without charge by 
a government department is included in ex- 
penses with an offset to the equity of Canada. 


(e) Employee termination benefits 


On termination of employment, employees are 
entitled to certain benefits provided for under 
their collective agreements and their condi- 
tions of employment. The cost of these ben- 
efits is expensed in the year in which they are 
earned. 
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(f) Pension plan 


All employees participate in the superannua- 
tion plan administered by the Government of 
Canada. The employees and the Board con- 
tribute equally to the cost of the plan. This 
contribution represents the total liability of the 
Board. Contributions in respect of current ser- 
vice and of admissible past service are ex- 
pensed when paid. The terms of payment of 
past service contributions are set by the appli- 
cable purchase conditions, generally over the 
number of years of service remaining prior to 
retirement. 


3. Amounts recoverable under the new inland 
elevator construction assistance program 


Under the new inland elevator construction as- 
sistance program, the Board contributed toward 
certain construction cost. As at March 31, 1983, 
all contributions by the Board had been paid to 
operators of the elevators. These operators are 
called upon to reimburse, without interest, part 
of the contributions received. Reimbursements are 
based on stored quantities from the fourth to the 
tenth year of operation of the new facility without 
exceeding 40% of the contribution received. 


As at March 31, 1984, the Board estimates that 
the amounts that will be recovered, net of a pro- 
vision for losses, total $935,528 ($1,072,396 as 
at March 31, 1983). Because of the basis for the 
calculation of reimbursements, it is not possible 
to determine the amounts that will be recovered 
during each applicable year.

1. Authority and objectives 


The Board, a Crown corporation named in Part 
I of Schedule C to the Financial Administration 
Act, was established in 1967 under the Livestock 
Feed Assistance Act with the objective of ensur- 


ing: 


— the availability of feed grain to meet the needs 
of livestock feeders; 


— the availability of adequate storage space in 
Eastern Canada for feed grain to meet the 
needs of livestock feeders; and 


— reasonable stability in, and fair equalization 
of, feed grain prices in Eastern Canada, Brit- 
ish Columbia, the Yukon Territory and the 
Northwest Territories. 


2. Significant accounting policies 
(a) Contributions 


Feed freight assistance is charged to opera- 
tions in the year in which shipments are made. 


Local feed grain security assistance is charged 
to operations in the year in which admissible 
costs are incurred by recipients. 


New inland elevator construction assistance, 
net of recoverable amounts, is charged to ope- 
rations in the year in which admissible costs 
are incurred by recipients. Write-offs or pro- 
visions for losses of amounts previously re- 
corded as recoverable are charged to operations 
in the year in which collection is considered 
doubtful.

(b) Capital expenditures 


Purchases of equipment, office furniture, ve- 
hicles and costs of office renovations are ex- 
pensed in the year of acquisition. 


(c) Parliamentary appropriations 


Parliamentary appropriations are recorded in 
the Statement of Equity of Canada for the year 
to which they apply. 


(d) Services provided without charge 


An estimated amount for accounting and 
cheque issue services provided without charge 
by a government department is included in 
expenses with an offset to the equity of 
Canada. 


(e) Employee termination benefits 


On termination of employment, employees are 
entitled to certain benefits provided for under 
their collective agreements and their condi- 
tions of employment. The cost of these ben- 
efits is expensed in the year in which they are 
earned. 


(f) Pension plan 


All employees participate in the superannua- 
tion plan administered by the Government of 
Canada. The employees and the Board con- 
tribute equally to the cost of the plan. This 
contribution represents the total liability of the 
Board. Contributions in respect of current ser- 
vice and of admissible past service are ex- 
pensed when paid. The terms of payment of 
past service contributions are set by the appli- 
cable purchase conditions, generally over the 
number of years of service remaining prior to 
retirement. 


3. Amounts recoverable under the new inland 
elevator construction assistance program 


Under the new inland elevator construction as- 
sistance program, the Board contributed towards 
certain construction cost. As at March 31, 1983, 
all contributions by the Board had been paid to 
operators of the elevators. These operators are 
called upon to reimburse, without interest, part 
of the contributions received. Reimbursements are 
based on stored quantities from the fourth to the 
tenth year of operation of the new facility without 
exceeding 40% of the contribution received. 


As at March 31, 1985, the Board estimates that 
the amounts that will be recovered, net of a pro- 
vision for losses, total $811,426 ($935,528 as at 
March 31, 1984). Because of the basis for the 
calculation of reimbursements, it is not possible 
to determine the amounts that will be recovered 
during each applicable year.
